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PREFACE. 



The Editor of the present volume has little to say in 
the way of Preface. His first intention was to have 
printed a Collection of Letters, chiefly of the time of 
Elizabeth and James the First, confined to Camden and his 
more learned friends: but he found that the interest likely 
to be awakened by such a Collection would have been 
more Uraited than the period embraced by the letters. 
He therefore enlarged his plan ; and took his stand in 
point of time from this side of the Reformation to the 
close of the eighteenth Century : selecting from Corre- 
spondence which he believed to be hitherto unpublished, 
such Letters of eminent Men as it seemed useful to 
preserve. 

Many will be found in the present Collection which 
throw light upon the history of knowledge ; a few express 
tlie disappointments, and some exhibit the infirmities of 
authors. 

The Letters of Camden, besides adding two or three facts 
to his biography, have afforded the Editor an opportunity 
of rectifying the bibUographical history of his great work 
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the Britannia,** and also of exhibiting the deference 
with which he was justly regarded by his learned con- 
temporaries. 

The numerous Letters ad(lr('--('rl to Sir Rubert Cotton 
give some interesting particulars in reference to the forma- 
tion of that wonderful Collection of Manuscripts which 
ultimately became the nudeus of the National libraiy^ 
and is still perhaps its most raluable portion. They also 
shew how liberaUy the scholars of that day were pemdtted 
to use Sir Robert Cotton's CoOection. 

The Letters to Wheloc give an interestinp^ history of 
the foundation of the Arabic Professorship and Anglo- 
Saxon Leetun^ at Cambridge. 

Those of Sir Symonds D'Ewes, besides information 
that is strictly literary, furnish important public intel- 
ligence in reference to the Proceedings in Ptoliament in 
December 1640. 

The College Letters of Strype contain some curious 
details of University life in the reign of Charles the 
Second, as well as of the early life of that assiduous 
Collector. 

But in biographical and personal interest those of Ray 
cannot easily be surpassed. His last Letter, in which 
he bade farewell to Dr. Sloane, is a melancholy but in- 
iraluable memorial of one who will erer occupy a high 
station amongst the most eminent men of our Country, 
both as a naturalist and a man of learning and piety. 

In selecting this Collection of Letters the Editor has 
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given a preference to such as having relation to matters 
of interest, are also recommended by the names of the 
writers. The reader will find the earlier part Letters 
from Udall, Cheke, Bernard Gilpin, Ascham, Nowell, 
Dee, Stubbes, Ocland, Bodley, Speed, and Usher ; whilst 
in later times he has specimens from Tillotson, Wanley, 
Prior, Hickes, De Foe, Tanner, Swift, Steele, Ockley, 
Hearne, Nathaniel Lardner, the Earl of Macclesfield, 
Richard Cumberland, Dr. Franklin, and other celebrated 
men. 

Amongst those of highest interest and most recent date 
in the volume, will be found the Letters of the Abb^ 
Mann to Sir Joseph Banks, first from Brussells and after- 
wards from the interior of Germany ; detailing the events 
and feeUngs of the day, at and after the time when the 
Austrian power ceased to rule in the Netherlands. 

For the Letters which have been selected from Ballard's 
Collection in the Bodleian Library, the Editor is indebted 
to his friend John Bruce, Esq., the Society's valued 
Treasurer : and for the greater part of his information 
respecting the Abb^ Mann, to his Excellency M. Sylvain 
Van de Weyer, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Pleni- 
potentiary from His Majesty the King of Belgium.

ftmniftif tkOM nko niied the credit of Eton School in the aizteenth centorf, 
no one wu more conspicnous than Nicholas Udal. Rale styles him " d^patiMinUHl 
omniam bonamm literarum magiater, et earum feliciaaimui interpret." 

Antaaj k Wood, hmraver, My* diit fai 1841-9 lie wm wmr Uidng Us phe«, npeii a 
•hrewd nupicion of being conscious to a robbery by two of bis scholars of certain silver 
imagra aod othar plate b«loDgiiig to the College, which thej had told to a ailveiaioitk 
in Tiondoa.* Udil and Us idiolan were examined before the Couefl, and eommittad 
to ward. They, for the robbery, to the custody of the clerk of the cheque of the 
King's guard ; Udal, for misconduct of another kind, to the Marshalaca.f Wood says, 
aa regarda Udal, " What became of the matter I know not." From the contents of 
lhaUttarlMratalrodaeedtolfce leader, there can be no doiAC tbot UdaluM db. 
adaaed froca his Mastership, and failed in his application to be reatored. 

Snbaequently he obtained other preferment. He waa made Canon of Windsor In the 
beginning of King Edward the Sixth's reign, and in 1553 waa preeented to the living 
erColbotM,telteIdo«fWii^ Ho died in 1557*

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mas Wriothcsley and Sir Ralph Sadler were then the Secretaries of State. No 
scholar of Udal's ever solicited reminMon of punishment more earnestly than Udal 
himself dors from the person to whom it is addressed. 

Riglit worshipfull and my singlar good Maistcr, Although I 
perceive your labour for my restitution to the rourae of Scholc- 
maister in Eton not to have taken suche effecte as your Maister- 
shippes good will and mynd was, yet dooe I (as I am moste 
bound to dooc) for your gret travaill, peines, and trouble in that 
behalf susteined, rendre noo lesse thankcs then if it had succeded 
and cum to passe accordyng to my request and your maistcr- 
shippcs expectacion. And havyng your Maistershippes favour, I 
am and shall be as well contented that my suite hath not taken 
place, as I wold have been glad to have recovered that roume 
which I was never desirous to obtein, but oonly of an honest pur- 
pose to discharge my debtes, and by litle and litle as I might to 
paye every man his own ; most humbly besechyng your maister- 
ship to extend your benigne favour towardes that purpose, and 
of your aboundaunt pitie to sette your helpyng hand to the 
bestowyng of me to suche condition where I maye by sobre livyng 
bee recovered to sum state of an honest man.

And like as it 
cannot bee chosen but that the more tendrely your maistership 
liith ftvoond and loved mc^ the more grevously the nme moat 
take my lewdnes and foly^ even ao can I not deipair tint that 
the more hatred of Tioea that ia rooted in yonr moate hcneat 
and heroicaU herte, the mora iwo^icnae the same ia to ahewe 
merde and forgevenea to all suche aa with wholl herte and pur- 
poee of emendemcnte without dissymulation retume to the 
holsome patlic of lionestce, from ^^}liche by youth or frailtee thei 
have chaunced for a tyme to swerve. 1 cannot persuad myself 
that your maistershipp hateth in nie or elswhom, any thyng 
excepte vices.

The Greke and 
Romain Histories bee full of tlie ymmortall kud, glorie^ and com- 
mendacion of suche as in cases like to this have, initeede of rigor 
and «;everitce, iised siiche raoderadon of mynde, suche lenitee, 
suche gentlenes and clemencie, that thci have thereby woonne to 
goodnes innumerable persons which by extremitie of rigor must 
needes utterly have been lost, Nec est, uii conjido^ usqueadeo 
perdita vita mea, quin tua bonitate ad frugem revocari atqtte reduci 
qmam ; me adeo dqthrmta mi nulbn ne »pei quidem locut re&iiguaiiir* 
Sdpio Africanns the elder (to whom the gentile histories dooe 
attribute tikis honourable testimonie tliat the Goddes ymmortsU 
wold hym to bee borne into this world that there might bee sum 
man in whom Tertast, goodnes, and honestie should in all pointee 
singnlarly excelle, passe, and shewe itself) is by the sell same 
historic mencioned to have been of a veray riottous and dissolute 
sorte of iivynge in his youth, and the rather therby to have ^rowen 
aftlrward to the moche more exceiiencie of all vertues ui liie rest 
of Ills tvme, when he had oons shaken of that ympotencie of 
vuiuptuuus appetites. It is also read of C. Valerius Flaccus^ that 
be was in Us youth a famous «nmple of all riotousnes, and the 
same, when he had in processe of tyme converted his Uf to the 
contrarie, becam an example of all lnigalitee» reUgion, sobfieteey 
and holynes, infinitdy more hobome and profitable to the common 
weale then he had afore been pernicious in the same. Noo man 
at those daies lived in more slaundre and infamie then did Q. 
Fabius Maximus, being a yong man ; nor aftir his sooden conver- 
sion and chaungeing of lif, any man for honestee, wisedome, and 
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gravitee with the same Fabius worthie to bee compared. Oon 
Polemon of Athens, a Phi'cr,* a man in his youth not oonly 
drowned in vohiptuousnes, but also sett}'ng his moste dehte and 
fehcitcc in the vcruy infaniie of the same ; newly arisen from ban- 
qucttinj^ and rcvcllynt^, not in the evcnyng after soonne sette, but 
in tlic morne aftir soonne risync^, and espying the doorc of Xeno- 
crates schoule open, resorted tlntljer drunken as he was, wilfully 
to diitnrbe not oonly the sud Xenocratea ^en readynge a publique 
lecture in phikwopldei but also all his auditorie ; Xenocntes, not 
cbanngnng countenance at his cumyng in but altering the matter 
of bia leadyng, began sumwhat to declare of the feditee of riot and 
drunkenen, and of the comelynes of sobrictee, whichc Polemon 
hearyng was soodenly converted^ and from thensforthe becam a 
Phi'er * of singular gravitee, of incomparable sobrenes, of moste 
constante vcrtuousnes, and so contynued all his lif aftir. If these 
pcrsones, and others innumerable of like sort, had been taken at 
the wurst, neither thei liad aspired to those degrees of moste 
laudable honestee and vertue, nor suche as saved theim from the 
perils and daungers therof, and by Aeir ezoedyng gret tolerancie 
brought thdm to goodnea, had poirchased that preate of moderap 
don to their ymmortall glorie. Leat these eicamples sumwhat 
mo?e your maittership to pitie and compasnon for that that is 
paBt> and to hope that I maye ere now bee emended for the tyme 
to cum. That if ye can entreate your moste gentle herte not to 
bee inexorable nor iiiflexi])le towardes me your poor servant, noo 
lesse myndyiig tlicii to make full cmendes for all that in tyme past 
liath been amysse, for His sake that of his infinite mercie freely 
forgave and dayly still forgeveth to us, ijcing moste unworthie, all 
our offenses, and caateth theim behind his backe never aftir to 
entwite or to lemcmbre them again, bee for thia oon tyme pitefuU 
towardes me who by your mercie maye bee recovered, and by your 
indigmuacm must needes remediles perishe for ever. Heare and

accepte this my moste piteous lamentaeion, procedyng from the 
botom of my hcrte, being moste sorowiull ihat it should bee my 
diaunoe to incuire your indignadon. Aocepte this myn honest 
dbauDge from vice to vertue, firom jHrodigalitee to frug^ livyng, 
from negligence of teachyng to aasiduiteej from playe to stodie, 
from lightnes to gravitee; nor esteme it Hie wurse or tihe lighter, 
for that it begynneth of repentaunce, but rather persuade yourself 
that the same repentaunoe shall still remein within my brest as a 
contynuall spurre or thornc to pricke and to quicken me to 
goodnes from tyme to tyme, as often as nccde shall require : and 
that ye thynke not that I mcane any wurse or any lesse then to 
approve myne honest maner of livying.

that is past and cannot nowe be again ttnd<me, and oons again to 
take experimente of me, and as ye shall find me soo to use me, 
conndering alwayes that as another besides me maye happen to 
dooe amys, so maye 1 as well as another emend, and \\ here percase 
certs afieni magnitudo ammvm tmim deterret, 1 doubte not, ha\^mg 
your niaistershippes favour and good helpe, to bee hable to shake 
it of within two or three yeres at the uttirmust by suche meanes 
as 1 shall declare unto your maistership if it maye please the same 
to heare me, and help me, whereby I shalbce (as I am alreadie) 
moste bounden to praye to God to preserve and con^ue your 
good maistership long in health and prosperitee.

Right honorable Sir William Cecill. Your shurte lettre, so full of 
good will; every word, towards me, hath browght me more comfiMrtey 
in this mj fane absence from my contry (the tidings only of 
Chekes recovery excepted) than any thing that hapt vnto me^ 
thies many years. Most glad I am, that it pleaseth yow I may be 
y^*9 and as sure I am, I shal cease to be my owne, whan I shall 
leave to labor to be otherwise. And I pray God myhabilitie may 
be so happie in doyn*^ somwhat, as my purpose is preciselie bent 
to mvnde all dewtie and scrricc toward your Mastership. And if 
ye sliall here after findc me no lessc ready to deserve crood will, 
than to desire profiit, and as diiigeut to please you with dewtie, as

to treble yow with sutcs, than lette your promise of jentlcnes 
and niy wishe of your favor be sealed up with that signe of good 
will whiche did well appcare in euery word wrytten in your most 
jentle Lettre. Tbies few wordes, thus ment, shal, I trust, for this 
tyme, do (lie meMage to your Mastersliip of mj willing dewtie, 
which here after shell be as reedy, God willing, to do yow long 
and long eerrioe, a» my lettres ar now of pnipose shorten iar lieere 
of trobling your most weightie afiayrea. 

M», Leev«r* wrote unto me a joy full Lettre, of M*". Chekes most 
happie recover) , praying to God in his Lettre that Englond may 
be thankful] to God, for restoring such a man agein to the King; i 
and well prayed trewlie, but I am thus firmelie persuaded that 
God wist and wold we wold be thankfuU, and therefor bestowed 
this benefite upon us. Gods wroth, I trust, is satisfied m punish- 
ing diverse Orders of the realme for their misordre, with taking 
away singular men lirom tiiem, aa learning by M'. Bucer, Connsell 
by M' Denny, nobilitie by the two young DukeB,i> Courting by 
jentle Blaze, S. Johns by good Eland.« But if Laming^ Counsell, 
Nobilitie, Courte, and Cambridge, shold have bene all punisshed 
at ones, by taking away M**. Cheeke to, then I wold have thowght 
owre mischeef had ben so moche as did crye to God, for a generall 
plage, in taking away soch a general and onely man, as M*^ 
Cheeke is. 

S»", if I migiit be so bold I doubt not but your M^ship is wel 
ware in seeing our lettres fittly dissiphered, lest the falleue of com' 
posicion and division (as you know better than I) do sometyme so 
inverte the sentence aa in the self same worda thus joyned or to 
aeparated, a clear oUier mynd may i^peare in reading, than was

Sir, 

if I shold write oft ye might think me to bold, and if I dyd 
leave of, ye might judge me eythcr to forget your jentlenesae or to 
mistrust your good will, who hath allreadye so bownd me unto 
yow as I shall ralher forget myself, and wia^e God also to forget 

than not hbor with all diligence and service to applie myself 
holie to your will and purpose. And that ye shall well know 
how moch I assure my self on your goodnesse, I will passe a 
peeoe of good manners, and be bold to bornw a litle of your 
sraauU leysor from your wei^htie affaires in tiie conion weltli. 
Therfore, if my letters sliaU find yow at any leysor, thei wol trohle 
yow a litle in telling yow at lenght, as I promised in my last letters 
deliverd unto yow by Mr. Francis Yaxeley, whi I am more desir^ 
ous to have your help for my stayc at Cambridge styll, than for 
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any otih«r kynde of living eke whete. I having now aom ezpe- 
nence of liffe led at home and abrode, and knowing what I can do 

most fitli^ and how I wold live most gladlie, do wel perceyve 
their ia no aoch quietnesse in England, nor pieaaor in strange 
contres, as even in S. Jons Colledg to kepe company with the 
Bible, Plato, Aristotle, Demosthenes, and Tullie. Whiche my 
choise of quietnes is not purposed to Ive in idlenes, nor con- 
stravned hv a wilful! natur l)icause I wol not or can not serve else 
vviiere, whan I trust I cold applie my self to mo kyndes of litfe 
than I hope any need shall ever drive me to seeke, hut onlie bi- 
caiiae, in chosing aptlye for myself, I might bring som profiet to 
many others. And in this myne opinion I stand the more gladlie, 
bicause it is grownded upon the Judgement of worthie Mr. Deimye. 
For the Somcr twelvemonth before he departed, dynnor and sup- 
per he had me comonlie with him, whose excellent wisdom, 
mingled with so pleasant mirtli, I can never forget ; emonges 
many other taulks lie wold saie oft unto me, if two dewties did 
not comannd him to serve, th'oii his prince, th'other his witfe, he 
wold surelie becum a student in S. Johns, sayng, " The Corte, Mr. 
*' Ascam, is a place so shpperie, that dewtie never so well done, iss 
'* not a staffe stiffe enough to stand by alwaise very surelie ; where 
" ye shall many ty mes repe most unkyndnesse where ye have sown 
''gieatest pleasurs, and those also readye to do yow moch hurt, to 
whom yow never intended to think any harmer*' which aentenoea 
I hard very gladlie than, and felt them sone after my self to be 
trewe. Thus I, Hrst by myn own natur, than moved by good 
cownsell, after driven by ill fortun, lastly caulled by quietnesse, 
thoiiglit it good to couche myself in Cambridge ageyn. And in 
very deed to many be pluckt from thens before thei \>c iijje, 
thougli I mvself am witherd before I be gathcrd ; and yet not so, 
for that I have stand to long, i)ut rather because the frute which 
I beare is so very smauU. Yet seyng the goodlye croppe of Mr. 
Cheeke is ahnost cleen carryed from thens, and I in a manner 
alone ol tint tyme left a standing straggler, peradventur, though 
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my frate be very smaul, yet^ bic&use the grown d from whens it 
spronL' was so n;ood, I may yet be thoun;ht somwliat fitt for seede, 
wimn all vow the rest ar taken up for lictter storC;, wlicrewitli tlie 
king and his realnie is now so noblic served. And in socli a scar- 
sitie, both of those that were worth elic caulled a\vay when thai 
were fitte, and of soch as unwisclie parte from thens before thei 
be reftdycj I dare now bolden myself, whan die best be gone, to 
do aom good mong the mean that do tarry, trusting that my 
dUigenoe shall deale with my dishabilitie^ and the rather becaiue 
the desire of shoting is so well diot awaye in me^ eyther ended by 
^me or left of for better purpose. Yet I do amisse to mislike 
dioting to moch which hath bene hiUierto my best frende. And 
even now lookin;jr back to the plcasur which I fownd in it, and 
perceyving sniaull repentance to folow after it by Platose judge- 
ment, T may think well of it. No, it never called me to go from 
my ijooke, l)ut it made both witte the kistier, and will the rcnUer, 
to run to it ageyn. And perchance goyng back somtynie from 
lemyng, may serve even as well, as it doth at leaping, to passe 
sum of tiiose whidie hqpe alwaise there standing at there booke. 
Beside that seeking company and eiperience of mens manere 
abrade, is a fitte remedye for the sore wherewith lerned men, 
many men say, be much infected wil3iaU, whiche is, ^the best )«med 
not alwaise to be wisest.'* A sentence not spoken of som for 
nought, yet used, for the most parte, in the inowthe of soche as 
eyther know not what thei saie of ignorance, or care not xvli^r tlici 
speeke of spite. Thei think Simplicitie to be folye, aiui soteltic 
to be wisdom. Thei judge bashful! men to be rude, and past- 
shames to be well niauered. And after thies mens opinion, if a 
man be not iro\virpoy/iw>' in doyng, or will not rXcorccrvty in all 
matieiB far proffet, or list not ravM^vXactlv all persons for-fiivor, or 
can not ^vrparMitaBai. St aU tymes for pleasor, or to speake most 
fitlie with S. Psiile, if he do not holie 9x^91^^*^'^^ rattrf rf aUht « 
he shall be counted of them l&iJni*, dmipdraXor and tn^lw, how

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Icrned, welmanered, and fit to many good qualities so ever he be: 
but I am afirayd ye will tliink that I go about more eamestlie 
than craftelie, eyther to excuse myn own faults of to moch negli- 
gence in studie at Cambridge or to bide myne own folie of to title 
experience in afiaires abrode, yet in verie deed I vQl neyther 
fonddie accnee myn own lackea^ nor hurilie note other mena loatie 
and luckye boldnes, although examples, men aaie, be neyther olde, 
hr to be fstched, nor fewe to be nombrcde, hut yong» at home, 
and of diverse names. And thus by chance intemembring Shoting 
I have ahnost forgotten my matier, and your masterships litle 
leysor on so prent affaires. Tlierfor, sir. to be shorte, ye bind me 
to ser^e yow for ever, if by your sutc the kynges majestic wol 
graunt me this privilege, that, reeding the (ireek tong in S. John's, 
I shoid be bownd to no other statutes witiiin that universitie and 
colledge. And som reason 1 have, to be made free and jorney- 
inan in lernyng, whan I have allready served out three prentyshipa 
at Cambrige. This sate alao, I trust, is not made out of aeason, 
whan tiiingeB ar imther yet to be ordied by the gtaoe of our Visitors, 
than by the law of any statute but I heare saie the Visitors have 
taken this ordr^ diat every nuui shall professe the studie eyther of 
divinitie, law, or physicic, and in remembring thus well Engknd 
abrode, tbei have in myn opinion forgotten Cambrig it self. For 
if som be not sufferd in Cambrige to make the fourth ordre, 
that is surelie as thei list, to studio tbc tonges and sciences, 
th'other three shall nayther be so many as thei i>huld, nor yet 
so good and perfitte as thei might. For law, physick, and divi- 
mtie need so the hdp of tonges and scaences as thei can not 
want them, and yet thei require so a hole man's studie, as he 
may parte with no tyme to other leming except it be at certayn 
tymes to fetch it at other men's labor. I know Universities 
be instituted oneUe that the reahne may be served with 
prcacbcrs, lawyers, and physicions, and so I know likewise all 
woodcs l)c planted onelie eyther for building or burnyng; and yet 
good liusbanUes, in serving, use not to cut down all for tymbre 
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and fuell, but leave alwaisc standing som good big ons, to be the 
defense for the newe springe. Therfore if som were ao planted in 
Cambrigei as thei shold neyther be carryed awaye to other placese» 
nor decaye there for lack of livings nor be bownd to professe no 
one of die three^ but bond them self hoUe to help forward all, I 
beliye^ preachers, lawyers and physieions shold spring in nombrc, 
and grow in bignes, more than comonlie thei do. And though 
your Mastership get me the privilcdge, yet, God is my iudge, 
Scripture shold be my chcefe, studie, where in I wold trust, eyther 
by wrytinf^ or preaching to show to others the way, both of truth 
in doctrin, and trew dealing in living ; yea, if 1 do not obteyn this 
sute of libertie in lerning, where I am sure I cold do moch good, 
than I besiche your Mastership help to bestowe some litle bene- 
fice on me, where I might in a comer occupie the smaull talent 
which God hath lent me. And if I shall be neyther so Inckye as 
to injoye the first, nor judged fitte to be canld to the second, than 
there is a third kynd of living, wherin I cold find in myn harte to 
leede my lifie for a while, if your wisdom will me, not otherwise, 
and that is in leyng abrode in som strange contrye for a yeare or 
two. This last daye as I taulked with a Sig°»" Marco Antonio 
Damiila, thambassador of Venice, to whom I am exceding nioch 
beholden, he said unto nie, if I had desire to live for a yeare or two 
in Constantinople, Jlamasco. or Cayro, he wold provide I shold 
be in place where I shuuUl be partaker of weightye affaires. I said, 
my desire was bent moch that waye save onelie 1 wold not be in 
place to receyve any wagese, more than the benefit of a table, mary 
in reading with some great man, whan leisor shold give leave* the 
course of the grek stories or other parte of lerning, I cold inde- 
Tour myself, but I wold Uto surelie by the benefit of my prince 
and contrye. He said if he had known my purpose before Navage- . 
rius went last Ambass. to the Turke, he cold so have placed me, 
as I shold hereafter have cand* him moch thank. Therfor, sir, if 
I do not obteyn ne3rther of my requestes at home, I trus^ I cold

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do tlie kyiiges nmjestic good service, and your mastership moch 
pl^surabrode, by diligent advertisementes of affaires from ibens, 
if by your means the kyi^es majestie for a yeare or two wold 
bestow som honest stipend on me« that myn interteynment from 
home might so ^ve me credite abrode as I mi^t have both libertie 
to lera^ and l^sor to wryte* sodhe thinges as were worthie to com 
to your knowledge. Sir, my trust is ye wUl not judge me uncon- 
stant, for this universitie in choice of my living, but rather one 
tlmt wold levest live, as I find my self fittest to serve my prince 
and my contrye ; for, as God be my judge, I had rather folowe 
fitnesse in my selfe, then serrhe proffet in any living, othenvise I 
wold not prefere such a kind of living at Cambridge as I do whan 
divins, lawyers, and physicians have soche casey prefermentes to 
80 goodlie provisions as thei have. And if i might without suspi> 
cion of fofie declare myn own opinion of myn own fitnes, tiiaii 
I oold say I have mist where I thought my sdf somewhat fitt to 
serve and that was the place which yonr mastership did obteyn of 
the l^ges majestie fiw me, but yonr goodness that wold do that 
I know will dome as good a torn whan occasion shall serve there- 
unto.

Dean Nowell wa« born in 1507 or I.'jOH, and died in 1576. Tlie principal 
moQumeut of bis fame ii the Catechism spoken of in tbia Letter. The reader, how» 
ever, wlM» wo«ld know the eonplete detail flf Iti liistorf, aunt raftr to hto Life by the 
bite Mr. Churton, printed at Oxford in 1809. 8vo. p. I.'jI Although composed 

and in readiness for the jurcat ia 1569, it was not pabliahed till 1570, in which year an 
Abridgemeat of it also oame out i both in Latin. They w«r«, ioon after, for tlie lak* 
pf Bore extensive vaeAtlnees, translated into English hj Thomas Norton ; and into 
Greek by the Dean's nephew, Dr. ^^^litakpr. Nowell had also the lar;;est share in the 
composition of our Chardi Catechism. The Church Catechism, the Homilies, and 
Noweir* CetediSiae, long etnnted boekir*^^ ^"^^ quoted u andiorilieefeir ill 
thnt tlie Chnrvli of Bn|^d believee and tneclm. 

After mj most humble commendations to your honor» thes are 
to oertifie the same, that wheras the coopie of the Catechism 
whidi I caused to be wryten out for your honor, to whom the 
booke is dedicate, came to the handes of the bus^oppes and 
dergie assembled in the late Conuocation, and by reason that cer- 
ten phuxs were by their judgments altered, was interlined and 
sumwhcar blotted, I have caused it to be coopied out agdne, and 
have sent it to your Honor, not now in my name, as afore, but in 
the name of the Clergie of the Convocation, a.s tin ir booke, seyinge 
it is by them approved and allowed, ami wolde have sent it 
sooner, but that i tlioght your Honor to be soo oecupied with 
ccrten must weightie publike affayres, by occasions risinge and 
increasinge in the meane tymc, that yow coulde haue noo Icysure 
to vue this or enie other booke. Which great publiquc busynes 
seinge they doo not soo speadelie, as I trusted, diawe towards an 
ende, but continue and augment stiUe, I thoght it mete that the 
' Copie of the booke at the beginnynge appoynted and dedicate to 
yo' Honor shulde remayne with the same ; dmt whan oportunitie 
shuld serve, yo' Honor by leysure might vue it, and ludge whether 
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it were not unwoorthie by yo^ Honor's hdpe to be maide publike 
by the Quenes Ma^^ aathoritie. For how expedient it were that 
eumroe treatie of religion shuldc be sett forthe publiklie in the 
name of our Cuntre, your Honor doth well understand^ aeinge the 

opinion beyonde the seas is, that nothiiige t(jutcliiiige relig;!on is 
with enie authentic, or consent of enie nombre of the lerned, 
heare in our Cuntre taught or sett forthe ; but that a fewe private 
persons teache and wryte their opinions without the approbation 
of enie uuuioritie at all. For my parte i have taken paynes as 
well abonte the matter of the booke, that it might be consonant 
vnto the true doctrine of the Scriptures, as allso that the style 
might agree with the puritie of the Latine tonge : and as ^e 
booke hath not mislyked their iudgements, whom I do boothe 
mooste allow, and allsoe reverence, soo yf it n^ght lykewyse be 
approved to your Honor, to whose patrocinie in my purpoose I 
appoynted it, when I fyrstc begoone it, I shulde thinke my paynes 
mooste happehe bestowed ; as knoweth God, who ever preserve 
yo"" Honor and all yours.

U. p. 310, bu 
ghran "Tbe History of the persecution and death of Tbomaa Beaet, bomed in Escttr, 
collected «nd tcstifu-d by Jolin Vowel, nlias Iloker." Fox's papers among the Harleian 
ManuscripU however preserve another Narrative of this persecution, in the band- 
writintr ef Uoriee ; containiBg tome very aingvUr partiealan not in VowePa aeeonot. 
Morice ap])ears to have known the victim by the nunc of Duigate. Fosgivea Um date 
of bis executioD ia 1531. Morica'a NarratiTe follows.

For remedy wberof be departid from Cambridg aad 
wenta to Lntber into Germany. And tbere deelarinf bia graate fttdltie in tbat bebalT, 
besought L. to gyre hym some good oonsaile to ordre his lif to the pleas' of God.

In p t ocei ee of tjme be retorted to tbe Ctthodrall ebnrebe to bere tbair dooCrine, and 
being greatly inflamed against thair poplihe tnpei e ticionadocbfyae, secretly he envebed 
against thair doctrine, and in the night season sett upp certeyn refutaciona in wrytjng 
on tbe cborcbe dore of tbe Catbedrall cborcb ; and three or foujre tymea, from Sermon 
to Sermon, mud answer to tbair doetrjne, wliieh bdng greroaaljr taken of Oie pre- 
bendarys there, and mocbe mnsyng who sholde do the same, tliei caused suche diligent 
watch to be hadde, tbat in fyne he was perceyved to aifixe one of tbe papers apon tbe 
dore of the churche, and therapon his house being sercbed, and oerteyn papers fovndo 
In Ua bedttrawe, bo never ebranke from the facte but stowtlie stode in with tlum In 
disputation for the defence of his confutae'ons by thauctoritie of scriptures andauncient 
doctors. Uowbeit all colde not prevaile, for with tbe accustumed solution, Cigott and 
to, bewaaanawHWludbwntonthebfllnamed two milea on tiiia ride 

Exeter, and tber TerygodUe ptofct^ng and coofeesyng bis faithe. At the stak a gen. 
tihnan whose name wai loke a fyrre bushe on a forke, or a pitcbe- 

fork, and being all sett on fycr tbruste it into bis moth most cruelly. 



After hftrlie commendations, where as you diuers tymes put me 
in lemembrance to seiche oute suche papers of monuments as I 
hadd in my castodie ooncemyni^ the fumytore of your Bccleaias- 
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ticall storye, suche as remaynyd in my hands I did lett you haue, 
but far under the nombcr that I hadd at the begynnyng of Queue 
Maryes reigne : ffor by reason that I became fugityve fronie myn 
awne house, and brake prison frome the Justices, my house within 
ij. yeres was thrise serched, so that by that meanes 1 loste a great 
sort of things worthie perpetual memories and speciallie certcyuc 
Epiatills of Kyng Edwards to my lorde of Canterbury, and the 
Answers of my Lorde unto hym. Tet, notwithstanding, emongs 
OQtecaste papov I haue fbnnde one fragment of a Boll of Indul^ 
genoes of Pope Gregoiye> whicb I remember was ones sent to my 
Lorde Cnmmer, more to be wondered at^ than with any indifferent 
judgement to be pondered as a thing worthie to come frome the 
Vicar of Christy or frome the successor of S. Petir : which semeth 
rather a mockerv to the hole and universall doctrin of our faithe, 
than an omamrntr or an induction to the same. It were mete 
that yt were laied open to the eyes of the Papistcs. with some good 
advertisement to the godUe to be ware of suche trccherye, or 
rather manifest blasphemy to Godwards, so to abuse his Christian 
flocke and his electe, yea the Churche his spouse. Who wolde 
not goo to Rome (the woorde of God being locket fast in a chisto^ 
and had no other understanding) to be released of all his synnes ? 
Or rather who wolde not presume all the daies of his lif to synne 
fnmckelie and frelie yf every daie were a yere in lengeth, that 
might thus easefie be unloded at Rome when hym liked ? Our 
Lorde amend yt: yf this be not Antecbristianyticj what abuse 
greater will Antechriste put in use to make hym seme the Ad- 
versary of our SaN-ior Chri<;te wlieri he comyth ? You male 
oonsulte with Mr. Fox whither it be wourthic to be signitied to the 
worlde emonges the notes of your Monuments. I wolde yt hadd 
byn my fortune to have lyn in London, and have had aome accesse 
with Mr. Fox when your boke was firste in prynte, I wolde, 
amongs divers thinges of my notiae, amendid specially one things 
whicfae ys snerly not true. And that ya where mension is made 
of Doctor Thirlby late Bishopp of Eley, of his behaviour towards 
CAM D* soc. B 
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my Lord Cranmer. The Boke reportcth liym some tyrne to have 
byn his Chaplayn, who in very dede was never his Cliaplen. But 
els was his especiall good Lorde toward the Kings Ma^>^ in com- 
mending hym to be a man woithie to serre a Prince for radi sin- 
gular qualities as was in hym, nameUe for that be was aooompted 
a fsvonx ol aU that favcwed syncere religion. And sa I take yt 
Doctor Butts was die firste moti<mer of his preferment to tbe 
Kyngs serrte^ bnt specially growne into the Kynges favor by my 
Lorde Cranmcrs commendacion. And besides his sp^iall favor 
to hym hornc that wcy, there was no man Ivvmg could more fren- 
dclie esteme any man of hymsclf my Lorde Cranmer did this 
D. Tliirlby. For there was no kyude of pleasr w hich my L. C. was 
hahle to do, tl^at was not at this manys commandement, whither it 
were juell, plate, instrument, mappe, horsse, or any thing els, 
thoughe he hadd it frome the Kynges Maiestie^ bnt if this man 
did once like or oommende it, the gentill Archbissop wold forth- 
with gyve it unto hym. And when manytymes D.Hiirlbyfor 
civilitie sake wold instantly leftise the same, yet wdde he sonde it 
unto bym the next daie after to his howsc, insomvdie that it came 
into a common proverbe that Doctor Thirlbiea oommeodaoion of 
any thing of .my Lords was a playne wynnyng or an obteynyng 
tlicrof. So that some men thought that if he wold have demanded 
any fyngar or other member of his, lie wolde have rutt it of to have 
gratified hym yt, suche was [his] ardent affection towards D. 
Thirlby. Tliis can tcstifie no smale sorte of honest men nowe 
lyvyng. Wherfore, yf D. Thirlby did not to his uttermost powre 
practize to have savid his lyff, he not onelie did hym modie 
wrongc, but also abnsid bis syngular benyrolenoe with overmodhe 
ingratitude. 

Farthermore> yf I had leyssor and tym^ I oonld say modie 
more concernyng the notable doinges of this worthie Arcbebisahop 
which were worthie to be committed unto perpetoall fiune. And 
also sumwhat towching the progeny and advauncement of the 
Lorde CrumweU which ys not att all towched in his stonye. And 
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therfore now hauyng no leyssor nor opportunytie of this berer 
lengar to stey, I bydde you most haitely wel to fare. From 
Bekubome the x*i> of Jamiaiy.

It was first printed at Genera bj 
BiBwIaiiil Hall in 1560 ; asd between that time and the jeu 1616 underwent more than 
tkirtr edidont la difTeawat litm. It wm tiM comnon ftnilj JUUc hk tb« raga «r 
Queen Elizabeth : but after the •ppeemee ef Kinf Jamet** tnuulathm tiie use of it 
declined* 

John iMUejgh nwntioDed in Chii Letter wai one of Sowliad HeU's eoupanions in 

oile. Herbert, in the Typographical Antiquities, vol. iii. p. \9B3, giTei a copj of the 
pntent ^nted to Bodleygh for imprinting Biblesof the Genera rersion for seven jcnn 
from 8tb Jan. 1661. Whether Lord Burghley complied with the request in this Letter 
fer the etten^n of Bediqrgh'e patent ii nncertain. No BiUet printed by him with 
• later date than lS6t are at present known*

ante to you for the renewing of his ))rivilege with longer teannefor

For thouglie one 
otiicr special] Bible for the Churches be meant by as to be set 
Ibftbe conrcoicnt tyme and byiottr toeafter wfll p c f ui) it c, yet 
shftli it nothing hindn batrMlierdo niodie good toltttve divefniie 
of truiibdons and leaiUngt. And if liia lieenoc^ li«niAer to be 
made, goe eimplye foortbe withont proviao of owr crari^taa we 
thirike it maye so passe well ynoughe, yet shall we take aodie 
ordre in writing' withe the paitie, that no impression shall pa t i e 
but by owr flirr r-cion, oonaenty and advise. Thus ending we com- 
mr ri'!<- you to Almightie God.

Strype in bis edition of Stowe's Surrey, p. 265, says, " In 1565, had it not been for 
the interpositon of Secretary Cecil, WiUoa would have sold the royalties and fran. 
cMm* of St. Katherine*s Hoq^tal to the Gtf of Loadoa." Ihuard has priatod die 
Petition of the InhabitaBta of pvodaet tgdoA Ub at tins tinWffkom the origfaial la 
the State Paper Office. 

As an aitthor» howaror alsgaat in Ida da^, ho aeena not to haia gained money by 
his writings. In the Prologue to the second edition of his " Arte of Rhetorique" he 
sayx " If others never grtte more by bookes thoa I bsv* doon, it waa better be a carter 
than a scholar, for workllie profite.* 

He had been a great saffBrar in Qoeen Mary's tbao ; at the latter and of wtioae 

reign he was in Italy, and beinj;; at Rome, for some hcrctii al passages iti tlie " Arte 
of Rhetorique," was imprisoned in the Inquisition : but fortnoatelj made his Mcape. 
He died in 1561, and was buried at St. Catherine's.

Dr. John Dee to his patron Lord Burghley^ *irgimg his request to 
hare an Annuity of £200 a-year from the Queen., or her Ma- 
jesty's Ijctters patent for the enjoyment of the royal privilege of 
Treasure trove during his life, promising Lord Burghley half of 
i/ie produce. Also to obtain the muniments of Itlgmore Castle.

Trvwure trore. u a rasaal rcTtnuc of the Crown, was fonaeriy watched with 
extreme jealousy. In England, sars Blackstone. the ponishment of snch as concealed 
from the King the fiodiog of a hidden treasure, was formerlr no less than death ; but 
now it is only fine and imprisonment.* The Laws of the Conqueror directed that 
whoever found property, was publicly to announce it in the neighbouring market 
towns.** 

A document occurs upon the Patent Roll of the 17 Edw. II. in which the privilege 
of examining six Barrows and some other places in Devonshire, appears to have been 
granted to one Robert Ueaupel, but the searvh was to be made in open day, and in the

iSins whicli tyiiie I have som wlujie dayes attended at London, 
hoping for your Lordship coming thitlicr; and on Iryday Jast, 
perceyving your honor to be almost in a ledines to ride toward 
the Court, efe I could get to London (after I hard of your Lord- 
ahips oertayn being there), I than thowght the aeaaon to be very 
nnfeete for my pnipoee.

attaymng som good and ceftayn knoirle^ m Ae beat and meat 
[ matters Mathematicall and PhOosopbicall. Hov little or mndk 

therin the eetemall God hath imparted to me (for mj talent) he 
onely best knoweth. But certayiJr hj d*je corffrence with all 
that cvtT I yet met with in Europe, the jx^re Knglish Bryttaine 
(II favorite di vostra Excelleatia^ hath earied the bell awav, God 
Almiglity have the i^lorv. The same zeale remayneth ,vea rather 
greater is grown;, but the iiability for charges is far le&scr, and 
that aomwhat oeeadoned the aooner Amngh mj frank dealing, 
for procuring and purchasiiu; speady meanea of good knoiHedg. 
Which abo I did appon noamaUhopeythataoinnedefiiDsappQital 
wold be forme (in doe ^rme) derjaed: eyther tfaroo^ the meer 
and gracious good favour, that I was perswaded, the Queens moifc 
excellent Maiesty did beare unto me, or ela tfarowg^ die procure- 
ment of some of the right honorable oowiisaylours : which both 
right well knew, by how hard dealinc: my father Roland Dee 
(servant to her Majesties father, the most renowned and trium- 
pliuiiL King of our age,) was dishabled for leaving unto rue due 
maynteuancc: and also sulhciently understode of sundry sutes in 
my bdialf motioned, for some ayde toward tije atcheving of some 
of my honest intents. Of which sutes no one (hitherto) hath taken 
tiie wished for auccass, for any my hehofe. Nay, in the mean 
tyme of some my travayles heyond the aeas, mdeaat your honor 
had putte your helping hand, I had byn defeated of that litde 
exhibition which I enjoye ; being but borrowed a whiles by spedaO 
priviledge and favor extraordinary. And that unwillingly, on my 
part: yf I could other wayea have had the supply therof in like 
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yerely value, which (aa Qod knoweth) findeth not me, and my 
pore £amilie, necessary meat, drink, and fewd^ for a fnigall and 
philosopTiicall dyet. But if I may (with your Lordships favor) 
speak as I tliink, unfaynedly, unlenst your honor had supposed 
that i had odly committed the rare for my necessary mayntenance 
unto some other noble cowusaylour, than your self : veryly I 
judge, tliat, lung ere this, your honor would have made uie to 
bttve tasted of that mervaylously famous your honorable, constant, 
and lucky favor and benedidte of the Court Royall, whereby 
many bare byn and are made hable to dispend of theyr ownei 
yerely, thre^ fowre, five» &c of hundred pownds. To compare 
with any of them in desert publik, or leming, I neyther dare, nor 
jvatly can: but in zeale to the best laming >nd knowledg, and in 
incredible toyle of body and mynde, very many yeres, therfore 
onely endured, T know most assuredly that this land never bred 
any man, whose account therin can rvidently be proved grenter 
than myne. I trust this my simple speche, uttered in the n ( orcl 
of my conscience, and witii a sincere estimate both of myne and 
my predecessors doings, will not seme to your wisdome arro- 
gantly vaunted. Onely God can make the perswasion of the 
tmlih hereof to aeitel into tiie bottom of yoor Lordabipa hart 
And fimring to offsnd yonr honor any way, ejther wtth mdo 
luundynesB, or with n^erfluitie of woidee^ I will cnt of all saofa 
digreeaiona. And committmg myaelf and my honest pmposea 
wholyto your Lordahipa protection and direction henceforward: 
I beiedie yonr honor to accept my faithfull good meaning toward 
your Lordship, winch, dayly and howerly, will by Gods grace 
appeare unto your Lordship more and more abundantly. Return- 
ing now therfore to the matter, whcrof I last (by mowth) spake 
unto your honor, and which also was the last principall jjoint of 
my spedy letter, than delivered to your Lofdi>lup, As concerning 
Thresor hid. First, it may pleas your Lordship to consider this 
clause, truely by me noted out of Theseus Ambronus, foL 206. b. 
In eqpma ilia Antw^ de FoiUi» Tarmtim lAbrmtm miUtUudme, 
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vwgnuni sane volumen reperlnnt ftilt '■ in iiuo ahdita (juam j/litrima, 
et satis ahundc cur 'wsa : (amad Fhiiosojjhta/n, Mcdirinnnu ct Herha- 
riun notioHi'in, (juam cfifim nd Asfrolof/iam, Geotiaiuttain, t t Mayiam 
pertinenliaf contimbantur. Et in tjus pracipua qtiadam parte trac- 
tobatur de Thetauru per Mam fere erbem reamMtis, atque Caki^ 
Umut, quorum admodum dora, at que ^eaficauoHokaberipoitratf 
^c. Seoondly> oat of Henricns Leioestrenns, I rappose it is 
noted, in tbe summary of Bnglish Chronicles, A* IS44, of a 
Sannn^ comming Uian to Erie Watren, as concerning a great 
Threasor hid in his grownd, in the Marches of Wsles^ and of 
the good success therof. Thirdly (for the twenty 3reTes qpaoe) 
1 have had sundry such matters detected unto me, in sundry 
lands. Fourth!}', of late. T liave byn sued unto by diverse sorts 
of people, of which some by vehement, iterated dreamcs, some 
by vision (as they have thought), other by speche forced to 
their imagination by night, have hyw informed of certayn places 
where Threasor doth lye hid : which all, for feare of kcpars 
(as the phiase commonly nameth ihem), or for mastmst of truth 
in the places assigned, and some for some other causey hare for- 
bom to deale fiurder^ unleast I shold cormge them or cownsaale 
them how to procede. Wherein I have allways hfn contented 
to heare the histories, ftmtasies, or iUuuons to me reported, but 
never entermeddled according to the desire of such. Hereof 
might grow many articles of question and controverne, among 
the common learned ; and skruple among the Theologians. Wliich 
all I cut of from this place ; ready to answer nnely your T.ord- 
ship most largely [nij termcs of Godly Philosopliie, whau oppor- 
tunitie shall serve ; making small accownt of vulgar opinions in 
matter of so rare knowledg : but making allways ray chief recken- 
ing to do nothing but that which may stand with the profession 
of a true Christian, and of a faithfuU subject. But, if (besidei all 
bokes, dreames^ visions, reports, and virgvia dkfkuij by any other 
natural! meanes and likely demonstrations of Syn^lia and 
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AnHpaihim renm; or hy attraction and repulsion, the plaoes may 
be discryed or diacomed, where gold, silver, or better matter 
doth lye hid, vithin a certayn distance : How great a Ckimmodity 

shold it be for the Queues Majesde and the common weale of 
this Kingdome, yf by sodi a secret not onely Threasor hid may 
be deciphred in precise place, but also it may be disclosed, 
where, in this Land, any mynes, vaynes, or owrc of Gold or 
Silver be naturally planted. And here (by the way) 1 must note 
unto your Lordship the iianio and argument of one strange boke, 
which in old tyme was in this land : Pandulphm de Meutibns 
terra, qui cunctas venaSj meaius, ai^ue adiius subteiTuneoSy conflex- 
idnes, tpecus, antra, et tJi/eriortt IttHbula, eavemukuque tenr anm : 
ponmiaiestprofundiiaief, cfmeanpitatuque toHut tmeitH ma/«riaJif, et 
mnbUm m»btm terrtm emmterai SM^ffa/im. So that, by this, and 
the former boke, it may appeare what manner of Philosophers 
and Mathematiciens have bin in tymespast. Gondusionany than, 
in respect of all the premisses, one part of my present sute unto 
your honor is, that, by your Lordships wisdome, the Queens Ma- 
jestie may be induced to think somewhat favorably (as very many 
other noble and lerned of forrayn lands do) of my great travailes, 
patience, constancy, costs, and credit, in matters Philosopliicall 
and Math ematicall : and thereuppon, in the ende of my careful! 
race, to let some token of her Majesties Royaii good affection pro« 
cede toward VMS, whome your Lordship knowedi (or may know) 
that Emperors, Kings, Princes, Dukes, Maicbises, Erles, Barons^ 
and other many men, of great powre and magnificent courage, 
have sued unto (in my tyme), to enjoye my mmple TUent, in 
tiieir service or cnmpany : To whome all I ever have giv«i 
answer (as my duety was, and my stomach served me therto) 
for the honor of my naturall and dread soveraign, (for that tyme,) 
here raigning. Your honor knoweth, that Thresor trouve is a 
very casuall tiling : and of which, atUhowgh the Prerogative of 
the Queens Majestie do endtle to her a proprietie, yet how 
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seldome her Grace hath hitherto receyved any commodity therby, 
it is to your honor better known, than unto me. But as for 
Mines of Gold and Sber« to be m England or Ireknd, mamj 
have written and reported botii of old tjme and latter : aa I think, 
your honor hath, ere this, hard ahundantly diaeourted. The value 
of a mine is a matter for a Kings Threasor. But a pot of two or 
three hundred pownds, &c. hid in the grownd, wall, or tree, is but 
the price of a good boke or Instrument for Perspective, Astro- 
nomy, or som feat of importance. And truely vulgar, obscure 
persons, as hosiers and tanners, can (by color of seking assays of 
Metalls, for the say master) cnjoye liberty to content their fan- 
tasies to dig after drcmisli demonstrations of places, &c. May 
not I, than (in respect of all tlie former allegations, of my payns, 
cost, and credit in matters Philosopliicall and MathemaLi(;all), yf 
no better or easyer way, to serve my turn, will fall to my lot, from 
her Majesties handa : may not I tinn (I say) he thot^t to mesne 
and intend good senioe toward the Qneen's Majestie sad this 
radme, yf I will do the best I can, at my own costs and ehaiges, 
to discover and deliver trae profe of a myne^ vayn or owns of 
Gold or rilver: in some one placet, of her graces Kingdomes and 
dominions : to her Graces onely use : in respect I mean, of any 
my demaund or part to be had thereof : But uppon this comfort' 
able consideration, that her Majestie do frelv give unto me, by 
good warranty and assurance of her Letters patents, her right and 
propriety to all Thresor trouve (and such things commodious, as 
under tiiat naiue and meaninpj comprised) by digging or search, 
any where, in her graces Kingdomes and Dominions, I, or my 
assignes shall come to, or find. And with all good warranty (for 
my indemnity) agayn all laws, and persons, to make serch by 
digging, or otherwise. And this to dure the terme of my life. 
And in token» of my hart lolly bent, to shew myself thanUnll to 
your Lnrdship for cnmpanng eyther of tiiese two wayes : (I mean 
eytiier an easyer means of pnmsioni for two hundred pownds. 
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yerely, during my life : Or this ca;sual marte, of paynfull search), 
before Ooti 1 promise unto your Lordshij) (or will by oth uppon 
the Evangelists be bownde) of all Tliresur truuvc (comm)'ng to 
my hands,) to impart unto your Lordship or your assigncs, the 
one half, during my life. Moreover your Lordship may be most 
assured that any notable beneht (throwgh your Lord^iups mcanes) 
bestowed uppon me rov in the very pynch and opportunytie, 
shall no^ ne yet can be hid under a bnshdl : but is like, with 
your Lordships femons renown, ytaj larj immortally to be biased. 

The third and last ]»incipall point of this my present snte to 
your Lordship is, for your Lordships hand to a letter, duected to 
Mr. Harly, Keper of the records of Wigmor Castell, or to whome, 
in this case, it doth appertsyn. For that at my late being there, 
I espied an heap of old papers and parchments, obligations, acquit- 
tances, accounts, ^c. (in tyme past belonging to the abbey of 
"V^'iL;nla^) and there to lye rotting, spoyled and tossed, in an old 
decayed cliappel, not committed to any mans spi riall charge: but 
thre quarters of them, I understand, to have bya taken away, by 
diverse (eyther taylors or other) in tymes past. Now my hn^ 
taste is^ that in som of them will be some mention made of Noble 
men and Jentlemen of those dayes. Whereby, (eyther for chronip 
de^ or pedigree) som good matter may be oolleoted out of them, 
by me (at my leysor) by tiie way of a locrealion. And what- 
soever I shall finde in them, eyther of your Lordships anoeaton^ 
(in direct line, braunche, collaterall, or match) wherin 1 am not 
utterly ignorant : eyther of any other matter worthy your Lord- 
ships knowledg, I will make true report, and deliver the snme to 
your Lordships ordriny-. But els they ar to unrleniy, som of 
them, for your Lordships eyes to behold. Thus in the pcrswaded 
security of your Lordships favorable interpreting of all the pre- 
misses : I ende tliis long letter. Beseching the blessed Trinity, 
that this florishing Kingdome may long enjoye the great Talent 
committed to your Lordship (from above) and on your Lordships 
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behalfe inoi»t wuely^ employed^ to the wciiii aiitl iranquilitye of 
this Kingdome.

AH his paniolimi'nt, finweTcr, was not over when he suffered this dreadful execatioB* 
It was inflicted Nov. 3d, 1579 : and we And him still in prison, not only at the date of 
IIm picMat Letter, Aqgut 31tl, bnt at the tiaio dw untt Letter me viittett, Deeett> 
ber 1st, 1580. 

Both these letters were written with Stubbs'a left hand. There is nnother in the 
Langdowne OoUection, No. xxxvi. art. to Mr. afterwards Sir Michael Hickes, dated 
ftoB Cattoa, neer Korwidi. 80th July, 1583* alcned, '* Jhobm flwam, ScmrK.** 

The opini >n f rnu ! iif Stubbes's I virTi-.ng and abilities in bia day, may be known 
from Lord Burghlej's making choice of ium, some years afterwards, to answer one of 
Cudtaal Aneii^ works.* 

The glad ^dings of her Ma^^ most gracious disposition to my 
libcrtie, my good Lord, signified by Secretary Wilson, did 
justlie reioyce niC;, after almost a hole yearc of many trebles, and 
half revived my wife almost in a dyeng bedd. Now for full rcco- 
verie of this joye and life, which th'accompli^ihment hereof will 
bringe respectively to us both ; my next raeanes, after hir Ma***« 
naturall clemeacye, is by that christian furtherance of greate per- 
sonage* About bir HighnesM. And therfore by your L. good fikvor 
I pveue boldlie to the same, praying the joyning of your hoao> 
lable and helping hand to hir Ma*^ royall harte now endyning to 
the releaae of these heavie bondes of indignatim. My poore wife 
also, as hir shorte breathing will suffer hir, doth instantlie and 
homblie praye tihe same of your Lordsfaippe, who as she hereto- 
fore sued for me and my libertie, so now I fynd it my duetie to 
sue for her and her life. For truelie, my Lord, even Ijeforc God 
and your Lordshipp, whom I would nf)t dishonor with an untruthe, 
I neither faync, nor enforce this pitifull nintyve for my dclyvcric, 
but shall a thowsand tyraes more willinglie receyve this or any 
other never so greate benefitt by hir sicknes, then ever any 
moost covetous marchant did throw over borde his moost pre« 
tious fraigbt to save his owne life. Good my h. therfore beare 
with me, if somwhat importunely I crave your L. favor fior hir life> 
and that in the Lord JAemu CArMet name. And for me it may 
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please you to testifie that as to hir Mn*'*, so hereby now to your 
L. I professe and lay fourthe a sorrie aiui sorrowful! liarte, thus to 
have incurred hir Ma^^ greate ofifeuce and judiciall sentence of 
trm^ressing the Lawe. Hence fourthe Towinge diat short re- 
mayne of my life, and that smale of my poore wanoe, wholly to hir 
Highnease, at least to pray for hir long Hfe and blessed nugne 
over us: and to yo'L. that you may in you and youra^ in this lifey 
be right happielie honorable and right honorablie happie.

Trilwo were, we are not told ; but in Nov. 1508, be taja, " I and mine, by God't 
favor and help, and after the most convenient manner we can, will from henceforth 
endeavor ourselves, faithfuUy, lojraUy, carefully, warily, and diligently to ryd and 
aBtanila ovradtM from beneo.*' 

It was not till May }5W that he left Trihau : and then moTed homeward in the 
state and solemnity of a Fhnce. The account of hia Ufe addressed to the two Com- 
nuanonm, Sir lliomu Goif«« and Mr* Seeratary WoU^f nnt to bim by fbo Quem 
ia 159^, mi prMcrfod in tbe CottooiMi MB, TttdL Ct viii. tbot ttatoi die cspeMet 
of his journey : 

** My journey of remove homeward from Trebon Castle to Stade coat me more tb«« 
3000 dalflfB, mUek we teeout at iS600. Besides tbe coat of zr. bones wberairidi I 

travayled all that jomey, of which the twelve which drewe my three Coaches were very 
good and young Hungarian horses, and the other three were WaUaches for tbe saddell ; 
which fiftene cost, one with another, ISO. The tluee new Coadiea, made purposely 
fbr ny fors^d JorMy, witb dw fimutara for tihe xij. eoadi honea, a«d widi Ibo aad* 
dells and brydclls for the rest, cost more than threskore pownda. The charge of wnyncs 
to «arry my goods, ^m Trebon to Stade : they beyng sometimes two, sometymea 

three (for more easy and light paaiage io awae pUces) cost above '* (kert tk» 

manutcripl is bumi.) 

*' The charges of my fraigbt and passage from Stade to London, for my goods, my 
aeif, my wife, chyldren, and servants, jt.\0. So that tbe totall sum of money spent,

At the latter end of life he became miserably 
poor : and. at tlio 1(0 of ief«Dtr.MWM,p«MMid ttw Iblloivioff Fetitiea to Kiag ImM 
the First, •.till preserred npon a printed sheet in the British Museum Library. It pro- 
bably failed to attract the notice he expected, m we are told that at the time of bis

(whoaa aiator JanaSayoioar waallio ddrdwifeofKinf Henry TIII.)riraa bom, aa it 

aeems, in Essex, and laid the foundation of Utcraturc in Oxon, but in what house 'tis 
difficult to find, because both bia namei are very common. Afterwards being mar- 
tially inoKned, he traTclled into Tarkras countries, eserdaed bfmadf in ttaUM of arms, 
and became well a compleat ioldier, as gentleman. At length he was made a 
t-Ti!E:ht ')v Queen Elizabeth, and by her s^rif nmhn5:<!^f<or into Spain, in 157(j, as being 
a person of a Spanish port and demeanour, and well known to the Spaniards, who 
kaU Uaa, na tlMlr King did, in Ugh value, and eapaeially for titia mmou, that Im una 
first oonsin to King Edward VI."

of tiMir aonitfen in tiiaao plautiMl COmtriaa* partty by bmgar, andportfy by avill 
lodging, and altogether by the small care and misuse of our such men of wurrc did 
perish. Besides that, great numben of aach their licka and starred souldiors, by the 
order of the Earle of Leicester, wara in tiioaa partaa anliarked^ and traaaported ioto 
'Emm, Kent, and other partes of Eoglandt to reooTer health, of whidi foionid giaat 
nnmbfrs of miserable and pitiful choxt*, or rather shadowes of men, the Essex and 
Kentish eaitt aod carters (that carried them) can teatifie} of wbidi, scarce the fortieth 
nttaaeapadarltb lUb. Abo, ifbanany of Oair Seldien, tbioagh tha naagbtlnaw or 
•earcitie of their Tictnall or by their eoni lodging, or by the peatering, or lying of two 
cr three hundred of them together in some one Church, and so in divers Churchcn, 
upon the bare pavements, or upon divers other disorders, and misusagea of some of 
onranebnanofwar, Mlrfdtat onraadi am of warn pr aaa nti y did aaaaa and dia> 

charp;? them out of their hnnfls fnr dprt'! mpn, tnminn: thrir TVorsnd money with all 
OTerplusses into their owne purses, procuring newe suppliea of well apparelled and 
laity yong oien oat of England, to tbo intokt to aarva tMr owna t««naa» and to aan« 
•ana people after [>co]ilc. Ail which marreiloos disorders of some of ow aach men of 
warre against tVirir Souldiors, contrary to all dinripline Militaric, by them practized and 
nsed, with infinit others (which to rehearse would make a huge volume) were the ooca> 
«bn that many tinnaanda of Aa InaHaat and dl^aat aort af BBglidi paapH 
fbaaawama (« It ««ra) iilttin|^«riiiDlagly aaat amyi baafalaainat noabavai 
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that At divers times did choose rather to flte to the enemy than to serre under such 
cnwll ud disordered cUefetaines. And Owm wondarfiill ditorders, wHIi hmoiaeraUs 

others, did continue and increase untill inch time as divers yong Noblemen lately 
commiog to take principal! charges in those warres, as also divers knights and geatle- 
inca of NoMe and Worshipfull houses, and themselvas of great ▼alovr and woordilDei, 
did oonplain of, and discover tluwe nrait siniige aikd wonderfull abases unto the 
Qaeene and to her Counsell ; who trnderstandins; thrrfof, did very nohlv rrfcrmf nnd 
redresse divers of those disorders, taking further order, that the aforesaid newe devised 
PMMiMrahodd1wabolfadwd,aiiddiatioitMd«lli«i^ fhe Booktioani dioaU recaif* 
their owne payes in money ; which, with the wiM tod WNlhie proceedings and courses 
of the aforesaid Noblemen, Knights, and Gentlemen, that befan with great order and 
discipline, to serve in those warres, some at, and others since, the going over of the 
Earleof Ldeestar, bath of lata gratly prevailed and redouBded to Om ref oraatio* <rf 

divers of those ^*riui;^c ir^ cntlons, an I <^u5ea, inTantud ud bl<OII|^ fatO UmIM IWMi 
bj the aforesaide newe fantasied men of wanre." 
Sir Jobn Sanythe conposad hia Diaeawiea w 1&89- 

la p. 3, speaking of the then modem military aiaa* lie aaya. " They will mot roatk- 

ft!\fe in tlipir ^pfrches or Writings to nse our antient termes belongine to mutters of 
warre, but doo call a Campe by the Dutch name of Ltgar, nor will not afoord to say, 
tiiattaclhaT«inie,er8nchBFbrtislN8icfed,tnitaurtttiaM^w«r. Thdr AMigMa 
aL«i0 they will not cnll by that name, but by the name of Colour$, which terme U by 
them so fondly and ignorantly given, as if they should be opposed as jong scholers in 
tiidr aecidena, and should (in stead of Ensignes) be asked bow manie Colonra of foot- 
men there were in the Amie by Beasaaaa under tlie Count Boiaam apdaat Don Juan 
d'Austria, they must then ciflu r •^nsTS'ere, a hundred, or more or fewer, as white, 
black, blewe, greeoe, yellowe, russet, &c. or els forsake their newe terme of Colours, 
and aaf ao asany Ensigaei, Bands, or Conponleit vhidi in trotli h no diraet aaaweva 
to the question. The bodie of the Watch also* or atanding Watch (as we were wont to 
terme it) they now call after the French or Wallons, Corpx du yard, with manie other 
such Walloo and Dutch termes, as though our English Nation, which hath been so 
fiunoaa In all action* militwie manie hundred yerea, were now imt newtie crept into 

the world, or as though our language were so barren, that it were not eblc of it?clfe, or 
by derivation, to alToord convenient words to utter our minds in matters of that gualitie.

P. la h. ** Now, wiMfWB di^ allribvte a«eh exeeUencie vnto Blbiqnelllem with 
their Mosqnet!), that being in great numbers, and barked with ?ot7i» sqnnt^rpr? of 
Piq«ea, they are able 30 or S4 aeores off to break and dLst&ember a^oadrouji both of 
honeown and Ibotaaa $ Timi It ia, that MoaqMti being in tbo haada of dtOfiBl Mea-

"I and divers other Gentlemen of our Nation, yet living, that were in 
Prance in Kingf Edward the SixVs timr, nni\ nUo divert times ninre, have manie timea 
heard French Captaines and lieallemen attribute all the former Victories of the Rn jl^f |» 
agiioit thawaelfei end dieb aneeatora (iM Ftaaeh, BMwe to tke efeak of oar Anhen* 
than to nnif extraordinarie valiancie of our Nation ; and therewithal! further report and 
say, that they did tbiaka that the English Archers did vse to poyson their arrowe 
baadi ; tMeanaa dtat of greet munbera of the French Nation that many timea had been 
wavnded or hurt with errowes, verie fe»e hed eaoaped with their ttfeet bf reeeoa thai 
their wounds did so impostnme, that they could not be cnred. In which their conceipts 
tbay did greatlie arre i bacanse in troth those impoatomations proceeded of nothing ela 
bol of die Tirie nat of the errowe heede tint reautoed nmckling witltte flidr woaada; 
and therefore by the common experience of oar anodeBt Enemies, (that we hava ao 
oftea faaqoiihed) not oalie the greet, bat aleo the andt wooade of oar anwwaa have

Warwicke ia one, that accompanied the Duke of Nortbomberland his father (then

Ceptelaes, ItaMaos end Abnans, sajing, that from that time forward he would bold the 
Bowr to he t!ip nnelii" ■wpnpon of the world, and so did all the nofnhlc Captaines both 
English and strangers affinne the same.

SirJoIm Smyth to Lord BnrrjhJnj, exitrf^mhrr} his anger and concern 
at the S>'jyrrt'ssio/i t.if hts Book, 
[Lenad. MS. 64. art. 45. Ort^.] 

Right Honorable and my verie <^od Lord, mine humble duetie 
to your Lordship remembred, wheras T certcnh- understand that 
the booke which I composed and was l .n ly printed, is now for- 
bidden to be soulde, ^eatly to tlie hindrance of the pore printer: 
certenly yf tlie same suppression do still continue, yt will (althougli 
unjustly) greatly redounde to my reproche and shame, that the 
warlde ahiiU imagen tiiat I liATe bene of so smale forsight and 
ocmiidencioa «■ to compose and tett foortli a booke oonteyninge 
ao diaordered matto*, that yt ahould be actingiuabed, almcat at 
the first oominge out of die aame. Beridea that» yt will not only 
bee bereaflter a graate enfioragement nppon all im]}loyment8 mili- 
tarie unto our such men of warre, againe to foUowe such detest- 
able courses as ar conteyned in my proeme, to the greate evill of 
the Realme, but also may in time to come, uppon some imploie- 
xuentes^ OGcasion some of our Captains of diyers Shires here at 
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home, to mistake and followe the like : as your Lordship I tliinke 
doth verie 1 11 kaowe lhat tlser were some fewe Captains «>t some 
Shiers of England, that did a little begin to imitate them in de- 
iraudinge their soldiors of parte of their pay, at such time as the 
Campe wu at niburie, which iros paiilie an oooasion (as I bare 
heard) that ther should have bene a statute made the last parle* 
ment, for the preventinge of sueh disorders in Captains nere at 
home. Howbeeyt yt may bee that your Lordship will say, that I 
have been to k^he in handlinge the partUnilarities of the abuses 
of our such men of wun, and that the rather, becauM I do not 
write the same of mine oune certen knowledge, as a eye wittness i 
wheninto (with all ductifull respect unto your Lordship only to 
roanitaiae troth) I do answer^ that I have sett downe nothinge of 
them nether in my procme nor Discourses, tliat is not true, by 
the testimonie of a great sort of gentlemen as well borne as the 
best of them, and far excedinge them in all woorthines of minde ; 
and in the rest matters verie weU knowen all over England. And 
in all other matters that ar oontdned in my Disoourses, ooni9em» 
inge their mistakinge of weapons out of tb«r due times and 
places, with manie other particularities, of the which I myseUe 
hsm both heard their opinions, and sene parte of their doingea 
here at home, I thinke I have alleaged reasons and examines 
inowe to perswade anie men of consideracion and judgement, to 
see how grosly they hare erred. Furthermore I do thinke that 1 
ooulde allcage manie other sufficient causes and reasons, where*- 
fore my booke shoulde not be revoked, but rather allowed. 
Howbee yt 1 will from hencefoorth lay aside all per.swaMons and 
reasons to induce and perswade anie such matter : for I do now 
evidently i^ee lliat with how good au inteuciou soever I have (to 
the utmost of my power) doen ether this, or anie other matter 
before time to the honor and service of her Majestic and my 
Countries yt hath boie Tcrie little or nothinge regarded, and ther- 
fore labor lost Beesidee that I haye fonnde by to long expe- 
rience (even since her Majestie called me from beyond the seas), 
CAMD. soo. t 
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that I have bene so little accompted of that (except yt were once 
into Spainc) I was never imployed in anie service of hers, nether 
at home nor abroade, but onlie in tlie mustrin?e and trayninge of 
the regiment of this Shier of Essex, in the yeare 1588, which by 
the malicious and false reports of Leycester that is deade, was aU 
tamed to mj diigiaoe. And now since is death (I meane the kst 
sornmer) I was htn in the Shier (to my disgrace) put out of the 
commission of Subsidies and in die rest, ever since I came to kepe 
howse here, I have bene made inferior in all afiaires of the Shi^ 
to divers that ar but of the same callinge that I am, and tliat were 
but boyes^ and went to schole, when I had spent some time in the 
sen-ioc of some princes. And as for anie advancement to office, 
or aiue tliinge ells that should anie waies increase my reputacion, 
and habiiitie to live, I may jvistly say tliat 1 never had anie: 
although (1 most humbly thanke your Lordsriip) you have brought 
certen sates to passe for mc at her Majesties hands, winch if liiey 
had come unto me in time, (I meane beefore I had brought my* 
•elf so far behind hande in followinge the Conrte both in divors 
Progresses, and ahio manie othor times,) they would have doen me 
Tcrie great good : but as I obtained them by the longe sute of 
divers yeares, so when I had diem, they did not dischai^e the 
debts that I was growen into beefor I obtained them, whereby yt 
hath come to passe, that I have at this present above ouq, hun- 
dred pounds landc by the yeare lesse then I had when her Ma- 
jestic called me from beeynnd the seas, beesides that I am at 
this present seekinge by all the meanes that I can to sell a great 
deale more of my patrimonie, partly to pay her Majestic and other 
my debts. AU which considered, 1 do tlunke tliat 1 liuvc s])ent 
these sixtcne yeares and more, since I was called over, so ill, as I 
never spent so manie yeares in my life : for I do account that, bee* 
sides l^e increase of debts, I have growen elder by so manie 
yeares without leaminge of anie experience ttther in matters of 
warr or peace, savinge only durin^^ ten monthes that I was im- 
ployed in gobge, tarrieoge, and comminge out of Spaine : all 
which (seeinge that yt is now to late to call back agalne 
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yesterclay) I lett puae, and do wish diat I migBt spend fhe rest 
of the time tiiat jt shell please God to give me to lyve, better 
then I hsTe spent my fbrsaid latter years past. But now againo 
to retume to the suppression of my Booke, by the which both I 
and manie others may evidently gather, how little the great love and 
zeale that I have expressed unto mv prince, eountrie, and nacion 
in coinposinge tliorof, is regarded. All men may sec that S*" 
Koger Williams in a little booke that he composed of late,* doth in 
the beginninge thcrof in terrible sorte touche some Cheeftaine of 
our such men of warr (as I call them) that had served in the Lowe 
Countries, and the same he hath so plainly sett downe, and with 
soch signes and tokens, that in the opinion cS divert gentlemen 
that have served in those parts, he doth as yt were evidently shewe 
whom he meaneth, beesides tiiat in the later endinge of his Dis- 
course, he doth in some sorte tonche and disable the opinions of 
the olde men of warre, or soldiors yet living of our nacion. All 
which notwithstandinge, his booke haUi bene veric well allowed 
of and never called in question for anie suppression. Monsieur 
de la Noiie also in his Pohtique and Mihtarie Discourses^ doth in 
divers parts of tlie same greatly blame the disorderly proceedings

which lie doth sett downe the excessive covctousnes exercised, 
not only against tbeir owne souldiors the French, but also against 
the people of the couitrie their friends, with many other their im- 
perfections and disorders. And in the Civill Warrs of Fhmoe, be 
doth not only make manifest the subversion of all discipUne mili^ 
tarie with infinite nombers of disorders, and lack of pietie com- 
mitted both on throne side, and of the other, but also doth in terri- 
ble sorte blame, and disal)le almost the whole nobilitie of France 
of this time, imputinge unto them manie imperfections. Which 
bookc is notwithstandinge both in Franre and England t^rcatly 
allowed of. WJieras contrariewise, I beemge as much an Eiii^li^h- 
nian as Monsieur de la Nouc a Frenchman, and in all love and 
affection to my prince, countrie, and nacion no wayes infenour to 
anie man U?inge of the EngUsh nacion^ without exception of per- 
sons, yt seemeth unto me verie stiunge, that my Ittde Booke, which 
I have dedicated to the nobilitie of tiie reslme with so good an 
an intenciony dotnge honor in die same both to her Majesties to 
her Counsell, and nobiHtie, and also to all her sabjectsi (save only 
to a fewe private men, whom not only I, but almost the whole 
Real me doth greatly blame for thcur detestable disorders, and cru- 
elties,) sliall be put to silence and abolished. All which consi- 
dered, I have great cause to doubt and feare, that the c<»tKlemninge 
therof doth procede, rather uppon some great mislikuige had of 
nie, beeing the autour of the booke, then of thebooke yt self: for 
I do not knowe by wh^t reason yt should come to passe, that a 
leweof our such men (rf warre, beeii^ to notorioudyknowen (at 
aforesaid) to most of the noblemen and gentlemen in this Realme, 
should Carrie so much credit, to procure in their owne beebalfesi 
and to brings to passe the extinguisbinge of a lit<;le booke, that 
doth reproache none but such, as throiq;h thdr guiltie couscieiMies 
will needes (against my will) discover themselves, and in the rest 
doth tetul to the honor, profitt, and suretie of the Realme^ both 
for warre otrensive, and defensive. 

Moreover, because i have bene, no wayes imployed in so manie 
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yearet netber in mfttters of warr, nor peace, and that I have no 
akin nor desire to foUowe huntinge, and hawkingc, but do live 
almost continiially retired in my howse, (except sometimes when 
I goe to the Courte) I, (for lack of some other thinge to do) have 
-geven myself to compose fbwer or five little bookes, all trealing 
more or lesse of matters of armes ; and that I have doen with 
intent, that in time to come the same might somewayes profitt 
the Crowne and Realme: of the which ther is one, that I have not 
yet fnlly finished, mul now never meane to do, which (yf Hiis my 
forsaid booke bad had good siicccsse) 1 thought in a fan e ntten 
haudc to have dedicated and presented unto her Majtsiie which 
with some corrections and additjuns added therennt{> In your 
Lordship (whose favorable l»elpe therm i ihuugliL bcelor the pre- 
sentinge thenrf hnmUy to have craved) might in mine opinion 
have availed the Ctueen more, for the eattinge of, of all danngerous 
accidents of forrdgne and intestine warrs, than a million of 
dncketts nppon such aodidents wonld stande her in stede. How- 
beit, the snppresnon and evill succesae of this first hooke» sett 
foorth by me, shall now teachc mc to ceasse my care and travaile 
in writinge anie more such misliked matters ; and in stede of dedi- 
catinge and presentinge, to coraitt them to the fier, greatly rcpent- 
inge myself that I have ^jn nt my time v'ith so j^rent care and tra- 
vmle in those matters, so fondly. Yet because your Lordship shall 
see part of the effect of that which I thought to have craved your 
helpe in, before I liad presented tlie same, I have sent unto your 
liordship here enclosed the heade of tlie matter, and as for the 
bodie and snhstanoe, yt shall goe another way. 

And nowe revertingc againe to a part of mine olde snte» mine 
humble reqnest unto your Lordship is» that it may please yow 
(acoordinge to your aocnstomed &vonr alwayes shewed unto me) 
to beo a meane unto her Majestie in case that I can not sell my 
lands for to pay her, that yt may please her to take a part of my 
patrimonie for the debts that I do owe unto her Majestie. And 
therin your Lordship shall do me a verie fpreate favor. And thus 
havinge written after this tedious and plaine sort to your l4ord^ 
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nhip (a thingc so contrahe to my custoine to do, to a»ie greate 
Magistrates of our nacion, bnt only to your Lordship, whose rare 
wisdome, and judgement, voide of all disordered pastion, I do 
Imowe Hut to ezoede and exoeU all oliheFt of onr time), I bambUe 
beeseche yoor Lordsbip to pardon llie tedionanes and mdenea of 
the aame ; and so with all hnmilitie takinge my leave, I wish unto 
yoor Loniship longe life, and health, with increase of bcmor.

Most excellent Royall Ma^^^^ 
I thought that (accordinge to the Otheand Duetie of allegeance 
of all servaunts and subjects unto tlieir Kings) yt had bene lawe- 
futt for with great oommendacionsj and altogeather witiioot 
anie blame, to hare preferred the performance of my duetie tinto 
yonr Majestie and Reabne beefoie the offendinge (rf a fSewe privat 
Reordered men, great offienders a§^st yonr Majestie and Rnlmet 
•nd therfore did of late compose and sett foortb a Booke, dedi- 
catinge the same to your nobilitie, as to your eyes, ears, and 
voice, for the redresse of all disorders^ in your Kingdome. How- 
beeyt I doe now finde, by the great mennes and favor that such 
offenders (now discovehnge themselves) have made and foundej 
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tiutt tliey hsve prevmiled so mucli, that, in atode of oommendadon 
tiiBt I expected for the performance of my dnetie at your Majeadea 
bands, my said booke is not only to my great reproche and abame 
^ suppressed, but also that tbey ar so enooiaged tboby that they 
w doe devise infinite nombers of untrothes, not so much to tti^ 
( excusing of themselves, ns to the disgnwaiDge of me. But because 
H I doubt not but that by all the frends tliey have bene able to 
\ make they have alleaged as mucli as they can possibly to your 
\ Majestie aiid to your Counsell in excuse of themselves, and to the 
Ndiaaljlifige of mc and my booke, I doe now offer unto yuur Majestic 
to justefie beefor g. anie of your CouascIl. that yt shall plea se yow 
to appoin t, that first in composinge tberof I have performed but 
0 the duetie, and othe of fidelitie, of a fidthfuU Ber?aunt and subject, 
wbich (as I onoe heard defined and concluded In the Emperor 
Maximilians campe in Hongarie by dyvers notable and great 
Gaptuns,) doth consist in these fewe Spanish woords : ** AUegsr el 
bien^ y apartar el mal;" which doth signefie (as your Majestie 
Icnowc^ TCrie weU,) to drawe to Princes and their Kingedoms all 
good, and to avoyd from them all evill. Secondly, that in the 
^contents thereof I have doen honor to your Majestie and your 
progenitors, and also to your nobilitie and counsell. Thirdly, 
fS\ that I have sett downe no matters politique nor militarie, auncient 
nor rooderne, but that ar allowable beefore all the cheefe men of 
warre of Christendunie, and verie necessarie to bee observed and 
^established in your Kingedome. And fowrthly I doe offer to 
W your Majestie to maintune and prove by great and sufficient teati- 
monie, all the eriUa that I have in my Proeme and IXsoourses 
diaiged such disordered men cf waire wiHiall, to bee true. And 
fiirther, beomse the suppression of my Booke (to the contentacion 
but of a fewe such disordered men of waxre,) is and \ir'ill be a 
matter of so great evill example and encoragemcnt both to them 
and others their iniifators that slmll hereafter take charge, that 
tiierof fuppon nuii' miployrnent militane) is verie likely to ensue 
newe destroy inge and castinge away of great nombers of your 
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brave subjects to the we;ikonin£^e of your llealme ; as also a newe 
consumption of your treasure, turned from the intended service of 
your Majestie to the privat inrichinge of a fewe Huch covetous 
comnunindeTB and officers; I do present this mj ktler to your 
Majestie, wishinge (according^ to my duetie) a greate desle more 
for the faonor^ profitt, end soertie of your Migestie and Realme, 
then Ibr anie privat malice of my parte borne to them, or ame 
oommoditie that shall redownd to myself (more then tliat there 
may bee some satisfaction made to my good name by tJiem 
injured,) that my forsaid Booke may againe bee set at libertie, to 
the terror both of them and all other such covetous and cruell 
minded martiall commanders, from the imitatiii<;i and foUowinge 
of all such most de testable and cnrsed courses: least that by 
your Majesties Ixaringe and ttin|)urizin£7e with the woonderfull 
disorders and abuses past of such men of \s urre, ther may uppon 
dyvers accidents ensue such and so great erills unto your Majestie 
and Realme, as heresfltttr (uppon such accidents hapned) will verie 
hardly bee remedied, as I am able with manie reasons verie parti* 
enlarly to shewe. 

Of my great« and extnoidinarie fidelitie towards your Majestie 
Bnd your Realmc (without anie one tittle to the contrarie), I thinke 
yow haTe had sufficient triall ; first when that I, beeinge piyratly 
many ycares beeyond the seas, did more then once, in the presence 
of dyvers Erreat personages, answer for the honor of your Majestie 
and your liealme, with no lesse then the hazard of my life. Se> 
condly, when your Majestie iroployed me in your service into 
Spaine, about thirteene or fowerteene yeares past, wher (as, I Lave 
made good and sufficient accounte) I served yow witii no smale 
fidelitie. And lastly in settinge foorth this booke suppressed, 
which (witli the hdipe of Almightie God) I am able to prove to 
bee a daetifol]* a fidthfoU, and a nedefiill peoe of service^ as this 
time reqnireth ; and such a one as fewe durst performe but myself. 
And nowe hopinge that your Majestie will so accept and account 
of me and my fidthfull service, I wish unto your Mej^etie manie 
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and manie yeares to live and raigne in great prosperitie, with 
▼ictorie over your enemies. From Badewe the thirde of June

of the state of the Countrie of Russia, doc greatelie feare that a 
Booke UteUe sett out b7 Mr. Doctor Fletcher, dedicated to her 
Ma**«^ intituled die Russe ConimonwealUi> will tnme die Companie 
to some great displeasure ^th the Russe Empero^y and endaunger 
booth tbeire people and goodes nowe nmiaynii^ there, except 
some good order be taken by your Lordships honozuble conside- 
ration for die callinge in of all the bookes thnt are printed, and 
some cowrse holden therein signifyinge her Ma}** dishke of the 
publishinge of the same. In w^'^ Booke fbesides the disrowrse of 
' the discription of the Countrie,) the milltarie govcmrneut and 
forces thereof, the Empero"^ revenue, and howe yt ryseth (w^^ is 
offensive to the Russe that anie man should looke into), the person 
of the EmperC" his tatlier, las Brother, & the L: Boris Fedorow** 
the protector, and generallie the nature of the people^ are tuwched 
in soe harde tearracs, as that the Companie doubt the revenge 
thereof idll light on theire people, and goodes lemayning in 
Russia; and Ttterlie overthrowe the trade for e^er. Out of 
booke for your Lordship's reaiSnes there is hereunder noted certen 
places offensive, whereof the whole discowrse is fuU.

Hie practise of the Godones against tbe Empero'* brodier to Fd. 98, 99. 
prove him not le^ttimate, and to tame awaie the peoples likinge 
from him as next suocessor. 

The dbcription of the Emperour, viz.* meane of stature, lowe no. 
and groase, sallowc of complexion> enclyninge to dropsey, liawcke 
nosed, unsteadic in his pase by reason of the weaknes of his lymes, 
hcavic and inactive, commonlie smilinge almost to a laughter; 
for quallitie simple and sluwc-witted; but verie gentle and of an 
easie nature, quiet, mcrcifull, &c. 

It is to be doubted whether is greater the Crueltie or the Intern- Fol. llG. 
perauncie that is vscd in the Countrie ; it is so foull that is not be 
named. The whole Countrie ov^oweth widi the synne of that 
kinde, and noe merveU as bavinge no kwe to restxayne whore- 
domes, adulteries, and like vndeanesof lief. 

FVom the greatest to the smallest, except some fewe tiiat will 
scarodie be founde, the Russe nether beleeveth anie thinge that an 
other man speaketh nor speaketh anie thinge himself worthie to be 
beleayed.

And 
thearfore I determiued with oiy self to vse ull moderation, so farr as migbl stand with 

your Hlgkncs honow, tliat, if other aieanea of fbire treatie profailed not with them, I 

Bjight make soom advantage of my hard interteinment towards the eiul of my negotia- 
tion, bj layeng it all in on dish beefore them, and appUeng it to jour Higtioes di«> 
honour (as indeed it was) ; whieh beeing doon In as earnest and vehement manner as I 
could dirise with discreation, brought them to some remorse of their former deaUagS* 
and so to yei!d divers points, atid in a manner all that I intreuted of them, in r«eom- 
pence of their hard interteinment given mee beefore, wbearof they desired mee to make 
dM beat to yaw Hii^nea at my retoum home.

This purpose uf reducing the whole trade from 
the Narre to the I'ort of S' Nicholas, they sui>posc to bee bindred spccitillte and onlie 
by the coompanie of the English marchants, and their priviieadged trade, beeing assured 
by the Haases, Ndtberlanders, aad FkeadmieB, that, if Ibo oompaaie of tiw Boglisli 
Marcbatits wear cast of and their privileadge dissolved, they should prescntlie have a 
famoos and notable trade at their saied Port of Nicholas, which should much encreaae 
the Emperoors eoostoom. Ypon hope wbearof, tiiey bavo boUt a Town and Castio 
abowt XXX miles within the river that fulleth into the bay or road of S' Nicholas. And 
this is the cheefc grownd of their distilte towards the Companie of the English Bfar- 
chants and their privekadged trade. 

" It was informed to tlte Emperour and liis Coonssll, by k ttres and message out of 
England, that the saled Companie was vtteriie dislilied by your Highnes, by your Conn- 
sdl« by all the Marchants of England, speeiallie of late, having reduced themaelves to 
the nomher of xij. and so beeing now more notable Monopoliers then they weare bee- 
fore ; that, in case they wear cast of, they showld have a farr greater trade of English 
Marchants, of SO, 30, or 40 sail • year, wUeb would bee content to pay whole oonstoom, 
and bo ased as common men ; that on man would trade for as much as the whole 
Coinpnriie now doth; that your Highnes woold like it better to have the Companie

To which purpose an Ambas- 
sadoar was appointed to goe into Spain, on Peter Ragoa a SUvonian and the Emperoura 
Interpreter. Tbia Leagne waa aett forward by the Patiiareh of ConatantiBople, who, 
hoeing banished by the Turk, had been with the Pope, and was sent by him to tlia 
Emperonr of Russia, a» well to treat abowt this new League betwixt him and the 
Spanish King, as to reduce the Kuss from vuder the Greek to the Latine Church. For 
the cSbcting whearof bee Cho1^ht Oeir own Satriareh (baafaig IbnB baniahad and dia> 
contented) to bee the likeliest meatics. ThisTreatie of League with the Spaniard, was 
a cause of more sadd countenance toward* mee at my first arrirall. But after your 
Uighncs victorie against the King of Spain waa wall known fliear (wbidi I vaderatoo d 
hyLettraa icnt mee by SFfyancis Drake which I cawsed to bee translated into the Russ 
tuoni^uc togeather with your Highnes Oration nude to the Anoia in £m8&,) all thia 
conccipt of a Spanish League vanished away.

that the Marchants thut use to trade by the way of tbt' Sound would never be brouglit 
to leave a kaowne, a&fe, and speedie tradet for ao long, tcdioua, and dauogeroua a 
cewaaaalifllhlif fha«ay«f 8* radiolaa. That fa «aaa toot Highnea wear, and tba 
Cottpanie of Bfaidiaata ao taqoltad tor diair diaoorarie, and otiier deaert» hniag 
serrrd the Emperour !mn?e ycarca with necesaaric romTnoditien for his warrs, he. 
when the other wuy by the Nurvt; was quite sbntt upp, and thus dishonoured bj rejecting 
yoorp^tkm and Pr««eats, and thejr dtonid aaaare tbanadfaa ncitlwr toharetho Eng- 
liih nor any other Marchant to trade that way to the Port of S' Nicholas, that your 
Highnes both could and would provide for your own honour, and good of your Mar- 
cbants, bj ttopping that way, and not suffer them thus to bee spoiled both of their 
prifDeadge and gooda ; aaddiia tbay might eonaidar, what iaooovaa,iaBeaitiranld grow 
onto, if the Narve passage being ghntt vpp by the Swcadcn, the other wny also by the 
Port of Nicholas wear debarred from thera, so that they showld have no way to vent 
thair own eonnodiiiea nor to raoalve in ffM-reign, spedallia powder, aaltpaetor, hiin* 
atona, lead, &c. necessarie for the Emperours waria.

Tbe Cbaaaceltoiir iMt last year bad bii goods oonliaeat (to tbe nKnr 
of 6*0,000 marks in money bysides other stuff and commodities) in the Emperours name, 
but indeed to the vse of L. Boris and other of the Godonovcs that vse the Emperours 
aothohtie at their pleasure.

Willtam Wliilakcr, oM of the moit iMraed bmb of hii doj, mm born at HoIiim 

ID the paruh of Bornlef, in Lancashire, in 1547. His mother was the sister of Dean 
Nowell. In 1655 he entered of Trinity College, Cambridgi-, and, as he rose in life, 
receired several preferments of a lesser kind. In 1379 he succeeded to the office of 
regius profleHor of dinmtj in Camlnidge. He wn odioitted Mutor of St. Jolan't 
College, Cambridge, Feb. 49» 1586; and wished to have been made Master of Triaitj, 
as the present I-etter shows, npon Dr. Still's preferment, but was unsuccessfbl. He 
died Dec. 4th, li>i)it, of a fever taken iu a journey to London, at the time the Lambeth 
Aftieleo werednwo op. Hto remdnt were interred in tlio Cbapel of St. Jolin'o CoUoga. 

BaVir, ill his ^lanuscript History of St. John'?, sponking of WhitaVer, says, " He 
died young, aged forty -seTcn years ; was choeen regius professor when he was about 
thirty. one; and Meeter of St. John** before be was foitj. He left n wifis and dgfat 
dlildfnn, to that he must have married pretty early ; for he was twice married ; nnd 
two years intervened betwixt his nmrriaLjes. He and Dr. Chaderton, Master of 
Emanuelt married two sisters, lie was reproached with his marriage by Stapleton. 
Whatever sadi nun tfaoof ht of it, I en met it eonld ba no otqeetion to tbo Sodety, 
for he kept bis wife in Town, according; to a laudable Injunction of Queen Elisabeth,*

Therfore, 
I wold, by this bearnr^ gladly receyre your answer herein, byword 
of mowth, or by your letter. And so shaU I be free from all 
offence giving to your wurship or any els in this cause : as I am 
most frtee for coveting, de83nnng, or longing after my neighbour's 
wife, or any servant of his. Yf I might have a thowsandpowudto 
sollicite or procure any matis servant to forsake his master or 
mistreSj and to come to me, or any other, I wold not do it, God 
knowes. 

I ]>rav you that Mistres Cotton (your wurshipfull bedfellow) by 
you may rcccyve my thanks for tlie good cbere she and you made 
me. To M>^ Boston and Mistres Boston I wold full fayne have 
my commendations done, thow]g^ some of them have ben looked 
for bore, long synce. I tnist her wurship hath not forgotten her 
ryme which she towght me of Christ Grcnt. 

Thus I ende, beseching God to send us good, faithful!, diacreat, 
and loving servants, in what office or rome so ever diey serve 
abowt us.

AUmighty God so to encrease in your Lordships harte towards 
mee, as that the same may redownde afore God to your liappy- 
nes, and in tlie opinion of the world to your j^cat honor and con- 
tinewall prayse, and so much to my good, as that tlif .same may 
bee a continewall baude and obligation, to binde me all the dayes 
of ray lyfe, to bee a most faythfull and assured freind (to the 
uttnrmost of my power) to your Lordship, and all your house ; 
which hetberunto I am sure no man livinge is able to diarge mee, 
that I have fayled by any ingratitude towards any man, of any 
calUnge, that bath desenred well at my hands.

better knowe by tlie reporte of those that heard race speake them, 
then by my owne remembrance that spake them^ because at that 
tyme I was not myself, which proceeded of this that foUoweth ; 
My use and customs of dy^ of many yeares well knowne to 
manye of good calling (that are acquunted with the same) hath 
beene, eyther not to suppe but with bread, or with bresd and 
reysins, or with bread and honye alone^ or tUse at the most mth 
two sodden or potched eggs, and that to avoyde the great wyndy^ 
nes and pnyne of stomacke that I have been these many yeares 
visited witliall the night and day after that I have broken ray dyett 
by eatnige any little quantitye of flesh or fishe ; which after my 
cominge to Colchester upon Fn'day the of this monetli in the 
aftemoone rydinge into a fcild wher all S*" Tliomas Lucasse his 
bande was at trayninge, I, after that M*" Thomas Seymor and I 
had beeholden the manner of the trayning of the bande^ did 
invite M' Seymor and mysdf to suppe with & Thomas Lucsss^ 
intendinge the neact day which was satterday the tweMkh of tiiis 
moneth (in the aftemoone)> after that wee had seen Hionias 
Lucasse his bande brought into forme, (by his owne promyse and 
the promyse of Capteine Reynes) to have ryddcn the same night 
to Ipswich to have in^de merrye, and partely to have spoken with 
one M'Lanye concerninge a mntter between one M'" Peninr^e of 
Suffolk and mee, that hee liefore had been of cownseli withall. 
But now beehould how God (through my great and infinite 
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sinnes and lacke of followinge his grace) did visitte mee the 
same niglit : for Mr. Scymor and I suppinge with S' Thomas 
Lucasse and my Ladyc, I did thoroughe much talke and dis- 
course of matters of anises, so forgett myself as that I 
did eate a very great meale both of fish and flesh, allured 
thereunto through the greatnes of the fare, whereof ensued unto 
me the nme night a wonderfull payne in my stomaeke, wMeh 
would not waffw mee to take any rest, whernpon rysinge in the 
motniog^ very tymdy, I aongfat to rediesae and leforme the 
aame my diatempemtmre and pftyne oC atomacke^ by drinckinge of 
wyne» and wync upon \vyne» and after goinge to dinner and eatinge 
oysters (largely) and other meats, and drynckinge wynes dyvers 
t\*mes to disgest and comforte my stomacke, did set my head and 
stomacke in such a heate, as that after I had dynod, rydinge in 
the ayre into a feild some half myh: from Colchester, Avher ther 
were some fower score or a hun irrrli at the most Kkeirs and 
Archers (all the harquebussiers and musketteirs and other weapons 
of the seid band beeing with Thomas Lucasse in another feild 
beyonde out of my sight) I through die distemperature that was 
then in my Btomadie and head, and upon the malice and mis- 
likinge that I bare unto your Lordship for the causes aforeattd^ 
did use such dronken, franticke^ and disordaed speeches as I did 
acknowledge unto your liOrdship in your chamber upon Monday 
the fourteenth of this present at nighty which speeches with others, 
how and in what sorte I spake them, unto the soldiers that were 
in the rancks next unto me, I protest that I at this present can- 
not, if I might have a miUion of pownds with present Hbertye, 
declare what they were, because that at that tyme, through lacke 
of memorye, distemperature of dyett, and passion of mynde 
against your Lordship, I was nut myself; but this do I better 
remember, that immediately after that 1 had spoken to ttio sddiers, 
ther came unto mee one on horsebacke, (who as I tiiincke was 
Mannoeke^) and sayd unto mee thst I had done great wronge unto 
myself, and to those that were with mee, in tenmi^ my Lord 
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Treasmcr with words of great uifiMny» and with other disordered 
speeches whidi I had spoken in such sorted that as I remember 
hee sayd^ that the soldyers and others that had heard mee speake 
tliem, and seen and beholden the high couller of my fiioe» and the 

r tliM ssc of myne eyes, did tbinke that I was oat ot my witts, and 
therefore hee wished that I would goe to myne Inne to bedd, to 
sleepe some two or three houres, to reforme my distemperature ; 
which words as I remember put mcc into further passion, where- 
upon the said M^ Mannocke put spurres to his horse and rode 
awiiye from mee a very great pace. But wlierus it was objected 
against mcc in your Lordships Chamber, tliat 1 had a pretensed 
intencion to stirre the soldyers to mutynye, that I doe ntteily 
denye, because I doe best knowe myne owne thoughts. For if 
ther had been any sudi evill and undntifull meaninge in mee so to 
hare done^ then I might have taken a farre greater oppoitunytye 
the daye before, which was Fryday in the aftemoone when as 
aforeseid all S** Thomas Lucasse his bande were there togeather in 
one feild, and I rydinge amongest them and beholdinge them an 
houre or an hourc and a halfe togeather, but at that tyme I was 
sober and no waves distempered and tlierforc myself, but the next 
day after speakinge such disordered words as I liavc before meu- 
cioned to some three or fowre score or as they may bee termed 
some two dozen of Pikeirs and Archers (all the harquebussiers 
and muskettiers beeing in another feild out of my sight,) all men 
that doe knowe mee may easyly see in jrhtit pore takinge and 
state I was through the distemperature and accidents before 
dedared, and I doe further assuredly thincke that ther is no man 
that doth weU knowe mob, that will beeleeve that I would (if I 
had not been distempered by surfett and drinke) ryde lobbinge 
and dawinge to rayle at your Lordship, and to seeke to mutyne so 
smale a number of yeomen of the richest and oldest of S*" Thomas 
Lucasse his l)andc, wherof could ensue notliingc ellsr !>tit assured 
troubles unto myself. For if I had had any intcncyou of any 
such great cvili as was objected agaynst mee, I am not so ignorant 
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and foolishj hut that I would have caused all the servaunts that I 
had, and other discontented people that I could have procured to 
haTe mett with mee there, and would have forUier used such 
practiMS as eyther noblemen^ gentlemen^ or yemnen in tymes past 
have pfifdiaed for sneh erill pmposes, of the which no man is > 
able to diaige mee that I nsed any, bat onlye a sorte of foolish i 
and beastly words throogh my great distemp«ratare of head and i 
stomacke and passion as aforeseid^ utterly voyde of any further 
erill intencion : beesvdcs all which, if I had borne any nwch undu- I 
tifuU afi'ection to the Queen e my Sovereign Ladye, 1 thinck^ it is 
very wcU-knowne to your Lordship, as allso to all the head- 
boroughs of Harwich and many others, that in the beginning of 
August was twelvemoneth, after S»" Phillippe Parker and S"", Arthur 
Heningham, the one a deputye Leivetenant of Suflblk and the 
other of Norfolk, had by my help through much adoe embarked 
the two motyned bands of Suffolk and Norfolk and were irith all 
Uieir letinew depsrted from Hanrich into thdr country^ and I 
(mlye without any oUier Knight or gentleman of accompte there 
left alone> and stayinge at the request of the headboroughes to 
appease other mutynyes which they th«D doubted upon the 
cominge of the Essex band woulde happen, as after that they 
were come it fell out indeed, in snob trrn-l>lc sorte, as that they 
did not onlye diseinbarkc in the night season) the other two 
bands of Suffolk and Norfolk before embarked, utterly rcfusinge 
to goe beyond tlie seas, but allso meant to liuve yuckcd the t^wne, 
and to have marched forward towards London, stirringe upp the 
moat disomitented people of tiie townes and TiUages therabcnit to 
take their parts; who were then ready in dyverse parts (as I heard) 
and expected the same^ as mudi to the offienoe of her Majestie 
and the state as they coulde ; in which tyme of didr routynye, 
beonge allweaponed and armed^ they made open and earnest 
request unto mee to bee their Capteyne and dieifete3rnp, and that 
they would all foUowe and live and dye with mee, which I most 
dutifully refused^ exhortinge them by all the wayes and meaues I 
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coold to obedience, and that ther should obev the Qoeenes will 
and pleasure, and to embarke themselves agayne to goe in her 
service beyonde the seas ; which after many terryble refosalls both 
to their capteine and mee, I by the help of Allmightv God (with 
the dilligence, skill, and indostrye which I used) did embarke them 
all, as all the headborooghes of Harwich and others that were ther 
lookers on will testifve ; which mv most lovall and datifull service 
performed to her Nfajestie at that tyme, I thincke is testimonye 
ynoughe of the great dutye, affection, and lore that I have allwayes 
borne to her Majestie and the State (notwithstandinge my great 
distemperature objected against mee at Colchester). Beesydes 
which that my service, so dutifullye and happylye performed, I 
trust your Lordship of your noble disposition ^all passion of hate 
for my great offence to your Lordship set asydel will put her 
Majestie in remembrance, that two sondry tymes, Lbeeing beeyond 
the seas, aunswered in the defence of her honor with my sword in 
my hande, and a third tyme for the honor of the English nation 
with the danger of my lyfe, as her Majestie herself hath heard, and 
is well knowne to many yet livinge both of the English and of 
forreine Nations. AUso I thincke that your Lordship doth well 
knowe, that her Majestie callinge me from bevond the seas bv 
(her agent that then was) M'. Feewilliams, as also bv S'. Henrv 
Leas Letters in her name, that I presently came home, refusinge 
very great entertajTiements that I was offered by certevne great 
and forreyne Princes, and further that her Majestie sendinge and 
employinge me to the Kinge of Spayne (some three veares after) 
that I did beehave myself so dutifully and dilligcntly in her 
service tliere, as tliat I did not only effect a great part of the 
causes contejrned in my instructions, but allso did make her 
Majestie privy to the whole state of Spayne (both within and 
without) as M'. Secretar>- Wallsingham one night at supp>er in his 
chaml)er at Greenwich did acknowledge in the hearing of mv 
Lord WiUoughbye that nowe is, and of the Clerks of the cown- 
scill and signet that were ther at supper at that tyme, and partley 
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aDio the same doth appeare by the notes and writinges that (your 
Loidahqt doth well knowe) were deUvered about this tyme twelve 
nonetfae^ to M'. Doctor Jeames of the Covrte to transhte oat of 
Spaniah and other langnagea Into En^iflh; beesydes other aerviees 
here at home of smaller moment whidi I omitt: all whidli I tmat 
(l^ yonv liOidahipa most honorable infonnacion) vnW induce her 
IKUjcgtic "^c^y to underatand and k nowe, that m y disorclejpd 
q^eecbes at Colchester proceeded of notliingc disc Init hy distcm- 
perattirc or over eatinge and driiickiiigc. But now wheras I 
understand by M^ Lcivett'iK-nitc t)f tlic Tower, that your Lordship 
required him that I should si;i;nlfyc unto your Ijor(l.shi[) in respect 
of the most grcivous and infamous words that I used of your 
Lordflhip to the soldiers by Colchester, what treasons I could 
object against your Lordship Hat yow had committed, I for 
answeare doe say that I knowe none, but doe rerye well knowe 
that your Lordahip in tiie whde coarse of yoar Cownsdkiah^ 
and mamtginge of affityres under her Msjeati^ from the begin- 
ninge oi her idgne heltounto, hath performed them highly to the 
prayse and honor of your self and all yours and to the benefite of 
her Majestic and the Commonwealth. And therefore doe of 
myself very willingly offer to make satisfaction unto your Lord- 
ship the last starrchamber daye of this terrae, in publique audience, 
by confessing of ray great falts and misbehaviors comitted to the 
offence of her Majestic and to the great wronge and undeserved 
injurye of your Lordship, through the great heate, fume, and dis- 
temperalnre of drineke and passion that was in mee at that tymc, 
cnringe therfora (moat humbly) pardon. 

And I doe fbrtlier offer tiiat if it may please yoar Loidship to 
beeameane onto her Ifajestie fora fyniill panishmenl^ to banishe 
me out of all parts of the woride and her vealmea to myne owne 
hooae in the countrye, never duringe my lyfe to dqparte without 
her speciall licence above one myle from thence, neyther on 
horsebacke nor on foote (East, West, North nor South), upon any 
severe punishment that shalbee allotted unto (and that the 
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nther because i myself, nowc after this disgrace, have no desyre 
to resort or to bee seene in any pubhque place in the world from 
myne owne house) ; but as for any fyne of monye I am no wayes 
able to pay, because tlie reverciou of all the Lands that I have 
rcmayoinge, which is my wives joynture, is solde after her death 
and ni3rne. I will then set downe heer in the Tower Bootber astis-. 
faction in writinge which your liordahip ahall see and consider of, 
for the nttefmost restoringe of your Lordship to your honor> by 
me by distempentaTe and passion detxaded and toaehed, and 
the same beeinge coppyed out in diverse coppyes I will send 
them (the first marked day after my deliverye out of the Tower 
and banishment) by one of myne owne men (or otherwysc as it 
shall plofAse your Lordship) to Colchester, there to bee set upon 
dy verse posts and corners of the towiie, wheras tliey may bee 
publiquely readd by all that listc to rcade them. And if all this, 
my punishment by close and very i liargeuble luiprisoumeia here 
in the Tower, and my owne voluntary confession in the Starr 
Chamber, in publique audience, to the disooveringe and acknow* 
ledgeinge of my owne misbehaviors and distemperatores, widi the 
foreseid banishement and writings to bee sett np at Coldiester, 
with all my dutifoll services aUso bymee performed informer 
lymes to her Majestic, cannot bee accepted of nor worke my re- 
mission and good ; then I doc cvidentlye see that her Majestic, who 
of her owne inolinacion hath allwayes been my cood and gratious 
SoTcraigne, is through your Lordships implacable hatred towards 
mee, greatly incensed to my utter rnyne, wiiich if it bee so, then 
I thincke it good to notifye unto your Lurdahip that I doe re- 
mayiie resolved by the grace and helpe of Allmigiity God, 
patiently, resolutely, and constantly, to aunsweare for myself, in 
auch sorter as sll men are bound to doe, that doe love the proe- 
peritye of tiidr Prince, Country, and Nation, resting^ and repos- 
inge myself, in all tiie rest, wholy upon the infinite goodnes and 
great mercy of Allmightye God; and thus (wishmge your Lord- 
ship BgKpuOp and agaynCj and many tymes agayne^ to sett aside 
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all passion of hate towards rae, and by Cliristian Charitie and 
heroyicall compassion, to winne me agayiie to bee one of your 
moat afiwstioiiBte and assiired freinds to my power) I most iium- 
bly take my leave :

The Ifth, dedteatad 
to Qaaaa Blinbedi, appeared in 4to. 1600 : and is the first which traits of Coins. It 
contains one Plate of British Coins ; and five of Roman relating to Britain, from Cltu- 
dios to Honorius. These Plates, with a Map of EngUnd in the title-page, two Mapa, 
one of Bittaia uadar tiie RoauBa, the other ander the Sanma, a yiaw of Stooa- 
henge, and a Map of Ireland as divided among its earliest clans, were engraved by W.

Nordcn. Hole and Kip were the engravers. The Counties which br^ir Nor Jen's nnme 
are Hampcbire, Sorrey, Kent, Hertfordshire, and Middkaex. Upon the Map of Pem- 
hrdmUia wo nad ** Georgius Owea do Kenek deeeripait.'* 

Bishop Gibson in the preface to the first edition of his Translation, published in 
169.';, Kpeak<< thus of the Latin edition of !G07. " When Mr. Can.rh n pnblishrfl the 
last edition of his BniTANNiA, the Book met with so much applause and commeadaUoa 
froea the leamad, that they knew no title gnat eMagh for the aacthor. He weaatflrd 

the Varro, the Strabo, and the Pausanias of Brl'.nin ; niul WorV universally owned 
to be the most complete and accurate in its kind that bad appeared in any Nation."

tbeae appcarfaif «ldl« Mr. Camdni Una^ was aHre, 1 amiftfinMim nitliThe- 
" maa Poller,* that mmy of the Additions and Intcrpoktiont, which wan tfuD ehii|rt

In 'hf pngsession of his Grace the Duke of Norfolk there is a manuscript Lifi' of 
Philip Uoward, Eurl of Aranniel , the father of thU Earl, written bj a domectic prieat of 
V» CoualMt. It hu been med by Dr. Lingard, and by Mr. Tleraey in Ut History ef 
Anindel, taA, jodf^ng from their eztrnct*, it is a valuable hiatorical document. The 
late Duke was applied to on ?«'-hftlf of tli Camden Society for penniuion to publish it ; 
bat, for reasons ariiiiag out ut the characU'r of certain parts of the Narrative, his Grace 
ihirliiMMl to §tn hie eoneent.

Camden, in a Letter to Dr. Uaher, aAerwards archbishop of Armagh, printed in the 
Appendix to Parr's Life of Usher, gfVM A* following abort btognphf of UnMlf, 
dated Chestlhur-^r. July lo, ifilP. 

" I thank God vaj life hath been such among men, as I am neither whamed to live, 
Bor tor to dte, bai^g aaenra fa Ghriit 107 Savfoor, in wboae tnw idigion I was bom 
ani bred in the tioM «tK»g Bdmrd VI. and have continued firm therein.

S tf ^i to aay nothing of persons employed now in emintnt plsi-c abroad, and away 
of especial note at home of all degrees, do acknowledge thcmsclTi-s to have been roy 
acbolan. Yea, 1 brought there to Church divers gentlemen o Ireland, as Walshes, 
Nngaala, O'SaOay, Shcca, tha aldait aon «f the arebMahop of CMtttas, FMio Loaa- 
bard a merchant's son of Watiei«N«l, a jonib of ndntmUo dociUty nd oAm bnd 
popishly, and so affected. 

" I know not who may justly ny that I iraa aaibitioat, lAo oonteotad nyaelf la 
W eatii rfnatf Sc h oo l wban I writ my Britannia, and eleven years afterward: who 
refused a Mastership of Requests offered, and thm had the place of a King of Anns, 
without any suit, out upon ne. 1 did never set sail after present preferments, or 
desired to aoar higher by othan. I nofer aaado salt to ony man, no not to Hb 
Majesty, but for a matter of cowrse incident to my place; neither (Ood be praised) I 
imdod, haffaff fathcNd a oontantod tnOamaj bj my long labonn in the ScbooL

The first bookes that I shall have speciall neede of will be Wil- 
liam of Mahnesbury his booke of the antiquity of Glastonburye, 
which I pray procure for me as soone as you can.

BoswelPs meanes you can helpe me to another booke called IteMa 
UhMnUUf which is a volume of divers late Writers that have 
written of tbe matters of Italy»* it would doe me a greate pleasure. 
But till God send me health I cannot promise you to doe any

1780, p. 76, notices no fewer than six Exemplars 
of the Samahtan Pentateucb, which were obtained by Archbishop Usher from the £aat 
betwaenaafeaia 1680 and 1690. Tbseeaf tfuaew«i«puchaBedbjtbeCaf«tei««ftiia 
BodleiaB Library from the Archbiibop'a faeinit tiie foarth, which waa given to Arch- 
biabop Laady veat by daaatioa tnm thai pcebte to the aaaoe Library} th« fifth, ia 
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Archbishop Usher's estimatioa the most precious MsDuscript, was given to Sir Robert 
Cotton ; the sixth was lent by Usher to LudoTiou de Dieu, professor of the Oriental 
Languages at Lejrden, and what became of it is unknown. 

Doctors Kcnnicott and Blaynej gire the date of 1362 to what is DOW the Cottoaiin 
Pentateuch. 

The following Extracts from the Letters of Mr. Thomas Uanes, chaplain to the 
Merchants at Aleppo, who was employed to collect biblical ManuscripU in Palestine by 
Archbishop Usher, explain how this, among other Manuscripts, was obtained. 
" Right rererend. 

May it please your Lordship to take notice, that your Letter of the 24th of January 
in London, came to my hands the Nth July, unto which I have given due perusal; 
and perceiving your Lordship's pleasure thereby, omitted no opportunity, neither any 
time, but the very day that I received it, began to lay out for those Books you writ for. 
The five books of Moses in the Samaritan character, I have found by a meer accident, 
with the rest of the Old Testament joined with them ; but the mischief is, there wanU 
two or three leaves of the beginning of Genesis, and as many in the Psalms, which 
notwithstanding I purpose to send by this ship, lest I meet not with another ; yet I 
have sent to Damascus, and if not there to be had, to Mount Geraxim, so that in time 
I hope to procure another, which shall contain the five Books of Moses perfectly. I 
sent a Messenger on purpose to Mount Libanus and Tripoly, for the Old Testament in 
the Syriack Tongue, but be returned without it, and brought word that there I might 
have one after two montlis, but could not have it time enough to send by this ship. 
The reason why they seat it not, was, that they wanted parchment to copy one of the 
Books, and so not being perfect, did not send it ; which by the next ship, if yonr 
Lordship please, God willing, I will send you. But I pray understand, that by the 
Syriack tongue they mean here the Chaldean ; and every man tells me it is all one, the 
Syrians and Chaldeans being one and the same people ; but questionless the same lan- 
guage. Therefore if your Lordship mean and desire to have the Old Testament in 
Chaldean, I beseech you to write by the first over land, that I may provide it by the 
next ship. Also I beseech you to take knowledge that I dare not promise you to send 
it according to the Hebrew ; for neither myself, nor any other man here, can deter- 
mine it ; only I must be forced to take his word that sells it me, who is a minister of 
the sect of the Marranites, and by birth a Chaldean, but no scholar, neither is there 
any to be found in these parts ; but if your Lordship will have me send it at adven- 
tures, though it cost dear (as it will cost 10) I will do my beat endeavor to send it by 
the first cuDveyance, but shall do nothing herein until such time I have further order 
from your Lordship ; to effect business of this nature in these parU requires time, 
travel being very tedious in these Countries.

My tnie love premised, your Letters I have received, and un- 
derstand the Contents thereof, and as the shortness ot time will 
permit my thoughts to conceive of it, I return you answere, what 
my opinion is.

Mr. Wheelocke, 

I have received your Letter, with the enclosed from the Vice- 
Chancellour and Heads of your famous University, myself an unfit 
object in such manner to be saluted by such reverend persons. I 
am right glad of their good acceptance of the Worke intended, 
although I could have wished the manifestation thereof had been 
rather to others then to myself, and my name wholly concealed. 
I pray God make the worke prosperous by his almighty power, 
that it may be for his own glory, the increase of learning, the 
honour of your renowned University, the good of the Kingdome, 
and his whole Chnrch throughout the world. I am right glad also 
of their good acceptance of your self, with acknowledgement of 
your sufficiency for the employment intended, your self being the 
only person our friends here purposed and designed for the honor 
and burthen of that Oriental Chair. And now, with the leave and 
favour of those worthy Cedars, or Seraphims rather, of your 
learned Academy, I wish you much joy in the execution of that 
hopefull employment, that you may be deservedly honoured in 
Cambridge, and renowned in England. 

I cannot doubt but convenience of place for the Lecture is 
already fitted, and touching the maintenance, whereas I formerly 
mentioned I doubted not to procure an exhibition of j£40 per 
annum for two or three years certeine, whereas it hath pleased the 
Heads of the University to understand it for three years abso- 
lutely, I purpose not to wave that construction, and (God willing) 
shall provide to be duly performed unto you, £40 per annum for 
three years, from the first of the Annunciation of the Blessed 
"Virgin, being the 25 of this present March, to l>e payd you quar- 
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terly by £lO a quarter, flie first payment to begin at Midimniiier 
nesty and ao continttedly for three years, from the time premiaedf 
if your eelf 90 lonig Ure, and continue in the employment of publick 
Profeaeor of the Arabick tongue in Cambridge; whereto I reckon 
by the authority of the University, you shall be speedily called. 
And I do further purpose upon the experience of good liking of 
the employment, to the furtherance of learning, and tlie honor of 
the University (as it is hoped) to entU avour to perpetuate the 
same publick Lecture by a settled m untcnancc for ever. 

What you mentioned touching thanktulnes-s from liie L niversity, 
or your self to me-wards^ I neither expect it nor conceive my 
self in any measore worthy thereof. All our thankfulness Is due 
to our most bountiful Beneftwtor, and to him I say as I have 
learned ; O Lord, all is thme, and of thine own hand have I given 
thee, O let my small Current finde his silent Channell, to return 
to that Ocean from which it originally flowed, and let not man 
hear of it.

Most learned and trulie noble Sir, how much I am hound to 
serve you, your most qnidcninge and eiiectual letters shew. I 
would faine come over to doe my personal humble service to 
your worship ; but in truth my twofold imployment, of the Arabick 
one, and the other of the Brittish and Saxon Ecclesiastical and 
Polihral Antiquities (to which latter by Sir II. Spolman I am now 
designed,) besides other studies, cause inc nq^ninHt my will to stay 
here by it; in these studies of Antiquities I uckuuwlcdt^e your rare 
and incomparable progresse, though I am keeper of the University 
bookes^ yet not of such treasures as you have gathered. I could 
wish that our learned gentrie (if peace continue) would imploy 
some scholars to be under them (and myselfe though most unwor- 
thy of that honor would wiUingtie be one) to compile a body d our 
Divinity, I say of our doctrine out of the Saxon and Brinish 
writers : and to pncscnt the papists with these, as a rule to leade 
them by, if they would be constant to the best Antiquities. Most 
sure it is, that Antiquitie tells us wp owe more to the Easterns 
Church then to Rome : and what of good from Rome, even that 
wc have from the Easterne. Againe; the second conversion fas 
the papists cal it) under Pope Kieutherius, was without any yoke- 
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either upon the common weale, to be exhausted by Uomey or 
uppon the Church then, which freelie and not amisse followed 
the Customes of the East in many thingcs, as well as tliey fol- 
lowed other Christians: an ea!»ie nmttcr it la to see in Beda, 
Malmesbury, Harding, && And bow far Augustine and bis succes- 
sors did welly and whm, without scripture, by huoume devises 
they did fondlie pnevaricste, and Greg, himself was not free. But 
the GOnTerters of Fspists must exhibit Antiquity only at tiie first; 
for these thinges, though trew; out of Antiquitie they will not 
endure. Plaine it is that Augustine baffled K. Ethelbert, when 
telling him of opening to him and his the Kingdome of Heaven, 
he did not point to him the way of convertinge Kent, Sec. first by 
the meanes of his Queen's Berda ^icr Chapiainc, &c. (some cal 
him Lebardus), and by the convert id I>rittaincs of Bangor espe- 
ciallie, and soe might tlie faire-spokLii Christian Ronians, even 
then, have followed the steps of the Ilealhcu iiouiaiies, wlio when 
they had doone theire enand returned to theire owne places back 
againe: and was not Gr^rie subtle inough (though Mouiicius 
counted him simple,) when he reserved i. palliu, and dotnm» 
lor ever to be sent from Rome? but all the way a mysterie may be 
noted by ingenuous men who wish wdl to Christiaa churches 
and common weales. 

What Augustin did conceminge the slaughter of Bangor 
Monkes, with tlie blessed Mr. Fox 1 say, 1 cannot tel. Of 
six ould Mnnu scripts three in Latin, and three in Saxon, I 
have the use, and ail the three Lattin agree that then Aui^ustin 
was deade. The Saxon all of K: Alureds indeedc, leaves out the 
passage. From that we must not argue ; for that is usual in every 
line almost* as also to adde now and then; but that Augustine 
fore*tould and threatned theire death, is most snre^ and I would 
it had not beene every way soe bad. Though Essebiensis ( in 
Benet CoU^ librarie) as I take it makes Augustine the author 
of that wicked designe in part: yet a conjecture of this nature 
were better lefi^ and sufficient it is to say he inrophesied, that is. 
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threatned the destntctioik of the fountunes and teminarieB of the 
aundoit BritMoe Churdi; for that vaa of them intended, that 
Rome may the better domindbte. 

Sir, I will cause any thinge to be transcribed out of Trinity 

college their ^^llfric: they are many: and not all tbo f?fimp 
publick mindes : though it may befor a fortiiiglit 1 may cause it to 
be sent you : and I shall try what may be doone^ if doone with- 
out noise. 

S"" Thomas Cotton (to whom as yet 1 am scarce knowne, and 
yet because trusted in Cambridge, he alsoe trusteth lue^) he is of a 
very aweete demeanure; and takes it an honor to himaelliB and 
lamiUe, to serve onr noUe and learned gentrie, with his rare 
Antiquities, and that in his owne name. If yonr Worship will not 
appeare your selfe in borrowbg any thinge of him (which may 
paradventnre grdve him) yet I may use yoor name, and soe doe 
that way what I can ; though impossible sure to borrow that 
choiscst monumPTit: fittincf it is vou should have a coppie of the 
best of tiiem ; and Sir Thomas worftli cd tliat not more did come 
thither, and transcribe them. I am sure this he sayd to me, or to 
this effect. I shall ever stiidie to serve your Worship to the 
utmost of my power, and soe at this present I humbly commit 
yon to the gnustous protection of die Almightie.

Sir Symonds D'Ewes to Lady D'Etces. Details of Political News.

Sir Sjmonds D'Ewes, the writer of this and of the three Letters which imme- 
diately fullow. ii well known for hia publication of the " Joaraala of all the Parliamenta 
daring the Reign of Queen Elizabeth." Hia wife, to whom three out of the four were 
written, waa Anne the daughter of Sir William Clopton of Essex, a lady of exquisite 
beauty, whom he married at the age of fourteen, and of whom he was excessirely fond. 

Sir Symonds sat for Sudbury in the Long Parliament, and was created a Baronet 
July 15th, 1641. Yet, upon the breaking out of the Civil War, he adhered to the Par. 
liaroent, and took the solemn League and CoTenant in 1643. He sat in this Parlia- 
ment till December I64H, when he was turned out among those who were thought to 
hare some regard left for the person of the King, and the former constitution in Church 
and State. He died April 18th, 1650. 

Sir Symonds D'Ewes was in constant communication with persons of the first nnk 
in the Republic of Letters, both in this and other countries. 

My dcare Love, if my time would have permitted mee, I had 
written at large to yow concerning everie daies passage wheere I 
last left. But that little I cann Mrrite unto yow I must borrow 
from my sleepe ; & wee have had soe many great affaires handled 
in the House of Commons since I wrote last to yow, as would 
require a reasonable volume to sett them downe at large. 

On Thursday last the thirde day of this instant December S"" 
Francis Windebanke one of his Majesties Secretaries fled, and was 
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accompanied by Mr. Read his owne Secretarie, & one Mr. Obeit a 

Frenchman. Wee sent for liim tliat morning, but word was returned 
Ys that he was ill in his bedd. Uee goU that night to Quinborow 
in Kent, 8c is now past into Fmnce ; &liath returned over thither 
great sommes of nionie by exchaTii^p. 

Mr. Prinne, Mr. Burton, 8c Doctor Bastwickeare come to towne. 
lam one of the Coinnutti e to whome Mr. Prinne &. Mr. Burton's 
peticions are referred. it Impncd by a nieere casualtie, (1 kii ^ur 
£i8t ntting vpon this business was in the Starre-chamber, whecriu 
I noted God's wondeifull Providence ; that wee should ntt in that 
Court vvbere fber bloodie sentences had past against theniy to 
indge those sentences; &that I should sitt a Judge ther, wheeie 
I was latelie in poSSibiUtie to have been splitt 8l ruined. I ther 
bad both Mr. Burton and Mr. Prinne by the hande : & discoursed 
with them. I sate againe vpon Mr. Prinns busines this Wcdnes« 
day aftemoone : & I have hcere-inclosed sent you a copic of his 
petition : & intend to send you the other petitions that conceme 
ther cause or Dr. Bastwicks : desiring yow after yow have perused 
them, & suifrcd our friends that wiil^ to copie them^ yow lay them 
upp safe for mee. 

On last Monday morning December^ the seventh, wee vtterUe 
damned shippmomei^ & those sheri£b tiiat have been too busie in 
levying it are like to bee questioned. Yesterday momii^ wee 
considered the Lord Fmch now Lorde Ke^r his violent pro- 
moting of that busines; and the Judges offences in their unjust 
ju(ls;mcnt in that particular, as well as in other cases. 

The Earle of Strafford, commonlie called Lord Leiftenant, is 
now imprisoned moorc closclic then before, and a guard sett upon 
him in liis outward chamber in the Tower, ^ tbedntire of liis bedd 
chamber locked upon liim each night on the outside. God, in 
this, justly punishing his crueltie vsed in Irelande against the 
Lorde Mount Norreys. 

I have a most intimate and deare familiaritie with the Archbi^ 
sfaopp of Armagh ; whome I have promised to take lodgings close 
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by him in the Coven Garden when God shall vouchsafe vs the 
bappines to bring us againe together ; which I dailie pray for. 

Thus farre I vrrotc late yesternight. This Thursday wee had the 
fatallest day that ever I sawe in the Howse ; for the hundred thou- 
sand pounds granted formerlie, of which one halfe is sent into the 
Northren parts, is now revoked ; and two subsidies granted in leiw 
of it; w*^*" will perhaps amount to one hundred & three score 
thousand pounds. My selfe & divers others spake effectuallie 
against it ; but the greater number of voices carried it, & soe it 
hath now past. 

I have yet received noe lettres this weeke, which would putt 
mee into some doubts & feares, but that I yet hope it hath onlye 
happened by the carriers negligence. 1 assure my selfe, your midwife 
is with yow ; my dailie praiers are yow may have a safe &. happie 
houre. My services to Ixworth.

My dearest, 1 am compelled to write my letters to you by par- 
cels and peices, when I cann gett time : sometimes I am gladd to 
write but two lines, rather then to omitt soe little. 1 received not 
your last welcome lines till late on Saturday night preceding : 
which trulie bredd in mee a great deale of trouble least all had not 
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been well : ])ut my causeles feare bredd mee the greater joy when 
I had read what you wrote. 

On Friday mominjr last wee entred vpon the waightiest matter 
that ever was yet handled in the Howse. For ther came a peti- 
tion to TS from the Citde of London accompanied with fifbeene 
thoBsand handi^ desiring amongst other particiilani lliat die verie 
gomment by ArcbluBhonpa & Lord Bishoppe in the CShnrcb^ with 
aU ther oeremonies&Courte, might bee abotiebed. Myedf&diren 
otben spake shortelie to it, & wee have appointed Thursday nnt to 
debate further of it On Saturday some petitions agunst fhe 
Archbishopp, the Bishopp of Bath & WeUs, the Lorde Keeper, & 
Mr. Justice Barclay, tooke vpp our time a great parte of the 
morning. This MoTiday iiinrning wee had the canons again 
argued, 8c weere just u[)oii votmg the illegalitie of them, & the 
wicked oath in them, when two of the howse desired to speake for 
them too morrow ; to which we have yielded. 

I have heere-inclosed sent jow Mr. Prinnes pedtion with that 
of his servant, & the petition alsoe of one Cslvin Broen, greivouslie 
vexed (as weere otlm alsoe) but lor visiting Mr* Frinne in his 
a£Siction: which cniell proceedings did much move vs in the 
howse when they weere read ; especiallie the wicked submission 
the said Mr. Bruenwas enforced to make, which fbllowes alter his 
petition. Yon may lend them to whome you please, with such 
other petitions speeches as T shall send to vow, but I pray bee 
sure TOW may receive them again e to I ly vpp for mee; for they are 
the onlie copies I reserve for mine owne vse. 

S** Roger North was so farre from complaining of my proceed- 
ings at Ipswich, as hee hath made great meanes to mee not to ques* 
tion bis outrages ; & particdarlie come to mee to appease mee, ex- 
eanng some things^ denijng with deepe execralaons others, & pro- 
mising all neighbourhood & firlendshipp for tiie time* Hee inter- 
oeeded modi for our ndghbour Gaidener Webb, that I would 
pardon him ; but I have a purpose yet to cause him to come to 
triaU. Wee had latelie in the Uoyrse, for lesse wordes then hee gave 
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mee, a Deputie Leiftcnant in a countie sent to the Tower and made 
submission vpou his kuees ut the harre. Thus with my dearest 
affection to your selfe, & my humble Borvices to Ixwoffth ; I rest

Good Brotberj 

I riiall need to make none other answere to your Lettre then to 
lett you see the vast businesses wee are nowe ingaged in, which 
wen liiey not, truely my owne private occasions and the care of 
my health would give mee some hope to gett ieave of the Howse to 
accompany my deare wife into Suff: but my owne conscience will 
not permitt me to desert the publique nowe, when all lies att the 
stake either for our well or ill doing. The Lordes have denied to 
passe that part of tiie Bill which concemes the talcing away of the 
Bishopps Votes in their howse, which wiii certainely make us 
proceede in tlie other Bill for rooting them out vtterly. This is 
one vast busines. 

Wee are besides upon the matter of advandi^ moi^and 
finishing the Treaty tihat the two armies may be disbanded, and

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have a world of other busincs besides soe as 1 tiiinke wce shall not 
have one houre of libcrtie all this VViiitsuntide. 

I came ill this night from the IIowsc to my Lodging when it was 
nean nine of the cloeke, and wee had not risen then but to avoide 
oonfunon, for the Speaker could not duMseme who titaod vpp, nor 
scarce be beard bimseUe when bee would speake. The oocaaon 
of the oonfuaion was iliis : wee had a reporte made of the late hor- 
rible and damnable TVeason, In which Collondl Qoringe did, like a 
brave gentleman and a man of honour, discover many particulars of 
great moment, and yett did not therby at all discover any thing 
which hee stands oblifjed to conccalc by an vnlawfuU oath of 
seeresy administred vntohim Ijy Mr. licnrv Percy and Mr. Henry 
German. Notwithstandini; all which, Conmiissary WiUmott and 
the Lord Digby, being incinbers of the Hovvse, did dare to say pub- 
llquely that he was perjured, whereupon the ilowse debated their 
offence long before tbej withdrewe into tiu Comnuttee Chamber, 
and after they had witiidrawn thither till the darknes made vs 
abmptly breake off; they had a violent party that would have 
excused tbem, which brought us to all that conf unon and delay. It 
drawes nowe towards tmn of the docke at night, and I am fiune 
to indite your Lcttre while I write my wives, and the porter staiea 
all this while for them both ; therfore 1 can but write you a meer 
generall summe of the Treason. The first head r)f it was for the 
delivery of the Earle of Stratlurd out of the Towre aiui conveying 
him into Fraiire, where is the randevous of the Trea.sou plotted 
with the Curduiell Richelieu by Secretary \\ indcbankc and WaL 
Mountaguc. The said Earle of Strafford did offer to S' VVilUam 
Bdfore, but foure dales before his death, 22,0OOiL to fttvoor bis 
escape. The second head was for bringing up of tibe English 
Army to London for the destruction of whome you may gesse. 
The Third was to bring in an Army of French to joyne with the 
forces of the Papistes here, for the destruction of the Scottish 
Army. The circumstances of all there particulars require many 
lines, but I must abruptiy breake off, with my unfained love and

This damnable design hath been in hatching ever since Christ- 
mas last, and then doe but consider what good a poore Furliament 
may hope for.

depai ted this Ufe. His body was irnbalmed the day following, 
now lying in the Parlor, and is to be buryed at Westminster, 
where his Lady lyeth, on Thursday die fourteenth of this present. 
I went out of Town the day after his deadly with a Lettre to the 
Bishop of linooln (who was gone to keepe his Visitation) to obtsin 
licence for the buryalit and had it with a great deate of reqiect : 
so tiiat I could not sooner acquaint you iritfa this unhappy newes, 
whieh perhaps tooke a sudden flight unto you, accordinge to the 
PlroTerbe. I shall proceed no further in this unpleasing Story, 
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but Icaveing it, come to you and good Mrs. Wheelock with my 
unworthy Service & taking leave rest

Yoa censure ine a little to rasliiy conccmins; my comparing of 
Dumesday for Mr. Leicester. I assure you I did it as exactly as I 
could, by his reading tlic origiiiall. If Mr. Leicester do knowe it 
to be faultye (as you say) that I will not deny, for I belcivc tiic 
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Original is soc as well in that Coimtve, asintliis. I am sure' where 
one Towne is mencioned in several places, they selilume agree in 
the selfe same orth<^raphye, and in some^ the Norman transcribers 
of thoae certificates wldch are entred in the booke bave committed 
very great mistakes : as Ablbi for Ai1«, Derbingeriefor Berding- 
berie, lUintone for IiUmtone> and Toy many as bad or worse, 
mistaking an n for an n, a c for a t» an s for an 1, frequently, in the 
names of persons and pUces. I confesse I told Sciplu what he 
desired by his Letter to me, which was to have liberty himsdfe to 
compare it upon occasion, but that request he would not j^nt, 
neither as he protested to me would he have copyed it for Inm r\t 
that rate but for my sake, for he had dodg'd soe with him hereto-

Yet I do not approve of hia 
rigidness in lefnsing to let bim compare it againe, especially if he 
can instance any particoiars wherein he doubts Hie oc^e is not 
true.

I 
of amopinicm thai when it comes to tryall the errors will be found 
to be in the originall, and not in the copye. 

I wish Mr. Leicester were as earnest to fitt himselfo with other 
materialls touching Cheshire as he is curious in this. 

I hope you have rccci^'cd the booke I sent you by the Carryer, 

1 much lonj^c to heare how the Pressc goes on with ^Elfrick. 

I hope now that you have tlie advantage of that honest man Mr. 
Sumner his helpe, you will speede the impression of your Saxon 
Lexicon and tiie Laws. Those noe doubt will goe of much better, 
though the times be bad, than Beda, whksh you know was printed 
in the heat of the Wair. I pray you tbmke well thereof, and 
neglect not this opportunity of Mr. Simmers helpci, who as he hath 
otherwise assisted you much, soe maybe correct the presse, which 
will be an especiall matter.

*^* The Tt mlcr Ivs here placed before liim tlirec of the esrlicr Letters of John 
Strjpe, wbu afterwards proved the moit valuable conUibator to our Ecclesiastical bU« 
torjr and biography fbat tliis ccnuiliy vwt knew. Re mi bora Nor. lit, 164S. Hit 
father wu John Vao Stryp, a natire of Brabant, who fled to England on account of 
his religion, and dird at Stepney, tn or about IGIR. The son wbs ndmifteil of J(-«iif 
College Cambridge July dth, 1(J6:^ ; but so on after removed to Catharine Uali, and 
there, in 1665, we lean fram the third Letter, took flie dogne of Bedidor of Arte. 

The picture these Letters jtresent of the state and condition of fi poor seholar in ODO 
of our Universities in the time of Charles the Second, will not be overlooked. 

Strype was eleetod midater of Lejton in En«x In 1669. tn 1674 he wat Heenaed 
by the Bidop of London as priest and curate, to officiate there during the vacancy of 
the vicarn^e, and by virtue of this licence remained unmc'c^t i in possession of its 
profits till his death, having never received either iastitutiou or induction. In the latter 
part of hla life Strype raided principally at Baekney, where he waa leetareff, and where 
he died Dec. 11 th, 1737. 

Strype's printed Works are too well known to need enumeration here. Cole justly 
obMrrc% fn one of hk manascripts, that '* it teems extraordinary that the Archbishops 
and Biahopa with wham honatt Mr. Stiype kept np a liidr eorreapondaQoe, and all Ida 
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loaf UfcwM dradglBf fbrtta pribUe fefviott aad what Oiif ill >etaHm la i ( iBd flir flu 

Church's: yet not oac h.^d the gratitude or nobleness of spirit to give tim a rr^nrtl.

Tonfa of the 24ifa instant I gladly raoeived, expecting indeed 
one a Week before^ but I nndenrtand both hj Wateivon and your- 
ael£ of your indispoaedneste then to write. The reason you receive 
thia no sooner isy because I had a mind (knowing of lJua honest 
woman's setting oat so suddenly for London from hence, and her 
businessc laying so neer to Petticote Lane,) that she should deliver 
it into your hands, that so yo\i may the better, and more fully heare 
of me, and know how it fareth with me. She is ray laundresse ; 
make her welcome, and tell her how you would have my linen 
washed, as you were saying iu your Letter. I am very glad to 
hear that you and my brother Johnson do agree so well, tliat I 
believe yon account an vnnsnal conrtesie, that be abould bavo 
you out to tbe Cake-House. However, pray Mother^ be careful 
of younelf and do not over-walke yoursdf, for that is wont to 
bring you upon a aide bed. Ihear also my brotber Sayer is often a 
Tisitor : truly I am ghd of it. I hope your Children may be com- 
lorts to yon now you are growing old. Remember me back again 
most kindly to my brother Sayer. 

Concerning the taking up of my Things, 'tis true I gave one 
sliilling too much in the hundred : but why I gave so much, I 
thought indeed I had given you an account in that same letter : but 
it seems I have not. The only reason is, because they were a Scho- 
lar's goods : it is common to make them pay one shilling more 
than llie Town's people. Dr. Pearson himself payed so^ and seve- 
ral other lads in this CoD^: and my Tutor told me they would 
ei^ect so much of me^ being a Sdiolar: and I found it so. 

Do not wonder so mndi aft our Cwnmons: they are more than 
many Collfgea have. TVinity itadf (where Herring and Danes 

GAM D, SO€« 2 A 
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mie) whieh it the fiunmiMtt Colk^ in the VmvtsnMj, bave but 
three half-pence. We hftve roaat meat, dinner and rapper^ through- 

dnt the weekc ; and sudi meate as you know I not use to care lbr$ 
and that is Veal ; but now I have learnt to eat it. Sometimes, 
neverthelesse, we have boiled meat, with pottage ; and beef and 
mutton, which I am glad of ; except Fridays and ISaturdays, and 
aometimes Wednesdays ; which days we have Fish at dinner, and 
tansy or 2)U(i(ling for supper. Our parts then are slender enough. 
But there is this remedy ; we may retire unto the Butteries, and 
there take a liatf-penny kalb and butter or cheeie; or elae to the 
Kitchen, and take there what the Cook hath. But, for my part, I 
am aur^ I never Tinted the Kitdien yet, since I have been liere> 
and the Butteries but aeldom after meals $ unlesse for a Cist» 
that is for a Farthing-worth of Small-Beer: so that leiae than, a 
Peny in Beer doth serve me a wb(^ Day. Neverthelesse some- 
times we have Exceedings then we have two or three Dishes 
(but tliat is very rare) : otherwise never but one : so that a Cake 
and a Cheese would he very welcome to me : and a Neat*8 tongue, 
or some such thing, if it would not require too much money. If 
you do mtend to send me any thing, do not send it yet, until you 
bear further of me : for I have many things to send for^ which 
may all I hope be put into that Box yon have at home : but what 
they are, I shall ^ve you an account of hereafter, when I would 
have them sent : and that is, when I have got me a Chamber : for 
as yet, I am in a Cbambertbat doth not at all please me. I have 
thoughts of one, which is a very handsome one, and one pair of 
stairs high, and thatlooketh into the Master's garden. The price 
is but 20" per annum, ten whereof a Knight's son, and lately 
admitted into this College, dotli pay : tho>Js:h he did not come 
till about Midsummer, so tbat 1 siiall have but 10* to pay a year: 
besides my income, which may be about 40'' or thereabouts. Mo- 
ther, I kindly thank you for your Orange pills you sent me. If you 
are not too strsight of money, send me some such thing by the 
woman, and a pound or two of Almonds and Baisons. But first 
ask her if she will carry them^ or if tbey be not too much trouble 
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to her. I do mvch approve of your agreemg with the Cunee 
quarterly: be was indeed telling me of it, that yoa bad agreed 
^y^th. him for it : and I tlunk he mflana both yonra and mine* 
Make your bai^gain rave with him. 

I understand by your Letter that you are very inqjoiaitive to 
know how things stand with me here. I believe you may 
be well enough satisfied by the Woman. >fv brcaltinfrs-out 
are now all gone. Indeed I was afraid at inv first ( oiuing it 
would have proved the Itch : but I am luirly nd on it : but I 
fear I shall get it, let me do what I can : for there are many here 
that have it cnidly* Some of them take strong purges that 
wooM Idll a horae> weeks together for it, to get it away, and 
yet are banOy rid of it At my first Coming I laid alone: but 
auio^ my Tutor desired me to let a very clear lad lay with me, and 
an Alderman's son of Colchester, which I c^uld not dony, being 
newly come : he hath laid with me now for almost a fortnight and 
will do till he can provide himself with a Chamber. I have b^n 
with all my Acquaintance, who have entreated me very courteously, 
especially Jonathan Houghfon. I went to his Chamber the Friday 
night I first came, and tluTc lie made me stav and snp with liim, 
and would have had me laid with him that nii^lit, and was extra- 
ordinary kind to me. Since, we have been together pretty often. 
He em n a e d bimselfe, that he did not come to see me before be 
went; and that be did not write to me since be bad been oome* 
He bath now, or is about obtainini^ £10 more from the College* 

We go twice a day to Chapel} in the morning about 7* and in 
die Evening about 5. After we come from Chapel in the mom* 
ing, which is towards 8, we go to the Butteries for our breakfiisty 
which usually is five Farthings; an halfepenny loaf and butter, 
and a cize of beer. But sometimes 1 go to an honest House near 
the College, and have a pint of miili boiled for my breakfast. 

Truly I was much troubled to hear that my Letter for Ireland 
is not yet gone. I wish if Mr. Jones is not yet gone, that it 
might be sent some other way. Indeed I wish I could see my 
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believe our University is less strict to observe lads that do not in 
every point conforme, than theirs at Dublin : though ours be bad 
enon§^. Pny Temember me to my Unde, and all my fkiends 
fhere^ wlien you write. Boaaembcr me to my eonnn James Knoat. 
I am glad he isieoorerad from lua dangeroua aiekneMy whataoerer 
it 18 ; for I cannot make any thing of it, as yon have written it* 
And thus, for want of Pepetf I end, desiring heartily to be remem- 
bred to all my Friends. Excose me to my Brother and Sister that 
they have not heard from me yet.

The ii« Present I reonved witlk your Letter £6. which waa forth- 
with (»irricd to my TutOT, whoy I understood, expected a greater 
Inmp^ wliich you may guess by my Bill here enclosed ; also because 
we were behind-hand with him in former Accounts. It would be 
good if the remainder of the money due to tltis Bill could be sent 
by the next. The next Quarter, whicli is ai)proaching, would be the 
more tolerable. Assure yourself I am not so far out of tlie way, 
or no uncuiiccnied, but that I am sensible of the charges that a 
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College life doth expect, and particularly mine ; and therefore 
have endeavoured, and shall, the time providence hath allotted 
for my stay here, continue in the sanie endeavour : to wit, of 
redeeming tin liastcning liours, and improvuig them, so as that it 
may be for my advantage and credit, and therewith all my friends 
comforts hereafter. Take this from a serious Pen. Pray ictt's 
-muientaiid wlwtiier tint Latter nriiGiRifid wUeh I aeat last week 
to my sister Welsh. Tbere ms somethiiig in it I would baT» 
an answer to. 

I know yoa eipect I shofiild teQ you wliat is beoome of ISm 
money I Tnooght along wifii me t and I will gladly satisfy yon in 
any thing. Some of it is yet remaining in my hands, for uses : 
and I question not but you are well contented I should have 
something laying by mee against necessity. Ten iShillinirs you 
know I paid out of it for the Horse I came from London upon. 
Another 10* I gave to my taylor in part of payment for making 
my Sute. More of it went for Books, whereupon you see noe 
Books in my Bill. The remainder you may conclude is in my 
cnstody. Bzcaae^ I beseech you^ the lai^genesse of my taylor'a 
Aooounty and it shall be less for the fatore. Bed-maiker and 
lAundresse ai« aet down for a whole Qnarters wheraas I waa 
absent a Month : so that what my Laundrease hadi had overplna 
the last Quarter, idiall be abated her for so much of tlua Quar- 
ter; and ao I have turned her off : besides her loosing my linnen 
and washing dirtily, she hath also grosly abused me, and one 
or two others ; hut ^vhen all comes to all, hath worst of ail abused 
and besooted lu rs( If : nnd all for a trifle, and most unjustly. 

We have herabouLs most intollerahle robbing: never by reports 
so muclu I have heard \MtIun two or three days of six or seven 
robberies hereabouts committed: whereof two or three killed. No 
longer tiian last sabbatii, a mile of, a man knocked on the head. 
Lately a scholar of Peter House had both hu earn cut cff, be^ 
cause he told the tibievesi after he had deliTeied aome money to 
them, that he would give tiiem leave to inffict any punishment 
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upon him, if he had a farthing moret but they searching him, 
found, it seems, 20* more: so they took him at his word, and 
inflicted the cheater's punishment upon iiim. 

The season beginning now to hasten towards Winter, and a 
Coat I shall huen great oocadon for.

I have trusted all the husiness of my Account ever since I came 
hither with a Steward tliat ( for want not of Honesty I think but 
of something else that is almost as nei cssary for a man in that 
place,) has pcrplext mc divers ways particularly in my Account 
with your lordship.

But before he 
went from hence he sent his Canon &, Fasti, being now ready for 
tlje press, to one Samson lloberta B. A. of NewinhaU that went 
yesterday for Oxford, & undertook to deUver tbem to your lord-' 
ship. 
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1 writ formerly to your lordship, concerning a youth of about 
eighteen yeers of age, son to the Lord Wiiloughijy of Parham, who 
has been with me above two yeers. He came hither very raw, 
ftom a mean Country sehoole, but by fail owne indefatigable 
industry^ with aucb help as my Ch^laint could give him, ho i» 
Mo ezoeedingly improved, that I believe for Greek & Latin there 
come very few Lads so well stored to the University, & for his 
Religion & Moralls he desenres singulsr comendation. He is 
indeed in all respects such a one as you would wish to have in 
your CoUedge, & therefore I used the more boldness in recom- 
mc luliiiL; liim to your Lordsliip for n Student's place.

Honord Sir, May 4th, 1686. 

1 am sorry that I did not know of your being in Town that I 
might have piud my respects to you at your lodgings. It is upon 
Mr. Brabant's request that I now give you this trouble. He tells 
me you were pleas'd to promise him the Living of Waltham 
Abby, when it should be void, as it is shortly like to be ; but that 
he having since that promise obtain'd another Living, you make a 
doubt whether it be lawfull for him to leave it and take another ; 
and that in this my opinion is desir'd. AMien he mentioned this 
to me I was afraid he had desir'd to have had both, which with me 
would have made a much greater difficulty, especially considering 
the greatness of the Parishes and the distance between them ; but 
I never had any apprehensi»)n of the unlawfulness of the other, if 
there be the same probability of doing good, which ought always to 
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be regarded, !)ecause that is tlie cud of our Ministry. I know that 
our Law calls a mans LiWng his wife, but there is no arguing from 
aimilitudes, if the reason be not equal in botli ca&es, which I con- 
few I do not tee. 

When hj your iavoiur end interest (which I most ever own with 
n jut aense ol it) Iwaa preferr'dto Lincohi'sInn^I left eliding 
in the Country, end doubling hot thet I might lawfiiUy do it, and 
had reaaon to do so, because I hoped, or at least was oyer-ruled by 
my iiriendi mto an apprehension, that I should be in a ciqpeoity of 
doing more good there then in the Country. And the same con- 
sideration hath kept me there 5?n many years, though I have twice 
been offered by my lale Lord Chancellor Nottingham, and once very 
earaestly iiuporlmied by him, to accept of Mnrtins in the Fields, 
the greatest and best Living in England j which 1 only mention to 
shew that I always thought it law^ to remove from one phuse to 
another, but still witii r^ffd to our great end, whidi is the prob^ 
bility and opportunity of doing most good.

The Rev. John Ray to Dr. Shane. A Letter of friendship and 



*,* The earliest Accoant of Ray appeared in the " Compleat History of Europe for 
1705;" followed in 1739 by a connected Memoir in the " General Dictionary." A 
third and enlarged Life of him came out in the " Biographia Britannica and a still 
more detailed Relation (from materials which Derham had collected) by Dr. Scott in 
17G0, prefixed to Ray's " Select Remains." Dr. Pulteney, in his Sketches of the Pro- 
gress of Botany in England, gare a still more elaborate Memoir of Ray, more parti* 
cttlariy circuo-stantial and correct as to his improvements in Botanical arrangement and 
Vegetable physiology, which was judiciously abridged, with some reflections of his 
own superadded, by Sir James Edward Smith, in a Life of Ray furnished to Rees's 
Cyclopaedia. The latest Memoir of Ray in English is that prefixed by Sir William 
Jardine to the second Volume of Entomology in the Naturalist's Library, Sro. 

The Account of Ray in the " Biographic Universelle," is in many points original. 
It is the joint production of the late M. du Petit Thouars and of Baron Cuvier. The 
Botanical part, which is the more considerable, by the former ; the Zoological, than 
which nothing can be more just and farourable to Ray's merits in his arrangement of 
the Animal Kingdom, is by Curier. 

The following are Du Petit Thouars' remarks on Ray's History of Plants, " Maia 
dans le premier livre de son Histoire des Plantes, sous ce simple titre : Dt Planti* m 
genere, Ray a eu le rare talent de les rassembler en un corps d'ouTrage : U ae trouvent 
les principales d<!-couTertes sur la nature des plantes, faites par Cesalpin, Colonni, 
Grew, Malpighi, et Jungius, auxqucUea il a joint les siennes propres ; en sorte qu'il en a 
compost le Traits le plus complet qu'on ait encore sur I'ensemble de la T^g^tation. II 
faut noter que, quoique ce travail n'ait pas <-t^ souvent cit^, c'est par lui que les doc- 
trines de ces auteurs se sont r^pandues, et sont devenues, pour ainsi dire, populaires 
dans la science : aussi nous croyons que le plus beau monument qu'on pourrait (lever 
i la gloire de Ray, serait d'isolerce livre en le r<^imprimant part." 

Cuvier says, " Les outrages qu'il a composes ou publics sur la Zoologie, ont ^t^ en- 
core plus importanta et beaucoup plus heureux ; car ils conser^ent une utility plua 
enti^re. On pent dire qu'ils sont le fondement de toute la Zoologie modeme ; et il 
eat k chaque instant m'-cessaire aux Naturaliates de les consulter pour <fclaircir les diffi- 
culty's que I'on rencontre dans ccux de Linn<^- et de ses copistes." 

A circumstantial Narrative, however, such as shall connect the Life of Ray with all 
the improvemenU which he brought to Natural History, is still wanting. The import- 
ance of his labours can only be estimated by referring to the state of science at the 
time he lived, and minutely comparing it with the works he produced. Ray, uniting 
as be did so profound a knowledge of Botany and Zoology, was unquestionably tba 
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(Teatest natxiraiist of hu ume, and, no doubt, tbc greatest that lua ever appeared in 



The Rev. Michael Tyson, writing from his parsonage of Lainboume in Essex to 
Cole, 23 Nov. 1779, aajs, " I am very glad to fiad that my Letter afforded you any 
•mamMBt. Om {wrt of mj BubUb I bad not room to mation : « VMt to the hut 
retreat of that piuus philoeoplMr Mr. Bay, at BUck Notley. Cun aniore I made a 
drawing of the Church and his monnmcnt in the Cliurcliynrd. The parish clerk had 
•ttch remembraoce of him, from others, that he said, He kept in his Houm uxmU 
nioNb, «o larger than fleaa, wUeh ed toon aftiar him, as no one knew how to feed 
them. These were iuiecta preparatory to hia History of those Aoimab, which he 
never lived to compleat. The Clerk pointed out to me the Farm UooM which «M 
once his Dwelling. I there aaw his library, i. e. the Room which once contained hii 
Books, and Ue Garden Wore it» about an Acre of gnmnd. Hera tlie Father of Bog* 
lish Naturalists lived employed and happy.'* 

A few dajrs before his death, Hay gave whatever be possessed of Natural History to 
Ue nc%libonr and ftiend Mr. Dale of Bralntree, wbo ellerwarda prsaented tbeee C61* 
lections with certain additions of his own to the Royal Society. To the mention of 
this. Sir James Edw. Smith add<i, '* Nothing is said of his Library, which was probably 
inconsiderable." He did not know that Ray's Library, consisting of about fifteen 
bnndrad folamee, wae aold by netion in 1908* A eopj of tbe Cetalogiie maj be 

fntind in the Library of tlie British Museum. *' Bihliothwa Rayana, or a Catalogue of 
the Library of Mr. John Ray, Fellow of the Royal Society, — sold by Auction at tbe 
Bladt.Bof (aliaa Latin) Coffee.hoase, on Tbvradey 11 Mereb 170T-S (and aueeeeding 
Evenings), by Thomas Ballard." 8vo. 

On the -9tli Nov ih2«, the Niituralists of England celebrated ibc second centenary 
of Ray's birth, iiay, however, is believed to have been born at least as early as July 
the! jeer, bie baptian being entered in the Beglater of Bbdc Notiey in that month. 

Ray's Letters here laid before the Reader, are all to Dr. afterwards Sir llan.s Sloane, 
and relate entirely to Natural History. On this accoant they have been kept together, 
and that continuity of date again intarmpted, whieh tt hai been the Bditor'a endenver 
ea ftr ae peerible to preicrre tftfongb thnpnaent Volume.

there was nothing extraordiniry, and yet if tfaeie had, I ouf^t in all 
reason to have born it. 

Two things tliere are I cannot yet fully agree with you in. 

1. The referring of the Old-men, or Rain-fowln, to the Cuckow. 
For the Cuckow i«? so stranf^e, anomalous, and singular a Bird, and 
so reniarkfible, ;ltu1 t.ikcn notice of even by the vulgar, for his voice, 
manner of breediug, and absconding all winter, that I think no 
Bifd that agreetih not with him in these particalan ought to be 
joyned with him. Neither is the length of the tail a sufficient 
ai|;oment; far tibe Tnnx, a genitine Woodpeeker^ hath a tail as 
long in proportion to hia body, and marked witii Grosso4>ani too. 

2. In referring the Savanna-bird to the Lark-kind. For that 
distinction of Small Birds into slender and thick-bill'd, or as our 
Fowlers phrase it, into soft and hard-beak't, dividing the nume- 
rous genera of them almost equally, is of such eminent use for the 
dear understanding and ranking of them, that I think it ought by 
no means to be rejected, or the Birds of those kinds confounded, 
though the places they frequent and their shape and manner of 
living may agree ; and that charaeteristidc note of the Lark kind may 
be common to some of them, I mean havmg a very long back- 
daw or qNurre. I have taken notioe of tome that agree with 
Larks in these particulars, aa the Banting and a sort of Monntsin 
Unch. Tet I bdiere that there is a difierence in the diet of those 
Birds. For the slender*biIlM> thoogh they feed upon the pulp 
and grains of fruits, yet they sddome meddle with dry seeds unlesse 
driven by hunger. But the hard-bill'd touch not pulpy fruits, but 
feed upon dry seeds, as all sorts of grain and thistles, &c. To feed 
upon InsLM ts is common to them both. 

Your opmion or conjecture upon the iiabiliDrcado's being a kind 
of fork-tail'd Larus or Sea-swallow, 1 very much approve, and 
agree with you in. I fsneied that Ihey were no palmiped Bird, 
because those that write of them wwder that they should be 
found so hr out at Sea. Which is no wonder in a Laroa, 
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My Wife s.ilutes you with the tender of her very humble service. 
The ulcers uj)ori my leg, which I thouj^ht had been perfectly 
healed and dried up, continuing well ail Winter, are this Spring 
broken out again and become very troublesome and painfull. Tiiey 
posile my FluloBophy, and I amat aiMne loase how to oider them,

I receiveti yo\ir very kind letter of June and not long nfter 
the acceptable pri smt of your Book : for which I return you many 
thanks. I cannot but admire your industrv and patience in read- 
ing and comparing such a multitude of Reluiiuns and Accounts of 
Voyages, and referring to its proper place what you found therein 
lebting to your subject, ai^ that villi w mobh drcim»peclio& 
and judgement. You have done Botaniata great service in ifistrt- 
buting and reducing the oonfnaed heap of names, and contracting 
the number of Speines.

Since my last to you, considering my infirmities, and crastnesse 
admonishing me of the near approach of Death, I think it best to 
speed the finishing and fitting my Supplement for the Pkesse, and 
to deliver it up into the Bookseller's hand who put mc upon to 
be pubhshcd or suppressed, as he shall find it most for his own 
interest. I am sensilile lliat it nnist Tieeds Ijc a very weak and 
imperfect thing, I wanting those helps whieli those that have tra- 
vell'd into the indies and live about London iiave. But yet none 
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so fit to ma^e a Supplement to my own History as my self ; and 
there be many faults I am advised uf, which I would wilUugly cor- 
rect. But I would fain dispatch it and rid my liands of it, that so 
it may be no disturbance to my tlioughts. Your History, were it 
reasonable for me to beg the delloratiou of it, would ad'ord the 
greatest mnaments to it. But I am almost come to a resolution 
not to denre any such thing of you, but content my self with the 
names I find in your Catalogue of such as are non-descripts ; and 
irith your Synonyma for the reducing of such as are iqieated. 

I Imve gotten a sight of Dr. Plukenet's Afanagestum Bot. though 
as yet he hath not pres^ted me with a copy of it. I find it in 
many mistakes in the language, and in the composition of Greek 
names ; and I doubt not but there are many in the matter. It is 
impossible l)ut tliat a jnan w ho relics wholly upon dried specimens 
of Plants (be he never so cunning) sliould often mistake and mul- 
tiply, lie hath abundance of Jamaica plants, which if in your 
Catalogue it is very difficult to reduce them, especially ins Felices. 
As far as I am abte to judge, he is often out in his conjectural 
Synonymes ; in one or two he is reprehended by Mons' Toume- 
fort ; and u of himself apt enough to multiply species. But no 
more of him. 

I am not yet quite rid of my distemper : I hope it will off by 
degrees : heer hath been a very unseasonable Summer, for the 

most part very cold and wet ; and I live in a sharp Air, my house 
standing on a hill exposed to the North and North-East winds, 
which is iiicniivenient for one who is subject to colds, and wliose 
luu^s arc apt to l)e atVectcd.

I have noe wlisfe mett 
with any thing antique of the kinde, nor am on the snddaine pre- 
pared for makeing any warrantable guesse oonceming it; the 
most andent and most akin to it of all that I hare seen being a 
chune of the same mctall of about six hundred yeare old, taken 
out of Edward tlic Confessors Monument at Westminster by a 
workcman, at the clean.seing it against K. James my unhappy 
maister's Coronation. ^Vho was pleased to sliew it mec nftpr- 
wards with the veneration given to rcliques, and a rchque of some 
kind or other it carry'd with it in a small gold box in forme of a 
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crucifix pendulous to it. VirgiPs words seem as apposite as had 
they been wrott on purpose; but halfe their number inscrib'd 
upon the thing it selfe, or even theyr initiall letters only, might 
have stood vm in more stedd towardi its trae history, then m 
many mora so taken upp. If your UnlTersity bee not a eastomer 
for it (which I could heartily wish it were) wee shall probably 
heare of it at London, where I will not be long without seeing 
and bewayle this double taxeing that won't lett mee doe more 
towards it. 

For God*s sake forgive my betraying myselfe beyond that 
degree of freedome witli you as to pursue you in the ninttrr of the 
Prints soe farr beyond wiiat in good manners I ought or would 
have done, had I not thought they had beene entirely in your 
ownc power. The best amends 1 can offer you is, my thankes 
for those you have found for mee, and in particular for the two 
you now send me of Dundee and Mr. Wood* (both which I should 
otherwise, I doubt, have wanted), and 3rour Qnietas against any 
further clums from mee, as hopeing (now you have given mee 
the soent,) to hunt out the rest myselfe, either with widdow Log- 
gan^ or where else they may be lesse expected. 

Because 'tis possible (and that's all) that you may bee in earnest 
about njy bookes, I shan't contend }mt obey you soone in it; in 
hopes of liaveing something (one of these davsl that may better 
justify my offering to your Library without askemg, then this with 
it.

It costs me noe little pains to digest 
them ; and vet methinks I had much rather ondergoe that, than see 
the book of so many- coloors and faces ; and be forced seeming to 
approve things which in my own judgment I condemn. But this 
is not the worst neither : I have look'd soe far before me as the 
publication of the Book, & find myself mightily at a loss bow I 
shall ever be able to wave such inconveniences as attend the com- 
position of many hands. If I draw a scheme in the beginning, of 
Counties undertaken by such and such men, we have no particular 
undertakers for one third of the Counties, & so I bring a storm 
upon the booksellers' heads for not having equal r^ard to the 
whole kingdom ; or at least not being so industrious in perfecting 
the work as they ought to have been. Next, there are noe Coun- 
ties but wherein we shall have considerable intelligence ret\im*d 
from other hands l>e8ide the private undertaker ; when the im- 
provements then are entirely attributed to one, what satisfaction 
shall we be able to make the rest ; for I hope you would have 
nothing rejected soe far as it is useful and proper. All that I can do 
tlicn is this, in the Preface, first to let the world know how little I 
have been instrumental in the particular discoveries myself, and 
that if those Gentlemen who have entrusted me with their papers 
will but excuse nie from mangling and abusing them, 'tis all I 
desire, and perhaps more than I shall well deserve. Next, to run 
through the Counties, and in each to make an honorable mention 
of such as are concem'd, and acknowledgments suitable to the 
8er\'ice that every one has done to the edition. I can solve the 
point noe other way, nor doe I see any reason why this method 
should not give general satisfaction, especially to such as know the 
necessity of it. If you can suggest abetter expedient, which may 
secure the Booksellers and give universal content, I believe it 
would ease nie of a great deal of trouble that's like otherwise to 
fall upon me. In the mean time, I am not at present concerned 
with any but Dr. Parsons, to whom I must desire you to write 
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your opinion of the matter, and to satisfie him that whatever he 
sends shall Ijc iiundl'd as tenderly as himself can desire. I leave 
the whole to your advice and management^ and remain.

Worthy Sir, 

I am now indebted lo you two Letters; and particularly oblig'd 
to tliank you for your usefull caution against tlie Jirst person. Tis 
a rule I had from you long since, and which 1 am convinc'd is so 
agreeable to the methods of good breeding and a gentil way of 
writing that I would not willingly be guilty of a breach. But thei> 
I suppose it only holda wheve matters of leamuig, judgment^ or 
other things npon which men are apt to value themselves^ an 
concerned ; tliere heing nothing but these whmin a msn csn be 
lookt upon as too assuming. The FVench^ who you know are 
wonderful! nice in that point, doe not seem to carry it any further. 
The terms of prosse, scandalous, &c. are common expressions in 
such Leffcr^ of intelligence as pretend to discover errors ; and are 
Tery freely us d by some persons who have less privilege to cen- 
sure than one of Mr. Tanner's judgment may pretend to. But 
you may assure yourself nothing shall be said to the disparage- 
ment of Mr. Camden, more than the bare correction of the slips 
amount to; which indeed is noe reflection upon one that has fur- 
nish'd OS with soe large a Treasure of discoveries^ and that dealt 
in a business of so great an extent and variede. 

Mr. Wharton is not in town, nor is the book you mention sent 
him into Kent. I did not see Chiswell, but as I apprehended the 
boy bis niaster upon the receipt of it writ to Mr. Wharton to 
know how he would have it sent, but having noe answer still keeps 
it by him : soe that you may be sure the book is safe, tho' if *t 
was a business of hast, tlie want of it may be a prejudice to Mr.

If Mr, Tanner or you will give me Instructions how the 
business of the Notitia is to be martap:^d with tlie Bookseller, 
nothing shall be wanting that I am al)le to do in it. Without a 
general aim at least I am not wiUnig to move in it, being noe 
competent Judge of the labour it has cost him. Mr. Wright has 
at last sent me the Catalogue of Manuscripts which ends with the 
first page of those in Baliol College. The world is wonderfully 
obliged to you for your industry in promoting that honourable 
work; tho* I am afraid your requests to the Cambridge men will 
hardly meet widk that entertainment iHileh might be expected in 
an application so frank & undesigning. Theyl consider what an 
inconsiderable figure theirs will make when compared with 
Oxford, and there I am afraid they'l stop at last. What can he 
done in this town Mr. Kennet will give you an account, by whom 
you shall have a specimen of our new Camden. If Dr. Parsons 
must have a sight, we must give you the trouble of gettijitj it sent, 
and of letting iiim know in what haste we are for las County. I 
expected Dr. Todd^s before this time, but the other will do us 
most injury if it is not quiddy returned, after he has learnt from 
the specimen what method we follow.

I was puzzl'd to find oat the meaning of your Humble Con/et- 
nm Sf Submission, till Mr. Kennet gave me the whole Historie; 
by wMrli it appears that A. W. has still so much kindness either 
for truth or his own humour, as not to be enticed from it by 
money. For my part, I think 'tis lionorably done, unless lie 
has a mind to give up his integrity and the authority of the 
Book together. Mr. Tanner has given me aii account of your 
journey, but when he comes to Windiesterj he aaye no more, but 
tiiat your remarks upon that place were nothing but what every 
ordinary TVaTeller would ha* made. I wish tho'^ he would oom- 
pare Camdei^a account with the present oonditiony and funuah us 
with some short description of it; which nay be probably more 
distinct than any thing we already have. 

The sheets of our new Camden are at last sent, with noe other 
design than to have vour free judtjment of them; tho' I am afraid 
our errors will oblige you to such retiections as may a little damp 
us. Please to shew them to Mr. Tanner; and get him to carry 
'em privately to Mr. Waugh, because I promis'd hira a sight. I 
think the more privately they're kept the better, unless there 
be some that still want conviction that we are in earnest. The re- 
ferences are managed by three directions. 1. By a superior Alpha- 
bet, as tiu^csUil, pointing to sudi notes as there was a necessity 
to throw at the bottom in short; and those immediately follow 
the text in each page. 2. By little figures, referring to Philemon 
Hdland's additions, which are in Itahck^ and distinguish'd from our 
own notes by a white line. 3« Alaige alphabet in hooks referring 
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to the Additumi. Tlras modi Itfaooghtfittto teDyoaabtrnt our 
method, tliat it m^t not toiiRue yon. The Tnonbtion it bo 
managed as to answer die text^ I think accurately enough, and to 
smell something of the present Edition. If those two be hit, we 

shall not much stand for nice cadences & turns ; which if always 
obser\''d, would oblige us very often to quit the sense, or at least 
not to express every circumstance soe clearly as works of this 
nature require. But I leave the whole matter to your judgment, 

Tis hard that, after I have upon all occasions vindicated the 
honour of the Universitie (as in &uch a place as this there is ne- 
cessity enough for it), any oi the members should be so unjust and 
ill-nstnx'd ss to represent me n professM enemy to its discipline 
end government. Tho' it is not in my power to doe it any ser- 
Tice, yet it goes very much agsinst me to have my good indina- 
tions callM in question. I am not so much a stranger to some 
tempers in our own house as to seek long for the Original; nor 
soe forgetful!, as not to remember what it was must give the occa- 
sion. At Lent, I seemM very earnest tn be gone, and hapn'd 
twice or thrice to call T-ondon my home ; upon any discourse about 
news, I us'd to insist uj)on the convenience and freedom of 
Cofifee-house conversation in this place; and lu urge, that tiiey 
had here a mueh more accurate understanding of publick affairs 
than in Oxford one ordinarily could have. I might say too, that 
the Gonveni^ce of studying is not less in this place tiian tliere, 
soe many avocations whidi are necessary to keep up govonment 
bong a real loss of time to any man that's close fixt, and resolvM 
to pursue a design. This way of talking innocently, and some 
other things that were spoke in jest & merriment, was bottom 
enough for men that were inclin'd to lay hold upon all opportunities 
they could ^et, and put the worst construction upon every thing. 
What I might say about Mr. Worsley's leaving the Universitie, 
had only relation to his circumstances ; which are such as at least 
seem to me to oblige him to turn his thoughts towards t]ie Temple 
or Linoolns-inn. Hc^s mnr post one & twenty^ and if he designt 
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for Law, 'tis high time to begin. Besides, I was scnsil>le his 
acquaintance both in & round Oxford are soe many, that his 
stodieft there could not turn to much account. But for the Httle 
duldish e^pressioii of Long-eoedt, and the other objections of that 
lank, I know nothing of them ; nor is it in my power to stop the 
mouth of iU nature and design. 

Thus much I thought it necessary to say, in order to satisfy 
one of whose good will and entire friendship I have all along had 
so many proofs. Please to believe, that it is not the fopperies of 
London shall ever take hold of me, much less alienate my affec- 
tions to the place of my education ; 1)ut that I shall always keep a 
due Tcneration for it, & the highest estecnii for those persons who 
support its honour and reputation j and shaii acknowledge myself 
in a particular manner.

Worthy Sir, 

The greatest encouragement I bave had since I set hands to 
Camden is your judgment upon what we have done, and the ap- 
probation of Mr. Waugh and Mr. Tanner. I had a letter last post 
from Dr. Todd, which enconrsges me to hope for Cumberland at 
last, tho' not without two conditions, which appear to me very 
odd. One is, " that he would have his notes printed at the 
bottom of the pages when he knows 'tis against the general 
method of the Book: the other, " tJiat he would not have what he 
does broke into 4° or 8° pages, and so printed off by itself, because 
he has several additions relating to church-affairs which are not 
80 proper for our general design the meaning whereof I am 
utterly at a loss for. We content ourselves to IMUow Camden's 
account of the Fsrishes, as part of the Text; and if the exact 
number in every shire thro* England can any way be pf0cur'd> 
either by the assistance of some office, or particular information, 
design to put them at the end along with the Nobility of eacb 
County, I mean their seats and names. The sheets shall not goe 
abroad, nor any tiling out of my mouth for the future that may 
give tlie least offence either to friends or enemies. Dr. Sibbalds 
has undertaken to revise Scotland, the ablest man (I think) of 
that kinjjdom in this part of learning. Any observatiuii.s u])on 
the Isle of Man will come very hcasonably, for we iiave no parti- 
cular Correspondent there, nor any thing relating to it that I 
remember, save two or three bints from a Gentl«nan at Chester. I 
have yet reoeiv'd nothing from Mr.Tsnner about the publick

Mr. Pepys I have not yet seen 3 iwr doe 
I well apprehend whedier by a more pnblick advertisement" you 
mean patting tlie psper in tiie Gaiette or some otber Papers about 
Town, I mean giving a general notice of it ; or have it inserted in 
some of them at large. Upon notice, I will take care that what 
you order shall be done. I am still afraid you*l hardly be able to 
draw in the Cambridge men ; but the more Libraries you have a 
promise of, the more ground you gain. 

Give me leave to divert you with a pleabanL account I lately met 

with of Monsieur T nds Life and Conversation. He's of a pure 

Irish extraction, and came into Scotland only about 88 or 89, when 
wanting a competent maintenanoe he apply'd himself to the Arch- 
bishop of Glasoow^ under pretence of being a great admirer of 
Gbnicb-Govetnment and Bpiseopaey. But not meeting with the 
encouragement be expected (for his Grace had been arm'd before- 
hand with a character of him, tho' something he did get^) he struck 
in very zealously with the Presbyterians, went to their meetings, 
and was very liberal in his abuses, not only of the Archbishop but 
of the whole order. He got a rabble tng^ether, and at the head of 
'em in the market-place burnt the Pope ; upua whicli occasion he 
made a formal speech against the then Magistrates of the Town for 
being Episcopal. (My friend promises to lay out his endeavours 
for a copy of it.) He lailM not to cast in bis mite when the Epis- 
copal deigie were rabbl'o. He ptetmded (this I will enquire 
further into) to work wonders by some secret arts, and so seduc'd 
a number of the young Students. 

How he came to England, or the particular reason why he left 
Scotland, at present I can give noe account; but may be able in 
due time. He went to Clapham, and there curry'd favour vnth 

one Alderman , where he constantly frrqnentcd the I'res- 

byterian meetings, and to convince them of Ins smrore intentions, 
pretended to be (or really was) under great troubles of conscience 
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for haying ever eomimmietl^ nitii iSbt Bishops ; and even to Hist 
d^ree, that for six wedcs he aeeni'd perfectly diafeneted. Bntbj 
tiie dayl J endesvoiut of the Preabyterian-Mtniater of tihe pboe 
(whoae name mj friend will reoom', for 'tis noir out of lua mind) 
he was at laat redoc'd to a very comfortable state) and reatof'd 
to the CongiepUion of God's people* And (perhaps out of a sense 
how little lie was en^g'd to the Parson for doing him a Icindnesa 
he had no occasion for) he made a suitable return ; and after he had 
for some time eall'd him his Saviour, endeavoured to prove his Son 
^liltv of Polvganiie, swearinj; judicially (for so mv authdr affirms) 
that he had a wife in Ireland atid anotlier here : l>ut it appear'd tu 
be falae. Aliter tfaia, he wm taken into Madame Gold'a ianiily to 
teach her aon, at Clapham. She kept a Fkeahyterian nuntater in 
her own hooae, and in hia absence my Genfleiiian officiated. He 
pretended the Bishop of London had pcoflfered him a oonndetaUe 
LdTingy but alas the conditions of conformity would not let him 
accept it. By soe many glorious proofs of hia zeal for the Cause, 
he ingratiated with Mr. (I have forgot his name) a Presbyterian 
Minister in Bishop'sgate street ; who vr\th otlicrs of the brother- 
hood made a Collection of a uood round 8urame to maintiun him 
for two years in Holland, where lie should qualify himself for the Ser- 
vice of the Cause liere in England. But 'twas too long for him 
to continue in one place soe at the end of one year he very 
fairly retuma: and whether the renudna of that fund aoppoit him 
in Oifordy or be has got aome other Pbtroos^ I cannot reaolve 
yoo. Now I bare brought him home to yon, make the best use 
you can of him. The lacuna of his behaviour in Holland, Dr. 
Gregory perhaps may be able to make np» for he waa there at the 
same time. 

What you have at present is only the effect of a sudden recol- 
lection ; 1 am eiicourag'd to expect several other particulars from 
second thoughts and a little enquiry. The person from whom I 
have it is a sober good man, as far as I can apprehend at present ; 
if 1 observe any thing that shall make me suspect the contrary, 
yon ahall know it, that you may from thence take an estimate 
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how far wliat he says may be rely'd on. lieputation ought to be 
tnderly liaadled $ but if a good number of such matters of hdt 
could be deai'd by degrees, 't might possibly do the UniTendty a 
service* 

But I leave this whole matter to you to make what use of it 

and in what manner you please ; and upon orders^ shall not £ul 
to let you have whatever of this kind comes to hand. I am^

Honor'd Sir, Nov. 10, 1694. 

I wish the gentry were as ready to contribnfc their MSS. to 
the Oxford Catalo'^e, as tlicy are their Families to Camden. 
They're possess'd with such an opinion of cstatt s and gcncaloc^ies, 
that 'tis a common Question among them, How many Volumes 
the Book will make. And they're soe surprised too^ to hear we 
tball he able to squeese it uito one, that 'tis none of the easitti 
work to sattsfie them of the posriUlity. One of yonr Querists 
asl^d me t'otber day, how many were entirdy printed off? 

My design to be in Oxford on Tuesday night made me suspend 
writing; t^ my resolution of a journey was altered, partly upon 
force, and partly upon choice. For there axe some reasons to 
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believe that tiiey d liardly iiave given way to my " Proceeding" thia 
Term; and the occasion I have to continue here induc'd me to 
defer it till Lent, in case no exceptions were like to be took at my 
declining of it now. As matters drav towards an end^ tibe UndW" 
takers begin to talk of a Dedication, and are willing to have it a 
New-years-day business. But unless I stay upon the spot, we 
cannot possibly have finisht by Christmas. Who this mighty 
man must be, is the question. His Majesty being at the head o* 
the three Kingdoms it treats of, seems to have a sort of title ; but 
other circumstances will not doe. And yet the subject requires a 
publick Patron, if any: and the only pers u we can think of is 
my Lui d Keeper ; who is a scholar Imnseif, master of Learning, a 
generous man, one that has a very fair character, and is (what my 
Lofd Burleigh, Mr. Camden's patron, was ) Prime-Minister of 
State. I know noe objeetiott lies against him; but notching is to 
be resolVd upon without your opinion. This too makes it soe 
much the more eUgible, because the interest you have in him will 
be a means to prepare him, or at least to know whether he thinks 
it worth his acceptance. Dr. Lancaster is to be put in possession 
of St. Martinis on Tuesday. I took his Lodgings in my way to Mr. 
Pepys's to day j but he was gone to Fulhara. Mr. Pepys promises 
himself the happiness of .stjeing you in London before Christmas; 
and told me your last Letter had encuurag'd him to hope fur it. 
I have got Dr. Johnston's Repertory of the Becords, whidi shall 
be sent down the beginning of next week. Ttney do not lye alto- 
gether in l^e same order at tihe Exehequer as this Catalogue gives 
us them ; but he never fiuPd of finding what he look*t after, by 
these directions. It was taken by Sir John Trevor's Uncle, and 
transcribed from his copy. The worst fault it has, is that the 
Doctor himself writ it.

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as you imagine. For I have compared it very exactly with a 
tnuweript usat mee from the other side of the water, taken from 
the exemplar in die King of France his Idbrary at Paris, and 
printed by Cotelerins ; and found it to bee the interpolated copy 

of Symeon Metaphrastes ; making allowances for some inoonsio 
derable additions and alterations of a word, here or tfaore, some- 
times for the better, and at other times for the worse, which I 
have noted downe. About three years since I procured a very 
learned friend beyond sea, with whom I correspond, to \\ rite to 
Father (now Cardinal) Novisius, to obtaine of him a copy of these 
genuine Acts — in Greeke, if tliey were to be found in the Vatican 
Library : but it seems, as he wrote^ they are not tliere. This 
defect is sni^lyed by Pmnfaartus ont of the Library of Monsienr 
Cdber^ about whidi copy I have no leisure at present to write. 

I am very glad of die newpostyou are prefaned to, as you write, 
the pnblick Library. If in turning over the Greek Catenas upon 
the books of Sci^ture, you Hght upon any fragments of 8. Ire- 
nsus, or find by an happy acddent, in Leontius Byrantiniis, 
Anastasius Sinaita, or any other writer nf t!ie sixth or serenth 
century, anv ritntion of the epistle of Chrysostome to Ceesarius, 
you will oblii^e me by the communication of sucii notices. But 
let this be dona without prejudice to your study of the Saxon 
language and antiquities, which seems to be your peculiar province, 
and which I would have yon cultivate with your utmost industry.

come to London. Altho' his Libran,', as you know, was designed 
chiefly to be a repository of Saxon monuments, and other anti- 
quityes relating to our English Histo^^', yet such a translation of 
several pieces of devotion^ out of French and Latine, into English, 
done above three hundred yeares auuse« and it may bee^ not very 
long after the death of that extraordinarily strict and devout man 
Bidiardns de Hampol^ deserves very juady a i^aoe there; and I 
did in the morning put it In tiie Library accordingly, there to 
remaine, I hope, for ever. TVhat satisfaction your friend received 
by looking into smne of the most curious and venerable pieces 
of Antiquity, you will hear from his own mouth, when hec 
returns to Ozon ; for I perceive that bee has a good relish of snch 
things. 

I thanke you also for the Note which you very happily found 
at the cud of one of the SamanUm Pentateuchs in the Bodleyan 
library, which sheves so clearly the exact yeare when that in the 
Cottonian library was written^ and tiiat out of the book itselfe, 
which makes mee wonder how Ardibishop Usher> who was so 
industrious and accurate, and who had procured it out of the Easl^ 
and Mr. Selden, who had the use of it, and mentions it in his 
prefisoe to the Marmora Arundelianay should overlooke that chro-

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nologicall remarke : which I will carefully ezaaimey tbo* I doubt 
not in the least of the truth of the observatioii. I wiih that I 
ioiew who the peraon waa that made it; perehance hee might be 
knowne by his haadwritiiag.

My very worthy and excellent friend Mr. Pepys has beene very 
ill of late, and was brought so low, that wee were afraid wee

Sir, 

1 am very ready and wiilmg to answer your queryes, so farr as 
I am able, provided that tihey do not come too thick upon mee, 
and to Mailt you in your stndyes, whicli aie Uke to prove benefr- 
ciall to the pnbUcI^ wbiltt yon lo indnstrioiiely maintune the 
post you ere tn, by looking into the old MenitsGripte oi the Bodr 
leyan Library, and bringing them into the light whicb have layne 
hitherto in great obscurity^ for want of a atrid^ carefoll, and judi- 
cious examination of them. 

In order to your satia&ction^ I must premiie somewhat con- 
ceriiiiiL; S. Kilianus. 

Kihanus was by relij^ous profession a nionke, and a native of 
Ireland (the true Scotia of the Antieutb^ as is undeniably certain), 
vhoee holyseale for the propagating of the Chriatian religion 
carryed him into Germaay, where he converted the people of 
Fnmoonia, which is the aame with J^Wmeia OnuUaiU or Teutomea, 
and is deservedly upon that accompt called the Apoi^e of tint 
country. Hee was the first Bishop of Uurtiboi^g (Herbipolis) the 
capitall of that province about the year dclxxxvi, and aufiered 
Martyniomc three years after by the wiles of Geilana, another 
Hcrodias, wliose anniversary solemnity is kept on the 8th of July, 
as you may see in the Roman Martyrology ; but for these and 
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other particulars I refer you to Archbishop Ushers Britannicanim 
Ecclesiarum Antiquitates, cap. 16,^ and to Sir Jamer, Wares first 
boke tie Scnptoribus Ilibernice, cap. 3.^ Both tiiese great Anti- 
quary es referr to the life of this great Saint, -written by an old 
Monkish author, printed in the admirable collection of Canisius : 
which I suppose (for I have not seen that particujar life) Sexaritta 
Mprinted with atmotetioiia, and nmy be met with in the fim tome 
of hie works printed at Ments, A. Ch. ii.dc.xi. Now as to those 
two peisons^ Gorbaldns (written sometimes GotsbsUus) and 
Hunnbertus, who gave these books to S. Kilian, that is, eitiierto 
the Basilica or Cathedral Chturcbf or^ it may be, to a monastery 
founded to perpetuate his name and memory (as 1 have seen seve- 
rall copyes of donations of lands given to S. Cutbbcrt, long after 
his death, that is, to the old church at Lindisfarne, and afterward, 
when it was removed thence to Durham) : it is most certaine, that 
they, both uf them, were Bishops of Herbipolis. But how to fix 
the time of their life, and at what distance they lived each from 
other^ is a matter of no smail difficulty: whidi yet would soon 
Tsnlshf if I could light upon an Author whom Baionius cites in his 
notes on the Boman Martyrology he published ad July viii. vis. 
Demochares, who in his book de sacrificio Missas!, has piabUshed 
a list or series of the Bishops of HerbipoUs, or upon Trithemius, 
or upon the Acta Benedictinorum, set forth by Mabillon (for I 
am prone to beelieve upon good grounds, that both those Bishops 
were of the orclt r of S. Benedict), and it is not unlikely but that 
something relatmg to these Bishops may bee gathered out of the 
books of Christopherus Broiserus, a Jesuitc, an author very 
famous for his exact skill in the Ecclesiastical Antiquityes of Ger- 
many. 

AUthat I can mfonn jaa of at present is thu^ that I find in 
Hbr. fv. Annslium Boiorum of Joannes Arsntinus neere the 
b^guming^ whom I consulted aa a Ukdy author to give mee satis-

bwgeiins, end Abbat there. Now I take this Emperour Lado- 
ykm to bee the son of Chariemain^ sarnamed FSus, and the 15th 
yeare of his rwgne to concume with that of our Lord Dccczxyiii. 

As for Hunnbertus, I find nothing of him at present. I have 
indeed met with one Hunepertvs, Ayrippinensw Arcfiymjf$fa, who 
flourished under Dagobert, and must be a different person, tho* 
called bv the same name with your Bishop of Wurtzburg. i doubt 
not, but that if you will diligently inspect the Scriptores rerum 
Germanicarum, which either you have or ought to have in the 
Library, you may at last satisfy yourselfc about tlie Bisliops of 
Wurtzburgh, according to an exact order and series of time. You 
are best judge, whether this will be worth the labour and paine of a 
search.

Mr. Wanley, 

I am very glad, that upon the little and imperfect hints I gave 
yon, (there being no puUidk Library of any yalue in this towne, 
the want of whidi is one of the great blemishes of it,* to hsTe re- 
course to,) and that upon my suggesting to you, that you ought 
to consult the Ser^toret rerum Germamearum (tho* now you tell

mee that you had consulted them before, winch 1 do not a iittie 
wonder at, reflecting on the contents of your former letters,) yott 
have been able to fix the time when those two Bishops of Wlllt»» 
Iniig Uvedf for wbich you seeme ao mightily ooneemed. In oider 
to your ftdler satatbetioii I will adde a few tUngmiofe. 

When Bnrchudus ii said to be the fini Bufaop of Hecbipolb, 
atoM must not be nnderatood to tiie pi«s)udi<% of S. Kilianus, wbo 
bed been Bishop of that city above one hundred years before, bot 
onely with reference to S. BoniliMaius, Bishop of Mentz, our coun- 
tr^'man, and knowne by the name of Winfred or Wilfrid (for it is 
written both ways), who converted tlie (iermans, relapsed, it may 
bee, in that intervall, into their former Heathenisme, being over- 
run and opprest by their gentile neighbours ; or rather subjected 
them to the jurisdiction, discipline, rites, and manner of divine 
wonhip need in the Roman Church, wbicb ia called in the Annaka 
Trancmnua, pnbliahed by Lambecius by way of addition to thoae 
aefc forth by Petrua Pithoeaa at PSaria A. 1588, ad fidm redam H 
TtX^fiiimtM ChrUtianam, a qud dia a&«rraeeraa/, convertere. Now it 
is most evident from indubitable authority, that this Bonifacius 
constituted and ordained Burchard Bishop of Wurtzburg A. Chr. 
7*16: from which time the succession of those Bishops has been 
made out l)y other authors besides those formerly mentioned, 
who have made it their particular study and busines to give an 
aocompt of tlic onginal and foundatioii of the Bishopricks of Ger- 
many, widl a catalogue of their severall Bisiiops from those firat 
tunea in the anceeaaion of aeveial ages, anch aa Gaspar Broschiua 
in his booh <fe ipuet^aiiim Oermmut, and espedally Gabriel 
Bucelinus in his Gemania Mura, to which I refer yon, if you 
shall judge it worth your paines to oalenhte aceurately the times 
whon those two Bishops lived, and how long they aat in tiiat See : 
which I take to be a fruitless curiosity, and little to yonr purpose. 
But bee that as it will, it does not belong to me to prescribe. 

Aato whatconcernes the other part of your letter, I must take 
leave to write freely to you, Uiat I am extremely amazed at your 
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request of having the book of the charters of the Saxon Kings 
(which I know not whether I diil well to call all of them original, . 
some of which I know and can prove to he forged,) sent down to 
OxoD^upon amoie than nn^ Mseompt. TVnlyif die numiitauie 
eumot come to Mahomet, Iiiahomet mnit condewend and be 
eimtent to go to the moimteine. I bedieve^ that that cniioiisand 
inTahiable booke waa never lent oat of the house «nce the Col- 
lection was first made, no not to Mr. Selden, nor to Sir William 
Dugdale, tho' they had the free use of the Library as much as if 
it had been their ovrne: and for my own part I was forced to use 
it there, and to go downe to Westminster, tlio' indisposed, and ia 
all weathers, when I made that liasty and imperfect extract of it, 
without so much as presuming to bee favoured with the use of il at 
my lodging, which would have been at that time a great ease and 
advantage to mee. I beeleive also, that by aU the inteieat which 
you have in the man in whose lodgings you ars, yon would not be 
able^ tho' I ahonld desire it, to procure that a book or two bee 
lent me out of the Museum Ashmoleannm, much 1ms out of the 
Bodleyan librsry; which, besides other conveniokoes, would save 
me the expense and trouble of a journey to Oxon ; nor indeed could 
I obtain leave of myselfe to make such a request of the Vice- 
Channellor if the thini^^ were feasible. Besides you could not pos- 
sibly forget, when you wrote your letter, by referring to my pre- 
face, in which I mention several other Charters of the iSaxon 
Kings in the boxes of the Library (which I am fully satisfyed, 
that no man now alive knew of but myself, I made the discovery) 
that tho' I did not make an absolute promise of publishing thoae 
Charters, and the fonnes of the old letters found in them, and in 
other antient books : yet as I had at that tim^ so now at this pre* 
sent I have tiie same designe and resolution to publish them widi 
several other pieces of antiquity, when a fit opportunity shall pre- 
sent itself. But this I say upon a supposition, that if by the mis- 
fortune of the times I be driven out of London, or be hindered by 
the infirmityeA of my age, and the other circumstances of my life.

from performing those serioiit intentions, I shall then readily and 
willingly devolve that work upon yoti. In tiie mesne while you 
would do well to examine and transcrihe what ever is of this natare 

in the publick Library where you are fixed, and where you have 
such happy opportunityes of study, whirh 1 beiieve would take up 
more time than you may at first imaguie, without seekuij^tor mate- 
halls abroad ; and after this, when I see that to finish your great 
undertaking you have procured charters and other records and mo- 
numents of antiquity cat ol tiie library of St JBrnes**, of Lem- 
betb, and of Corpus Cbriati Coll^ in Cambridge (and whynot^ 
to make yonr book abaoiutely perfect, out of tbe Tower of London, 
or Exchequer at Weatminster r) it will be a great motive to prevail 
witii Sir I. Cotton to comply with your request, and a much 
greater with mee, to give up wholly into your hands the credit of 
such a vast undertnkinn;,'* Consider well your own streng^th, and 
what burden you are able to beare, that you may not siuke under 
it. ConsiiJcr also, to apply tliat of Horace, 

Quid deceat, quid non: quo virtus^ quo ferat error. 

And as I allow you to have a good opinion of yourself, so the 
friendship which I profess to have with you, prompts mee to advise 
you, not to pranpe at too much, and to think as well of otlier men's 
industry and uiuicrstanduig as your owne. If you take amiss my 
free way of writing in this particular matter, perchance you will 
wrong yourself: but if you tiiinke that it proceeds from any 
trust I have of you, or unwillingness to oblige you in what I may 
or can, you will extremely wrong mee.

Sir, 

1 esteem it almost a piece of religion as well as civility and good 
manners, to answer all letters written either by friends or strangers, 
especially if they contain matters of learning and curiosity, which 
I may fairly and decently pretend to understand : which 1 allege 
that y(ju may not give way to any ill and unjust suspicion of my 
Imring neglected or slighted your correspondence by my delay. 
For you must knoir that I have basineM and studye to pursue, 
wlien my health permits^ wbidi take up my thoughti and my time^ 
as wel as you haTe, and am not alwais in a humour to write, when 
there is no necessity, tho' the trouble would be over, and the obli* 
gation satisfyed in a few minutes. Now you have explained your- 
self more fully about tracing out the different shapes and figura- 
tions of letters in several ages of the world, as farr as marble mo- 
numents, parchments, and medalls will reach, I shall bee very glad 
to assist you in tiie carrying of it on to thatexactnes yon ainie at.

Sinrr the receipt of your Letter of tlie 5th instant, 1 hare care- 
fully [RTusedthe pretended original foundation Charter of the Mo- 
iiablcry of Croyland, hearing <late in the Dccxvi yeare of OUT 
Lord's incamatioii : ajjainst wliich I have severall ju»t exoepti<ma> 
too many and too long to bee here emimenited. It ia written in- 
deed tn Saxon charactera, and ia exatant in Ingalphna, and tlienoe 
faultily printed in the firat tome of the Monaatioon Anglicanum : 
but tbia doeano way hinder, bat that it might bee forged in the be- 
ginning of the elerenth century, or, it may bee, about Uie time of 
the Norman ConquMl^ or at least not long before, when the Bene- 
dictine Monks were so busy to trump up old charter"- of exemp- 
tions and privileges, thereby to free themselves from tiie Jurisdic- 
tion of the Bishops, and their lands ab omni onerc statluri, as the 
usu.ill phrase is, tho' here in this Manuscript Charter it is written 
seculi. I do not lay tliis heavy imputation upon all the cbarteia,

It is very diffi- 
cult to 6x and establish certain rules or v^crr/pm to distinguish ge- 
nuine and authentick charters from false and spurious : and herein, 
as to the Frendi cbarten, MabiUon has laboured not alt(^ether wi- 
snocessfiilly t tho* it most bee slwais remembred, that bee is biassed 
too much by his edacatiim and vow, and by the love and conoeme 
which he bMzes for the honour of his own Order, and therefore not 
to bee trusted upon his bare word without the warrant of good 
reason and just authority. But to pretend to do this, as to our 
English Charters, except where the marlcs of the forgery are very 
plaine and visible, as they are in severail, I meane to do it wisely 
and accurately, without visiting the Cathedralls, where such are 
still reniayning, and the liouses of Noblemen and Gentlemen who 
are possessors of the writings, as well as of the lands of the monas- 
teryea of the old foundations, (for what is oontained in the Cot- 
tonian Library in the broad booke of Charteis, is now known to 
every body, who will look into the Catalogue^ and whioh I have met 
with in a particular box hitherto not known, shall one day bee 
equslly obvious ;) and without using great drenmspection and judj^ 
ment, would be a rash undertaking, and it must be a worke of time

Yours of the 25th of July was- h rough t mee four or five days 
since by Mr. Bagford, almost a full month after the date of it. I 
am ready and willing to oblieje anv inti^i muus Artist or Bookseller, 
as well as professed S( liokr and Gentleman, with the sight of anv 
curiosity, as far a^i 1 may or can ; but however, 1 pray, for the future 
UM cure ttid caiitaion in yonr recommeiidatioiui. 

It IB no amaU difficulty rightly and truly to file tiie buanesa of 
Charters. I h«vo acquainted jou tanaeAj, that the names of all 
the witnesaea, aa wdl aa of the IGn^ the {bonder of the Chnrdi or 
Monoatery, in the Saxon Charters in the Cottonian libnry, are 
wiitlen with the same hand : which power if they should grant to 
any scribe (which M ill be but gratis dictum, and affirmed without 
any just authority^ rspeoiallv when seals were not in iisr, it argues 
the threat simplicity of those times ; this supposed Scnhc not adding 
his own name in way of attestation, or nuikiug nay kind of inj- 
pression, mark, or character, as is the practice of our public NuLa- 
ryea> whereby it may bee distinguished from a ooonterfttt copy, or 
may bee proved in after timea, when Aoae penonawere all dead, to 
bee an ori|sfaiaa; for to beleiye that even then there were aemall 
ennning feUowea, and vioked enough too to foi^ anoh kind of old 
mnitii^ for their base interest and advantage^ and to charge diia 
hoBoe upon the Monks^ eapeeiaUy about dm eleventh century, it will 
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be no anldiid, much leaa anjiiat retfodon upon llie innoceiicy of 
those limes» or the profiesiioii of thoee rdigioas who fonndy if not 
all the pleastmfly at least all the cottvoiieocesof life in a Clmster. 
Bee it so or othowise : no certain judgment can bee past upon 
Charters, whether authentic or genuine, I roeane» where the signea 
and marks of their forgery do not evidently appeare; and to lay 
down rules to guide one in liis judi^niciit herein will bee very diffi- 
cult, til the Saxon Muniments in the Archives of the Metrojx)Uticall 
Churcli iA Canterbury and elsewhere, which at present wee are to 
believe to be unexceptionable, as to their genuine antiquity, shall

The Lombardic Character ( so called, not because first used by 
the old Langobardi, much Ins inTcnted by them, bat because it 
wss mostly in use iriien they broke into Italy* and vdiidi oond- 
nued for severall ages after they were masters of that rich end 
fruitfull country, called by their name^) admits of great variety, and 
is shaped more or less elegantly according to the different degrees 
and measures of skill or industry of the copyers, who sometimes 
grew wanton in their flourishes and disguises of letters : and in the 
maine is nothing else but a variaLK>ii of the old Roman character, 
not oiring so much to the irruptions of the barbarous nations out 
of Scandinavisy as to time^ and thmee, and tJ»e common vidan- 
todes of tiunga: customs, snd habits, and modes of speech and 
writing being in perpetuali flu^ and giving way cme to another. 
So that you need not w(Mider, if what severall learned men bnvo 
cslkd Lombardic characters, bee not altogether like or exact in 
every stroke or tittle. 

I hope this letter will bee so satisfactory as to put a stop to all 
further enquiryes about these matters, unless von have aouie new 
thing to propose. For to write the same over and over, whether 
done by you or mcc, wil be altogether unnecessary, not to say 
tedious . So that we must be contend to let our ooRe^pfmdenoe 
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drop for the present, till there shaD happens jmt and good occa- 
■ion of keeping it up againe.

I just now received your very kind Letter, having dined with 
Madame Isted to day, where your health went over & OTer. I 
win wait on die Dr., and if you had been pleas'd to have given me 
Ofdera I would have been at Oxford before now, for his sake, and 
returned hither with him agidn. Hia Master (the Csar) gave the 
kings servants^ at his departure, a hundred and twenty guineas, 
which was more than they deserved, they being very rude to him ; 
but to the King he presented a rough Riiby, which the greatest 
Jewellers of Amsterdam (as well Jews as Christians) valued at 
£IO,OOU sterling ; 'tis bored thro', and when it's rut and polished, 
it must be set upon the top of the Imperial Crown of England. 

Yesterday (at the Cotton Library) I met with Mr. Chamberlain 
(son to the I>r.) a eonrteoos, modest, & lesmed Gentleman, with Mr. 
Holmes^ derk to Mr. Vetat; we never saw one another before, end 
yet he was pleas'd to entertahi so good an opinion of me at first

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sight, that lie would needs have me dine with him, which 1 did} 
his lodgings being not two liutidred yards from mine: tiiere he 
enteitftined me very kindly, &c.

The maid 
( being ray friend ) advised me to go to Dr Smith and talk with 
him, whidi I did : and as I Avent, I considered that the had 
tliree occasions to think hardly of me : one from Madam Ber- 
nard's good word of me, who is angry that T did all in my power 
(one way or other) to help her off with above £400 worth of her 
books. Another that the Dr. is jealous of my copying Letters 
from MSS. And the third is, that I did not apply myself to him 
in the first place, which was the greatest provocation. Wiieu 1 
came to his lodgings^ near Soho, be was gone out. I thought I 
must needs prevent his writing to John; and therefore sum- 
moning up all the powers of ifaetorick I was master of, I wrote 
him an humble and very submisnTe Letter; all in his own stile { 
that is, I called the Library a venerable place; the Books sacred 
reliques of Antiquity ; &c. with half a doien tautologies : which 
had so good effect on him, that he came to my Lodgings to day 
(when I was at Mrs. Isted's) and left word, that I had free admit- 
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tancc to the Place ; that he desired me to come and see him any 
day at 1 i a clock ; and seemed extremely pleased with,

When Mr. Planta compiled his Catalogue of the Cottonian Manuscripta, 
in 17%, only eighteen fragments of this volume remained, and none of theac were 
among the fraf^ments engraved in the Vetusta Kfonumenta. Other fragments hare 
•Ince been recovered from the preserved cinders of the Library, amounting, large and 
small, to the number of a hundred and fourteen.

Honored Sir, London, June IS, 1698. 

1 cannot forbear sending you word of the good fortune I have 
lately had to compass a Greek Manuscript, which contains the 
Art of Singing, with the names, powers, and characters of their 
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Musical Notes, in great variety. And a great Collection of An- 
thems, Hymns, 8:c. set to their Music by tbo hest Masters of Con- 
stantinople, as intended and used to be sung in their churches upon 
all the chief Festivals of the year. It has likewise the Musical 
part of their common Liturgy, with the Notes ; and both these> 
not only of the later Music of the said Masters^ but very often 
the Bum antient too^ nied before their timei. The nvnes of these 
Bfaiters prefixed to thdr Conip08ition8> are about lloeeBoore in 
number^ some of wbi«li I here set down : Oermanns^ Bstziaieh of 
Constantinople; Joannea Cucuzclus, Joan. Lampadarius; Theodo- 
ras & Agathon, Coronenses ; Clobas, Agallianus, Georgius Synco> 
pulus, Andreas Sigerus; Theodorus & Theophylactus, Argyro- 
puli ; Doceiamis, Ethicus, Stamenitzus, Cornelius, XFannel Pla- 
gita, Nicon monachus, Christoph.

The MS. was talten from the Turks in plundering Buda, about 
the year 1686, & was afterwards bought by an EngUsh Qendeman 
iat4L,ha% I lying bere at great diaiges cannot afford to sdl it so 
ebesp. It is about three bundred ftmn old, fuily written upon 
cotton paper, taking up above four hundred leaves, in a huge 8*°.

My dear Sir, 17 Jan. 1843. 

I will endesvoor to answer your qneationa respecting the Gospels of St. Cothberft 

(Nero D. iv.) as well as I am able. 

I. The Latin text is that of the Vulgate or St. Jerome, and must have been written 
between 698 and 721 , during which period bishop Eadfrith held the See of Linilisfarne. 

II. Hie Northombirlan g^oes wae added afttr the Tolnne had heen hciNigfat to Dar> 

bam, which took place about R7r>. It is written, apparently, in two hands, the first of 
which proceeds to the end of the Gospel of St. Luke, and the second go«a on through 
the Goipel of John. The name of the Olotaator ia stated by both these handai firet 
at the end of St. Matthew's Gospel, where we read in Saxon, " Thou, O living God, 
rrnienibi r En lfHfh. nnd .Cthilwald, and Billfrith, and Aldred the sinner ; these four 
were employed on this book and, the aocond time, more explicitly at the end of the 
Tohune, where ^ writer of the Note nanee the gloaiator Aldred, tiie priest^ ton of 
Alfred and Tilwen, and tells us that he orer.glossed it in English. 
It will now be necessary to make a few Remarks on this second hand. 

1. It is distinguished by its peonliar orthography, by ita nse of v for u and p, 
hy the faitrodaetioB of the two Rnfas diaraetan for iHqr and hmm; and bj the red 
colour of the ink in which it is, for the most part, written. 

2. It is highly probable, that this second hand is the autograph of the Glossator, 
for in the flnal Note he writes, ft <e A1died« bnt tiie ie la afterwarda eraaed. 

3. It would appear probable therefore that Aldred employed some other person 
to write the first portion, and intended to revise it himself, aa indeed he haa, 
throughout the Proiogue pre/Lred fa ike Canotu.

I now iHM&e after a long silence, for wliich I aak your pardon^ 
to answer your obligeing letter of Oct. 31, I fiave since that time 
had the nusfortunc of two removealls, ami other avocations, or 
els 1 liad replyed sooner. The cluircli of Durham with great 
unanimity and civility have contributed xx''^^. for which T am in 
a great measure obliged to you, and llie exaaipic of your Church, 
wluch I now begin to hope roost of the rest will follow. 

In your tnuislation of tbe Saxon Verses of Duibam I will let 
MoeH stand, and only make those two alterations you allow off. I 
intend to send you the Dano-Saxonick Menologium and my Ver- 
sion of it, which I desire you to revise, and tell me your free opi- 
nion ol every thing. I think I told you formerly it was in the 
Ceedmonian verse, and it and the Notes I have written upon it are 
to conclude tlie Chapter de Pocfka Jvf/Io-Saxormm. In answer to 
your objection about S*. Cuthberts and Bedes book, I answer, 
that the Latin texts in both are very ancient, especially the Cot- 
tonian, which may l>e above nine hundred yeares old, and so 
before tbe Danes invaded Brittain ; but though the texts or ori- 
ginall Latin in both are so old^ yet the verrions, and the hands 
they are written in, are much young«r, and tbe manner of interli* 
neation in many places shews that the Latin ezemplan were first 
written ; not to mention snob ignorant passages in both Versionsy 
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as could not a^ce to the learned times between Tlieodore, wlio 
advanced learning to a great height lu the Saxon Churches, and 
the Ifmdoii of the Danes dcczcih. who brought barbarity 
upon them. 

Yon know how >6l£ric complains, and aooordingly it is evi- 
clent from the Voraions that neither of die glossators, especially 
of the Cottonian book, understand Latin, as where be renders 
eeeidenuUin ipinast s^ireoUon m %opnum & bji^rsum ; vU imu$ re fohtoo* 

i. e. rifim^s : in farina* tribus satis, m mcalo jcnoh ^jmn ; C(Pdebnnt 
ramo*, ge^p)rt"on CU1550 ; nuptia yuidem, f^'pnio pmi ; sine ejiriam fes- 
tucam, hiitu ic f'opje j-tpe ; vox in Jhima, j-repi m cpi^ge. He could 
not r iitUr Tetrarcha, nor Locusttc, and many words more; and 
can you think such a Translator could live before the Invasion of 
the Danes? Are not tliese sfiecimeiM of the %nofance 
complains of, that no priest before Dnnstan's time could write or 
understand Latin. 

I mightily like your notion of the language of the AngU, It 
was in that dialect, I beliere, the true Caedmon wrote, of which 
perhaps I h?.\c discovered a Manuscrqit; but of that more at

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Dear Sir, Lambeth, Dec. 29, 1698. 

I make bold to trouble you with a Query, to which you must be 
able, by the course of your studies, to return a more just Answer 
than any other person : which is, whether Queen Elizabeth did 
believe the real presence ; and what grounds there are to think she 
did, or did not ? I know the Argument insisted on by the Papists 
is, the leaving out the Kubrick added in King Edward's time for 
the explication of that matter ; with the alteration made in the 
form of Administring : which, however, seeming to be a testimonie 
of her Inclinations to the behef of a real Presence in the Sacra- 
ment, may as probably be imputed to the different Opinions in 
the Nation at that time, which She and her Council might have a 
mind to reconcile, by leaving the point in general words, to be in- 
terpreted according to the private sentiments of every person. 
Any thing you have met with relating to this Querie, will, at this

Cole sajs that Strype added id a Note below, on the original of this Letter. " Q. 
EUz. did affect to tread in her father Henry the Eighth'! Bt4>pa, in her goTemment. and 
eren in her opinions too. Vid. E. p. 475. J. S." But he ia more explicit in the fol- 
lowing passage in the Introduction to his Annals, p. 3, when noticing Queen Eliza- 
beth's accession to the Throne : 

" And indeed what to think of the Queen at this time, as to her religion, one might 
hesitate somewhat : who in her sister's reign went to Mass, and complied outwardly 
with her practice ; as John Knox told her in a Letter dated from Edenburgh, tho' in- 
deed (as he added) it was for fear of her life that she declined from Religion and bowed 
to Idolatry. And Sir Richard Shelly, called Lord Prior of St. John's of Jerusalem, 
but living beyond sea under this Queen, in a private Letter to her, speaking of what 
he had lost for his diversity of conscience in Religion, disagreeable to the Law esta- 
blished, ' Whereunto,' saitb he, ' your Majesty's self at the first was not easily brought 
to condescend and mentioning the Schism, as he called tho Religion Reformed, 
• Whereof,' said he, ' your Majesty was not the cause efficient, but one without which it 
could not tekc effect.' She protested also to Count Feria (whom King Philip had 
lately lent into England) that she acknowledged the real presence in the Sacrament : 
which he signified to the said Philip in a I^etter dated in November, but the day be- 
fore Queen Mary died.* The same also slie protested to the Lord Lamac ; and also 
that she did now and then pray to the Virgin Mary." 

It is to this passage that the following Letter from Dr. Potter, of a later dale, 
evidently refers.

I have diis day returned your Ftpen to the Bookseller, They 
were in my Chamber a Fortnight ago, and had then been returned, 
but that Dr. Gibson, upon the receipt of your Letter, desired to 
see them again. My Lord Archbishop thinlis it will be an useful 
Work, and hopes when this is once out of your hands, you will 
proceed in your desiern of publisliitig Archbishop Parker's Life. 
He directed me to tell j ou farther, that he wishes you would alter 
what is said of Queen Elizabeth's favouring Popery, and believing 
tte real Presence, &c. because it is only supported by the aufhoiity 
of KnoE»a rigid presbyteria% and tiie Papists; and is contra- 
dicted by others of better credit. Also, if she did comply fortlier 
with the Agists than she ought to have done» it seems rather to 
have been to preserve her life, as Knox himself intimates^ tlum 
from her judgement. And lastly, the owning thus much would 
give some advantage to the Papists ; v,'birh need not be done in 
this case^ the truth whereof is not certain.

TlieMasteraoqiiaiatediiieonThandaylasttliatheliadnoen^ . 
a Letter from yoa* wherein you was pleas'd to signifie a desire of 
knowing the event of our comparison of the two Greelc manuscript 
books of Anthems, & Dr. CovcU's performance tliereon : as also 
my opinion of the age of those pieces of parchment which you sent 
with the letter. 

As to the former, the Cambridge MS. is much of the same 
nature with mine, but much less, & newer. The Compositiuns 
are lilcewise diffisvent, as bdng of other maaters tlian those who 
are extant in my book, to the number of threescore. The Tunes 
are eiqwess'd in the same sort of notes as mine, whicb Dr. Covell 
is so far from bdng a master in, tluit he sent word hither, by Mr. 
Tslbot, that he thought the redudng any Tune in that book to 
our way of {Micfting on five lines, to be impracticable. But that 
the Doctor expressed himself, on this occasion, a little too large, 
appears by this, that such a thing has been done already, and you 
may find it in Atliaiiasius Kireher's Musurgia, vol, I. page 72, 
and this author says he was enaliled to make such a reduction, by 
reading the Manuscript works of Joannes Kuku^ek^ Clir} sapiies^ 
Naiis,&c. which, as I tske it, yet remain in the VeiHean Library. 

I know. Sir, that this IQrdier is to be read widi much canlion, 
and that bis credit runs low witii many learned men : yet, if he 
did consider the antient Greek Musicians, as he says he did, (I 
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mean those since published by Mcibomius and Dr. Wallis, ) and if 
h« did considt the authors above mentioned that wrote of the 
Chuich Motic of the Greek* ; with e moderate skill in our Mumc, 
ke or any body eke might give us what be has done of the said 
Church "MvMc, or as mudi more as they should think conrenient. 
And this might be done more easily, if they should heve the 
assistance of a Greek vers'd in the Music of his nation. And the 
help of many such at Rome (being Latinized), father Kircher 
could not want, if he was minded to serve himself of tliem. 

That the notes we see in tliese books arc expressive of sounds, 
and are really tunes t( l)e sung, I believe no l)ody will doubt, tho' 
they don*t understand them; because the buuk.s tlicmsclves ex- 
pressly say so : and in the Cambridge MS. I took notice of one 
tone wban^tk Androv S^Mta {who oompos'd most of the said book) 
says he pridc'd down H And Dr. Savage, in his Ballio- 

feigas, page 121, says of Nathanid Canopios, a Cretan, who 
resided at BalUol College here, for some time, that ke had a great 
book qf Murie of his own composing ; for his tkiU wherHn» kU 
countref-mm m tkmr letten to him silled him /lovtfurwraroi' : but 
that the notes were such as are not in use with, or understood by, 
any of the Western chvrches : (being, I suppose, the same as those 
in our MSS.) and the Doetor adds,- that he has q/'ien heard Mm 
tiiuf these words after this manner :

The Doctor does not inform us whether this was a tune of Coiio- 
pius's own making or not : but, methinks, 'tis very like such a 
common-ground-Bass as this :

I could heartily wish, Sir, that we had as much of the Antient 
Greek Music, as we iiave of their Modern j but, to ray sorrow, I 
could never meet with above four tunes in it. Three of them are 
hymns of one Dionysius, inscribed «!' MovMr, tU AHlhkwm, & %U 
tUftwiVf which ^ncentio GaHlei in his Dialogo della Murica, peg* 
96, says were found at Rome by a Florentine gentieman in the 
Library of Cardinal St. Angelo, and that in a very ancient MS. of 
Aristidcs Quintillianus and Bryennius. The 4th Tune Father 
Kirclier, Mu55ur^. torn. T. paj^e 511, ?5ays lie found in the Ldbrary 
of Messana in Sicily ; an ! it is a frai^ment of Pindar. 

Wlietlier these tunes werr made by good masters, or were of 
any value when they were composed, I know not: hut this I am 
sure of, that Mr. Lawes (who was a competent J udge) aihrms, that 
by composing some of Anacreon's Odes, he found die Greek 
Tongue full as good as any for Music, and in some particulars 
sweeter than the Latin, or tiiose modem ones that descended from 
the Latin. 
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These Four Tunes last menticnuM! are turned into our i;uniiuun 
Notes J the Three former (as 1 have reasou to think.) by Dr. iieiija- 
min Rogers, oi Oxford, at the instance of Aiehbisbop Usher ; Uie 
laat waa done by Kircher in the i>lace above dted. I don't pretend 
lo jndge of the performances of tJieae penona. The tratii is, if we 
may rdie on tii«r repiesentationa of them, the Tunes are vile 
enough. As for Dr. Rogers, he was well known to be a very able 
Musitian, but I doubt whether he had much studied the antient 
Greek Music ; for fatlier Kircher, the world is sufficiently informed 
of his character and abilities by Meibomius, one of whose small 
Complements up<ni liim I here recite in his own words. Musi- 
cam (says he) (jracaia disci pHnam,quum ha ctenus Grace doctUn- 
moruM virorum vix ullus attrectare au&us fuit, sine ulla fere Graca 
UttnUwrOi mdh Gtmcman Musicorum lecto, tradere adgrestw nt 
vtr el»jUhmuuiu» Kirekenu, I viU say no more upon this sub- 
jeety but that you have Uiese four songs at the end of the Oxford 
edition of Aratus, printed at the Theatre, An. 1672. 

As to the pieces of Parchment, I suppose, Sir, you had them of 
Mr. Bagford; from whom likewise I have received some hundreds 
of such pieces nnd leaves, written at different times and in diffe- 
rent places, which I intend ^vllen 1 have gotten some more) to 
place in a Book according to their age, and the countrey wliercin 
they were written. The use that I sliall make of this Collection 
in, Liiut wheresoever I happen to be (having my book with me) 
I may at any time satisfie myself of die age and countrey of any 
(Latin) MSS. I shall light upon : or if I desire to know what was 
the uBuall hand of such a time and place, my book may readily 
inform me. 

This collectioil of shreds and scraps of old PaTchmcnt makes 
me bold to mention to you^ Sir, another like collection of Paper 
that I have made (chiefly by the help of the same Mr. Bagford) 
when I was last at London. This I have put together in Two 
volumes of which I will venture to give yon some account." 

* These two volumes, bound in one (with the loas of one or two {ncmenti), now 
form the Sloane Mantucript No. 52b', in the British Museum.

With one specimen of paper culori d 
and glided lately in London, in imitation of tlic painting and gild- 
ing of our old manuscripts. 

5. Sixteen sheets of fine Chinese paper, gilt, sil vered, and ptdnted 
with diflferent fuicies.

B, Two pictures (done perhaps in China) after the Pernan 
manner. Three lesser Chinese pictures, printed with colors. Two 
larger Chinese pictures done by hand, T^e one se«BS to be of a 
Soldier, the other of a Mandarine.

10. Common marbled Paper ; wldi one sheet marbled on bo& 
sides. 

11. Ten sheets of the finer Turkish marbled Paper. 

12. Eleven half sheets marbled (like smoke) after a diflbrsnt 
manner, but with great curiosity and tenderness. 

13. Six sheets of a diffmqg marble (with oil) said to be done in 

Germany, 

14. Eighteen sheets of Paper colored and flowered coarsely, they 
say, in Holland. 

16. Tbrae others done better, but of an odder manner. 
16. Sixteen sheets of severd odors end flowersy which look 
better dian those in No. 14. 
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1 / . Ten sheets done mure richly than aii the rest. 

The ot)ier Volume is a CoUeclioti of Sheets and pieces of white 
European P^per, which are plac'd according to their several Marks 
and Stamps. The reason why I gathered them together (tho* 
every sort is still incomplete) was not only to satisfie my cario- 
sity, in knowing what sort of Paper b in use among so many Na- 
tionSy or to please myself or friends with looking on the fine colors, 
marbles, &c. but to know whether they would confirm a notion I 
have of the Originall of our Paper; which (to me) they do. And 
farther, I thought tliat some time or other the History of Paper 
might be attempted, with so much the more hopes of success, 
when the author i^whoever he may he) has before his eyes most of 
the sorts of that subject that be is to treat about. 

Sir, if you have a mind to see either of these hooks of Paper, or 
the piecw of Fkrchment^ or all of them ; I will soon send them to 
yott> widi some Original Drawings that I have, & you may return 
them when you shall think fit. 

But to return to your old Parchments, which yon was pleased 
to send hither by Mr. Prickett, and to ask my opinion of their 
Age : Sir, I take it as an honour to be consulted by you in this case; 
especially, since there are many in London much better able to 
inform you, in this matter, than myself; who for tliesc twelve 
Months, that is, since I came last from London, have been forced 
to mind other business, than Manuscripts. Nor, as I remember, 
have I since then lookt into any MS* with intention to oheerve 
the handwriting of it, but once, with your worthy, learned, & 
ingenious relation, Mr. Gale, for about the space of an hour. By 
such a long disuse, I have lost (I fiear) a great deal of that niceness 
in discerning, \\ l it-h the daily use of so many thousands of MSS. 
as are in the Bodleian Library, had, at length, given me : and with 
that, the benefit of many observations, which cost ine much time 
to make. T must needs say too, iSir, that I think it requires a man 
of great experience, to give judgment on tlie a<re «>f an entire book, 
from the hand-writing of it: and mucii more so, when, instead uf 
a whole dook, he has only a leaf, or a piece of a leaf to judge by. 
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Sir, I don't say this as if I was unwilling to answer your demands, 
but that these considerations may prevail with you to pardon me 
and the errors I may commit in the following Account. I have 
taken the boldness to number them ; because you should be sure 
to know which parchment I mean. 

1. Being a fragment of the Origines or Etymologia of St. Isidore 
Bishop of Sevil, seems by the hand to be written in France, & 
that about the time of Charles the Great, but rather before than 
after. It seems more antient than a copy of Bede on the Cano- 
nical Epistles, in the Bodleian Library, which book was written 
an. 818, or before. If you please to give yourself the trouble of 
looking into Mabillon de re Diplomatica, I believe. Sir, You will 
find this piece of Parchment to Jigree pretty well with the last 
specimen of the 36 1st page." 

2. Is a leaf of the Gospells, written, as I take it, in England, 
about the middle or towards the latter end of the 8th century. 1 
have seen several Books written in England (as I may call it) in 
this hand : as St. Chad's Gospells in Lichfield Library ; St. Ead- 
frid's in the Cotton ; and Venerable Bede's in the Bodleian : which 
Books being certainly written in England (by the way) make me 
guess, that the Gospells of St Matthew and St. Mark in the Cot- 
ton Library, commonly said to have been St. Augustine's of Can- 
terbury : and St. Salaberga's Psalter, mentioned by Mabillon, Dip- 
lomat, p. 359, were both written in England like^nse." Nor did I 
ever see any book written in this hand in a foreign Countrey. 

3. Is a fragment of the 38th Psalm, & seems, to me, to have been 
written in England, soon after the leaf No. 2, & perhaps, about the 
end of the 8th Century. 

4. Is a fragment of the 8th chapter of Daniel, written also in 
England, the hand approaching nearer to that we call the Sa.ron. 
To the best of my remembrance, there is in Sir John Cotton's 
book of Saxon Charters, one in, or near this hand, which if it 
have a date, would easily determine the age of this. And the 

• The edition of Mabillon referred to, i« that priotcJ at Paris ia ItiHl, fol. 
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Bogister of the Benefactor* to Durham Abbey or Cathedral Churchy 
written with letters of goU and sHret, which is in the Cotton Li- 
brary, tinder the Head of Domitian,* is, as I remember, in a hand 

very like this. And, if I'mc not mistaken, King Egbert is the last 
Kin r registred therein, before the book was continued by later 

hands. 

5. Is a leaf i'( nfajiung same short explication of tlie latter end of 
Martianus Capclla de Nuptiis Philologiae, and of the beginning of 
his tract de Arte Grammatiea. Tia written in Saxon letters, as 
I guess, about tiie time of King Alfred. 

6. Is a fragment of some such Notes as the former, upon some 
other Author. I doubt whether this was written by an English 
hand, tho' there be a mixture of the English letter in it. But it 
seems to be written about the latter end of the 10th oentary. 

7. Is a fragment of Priscian's grammar, and seems to be written 
beyond the seas, not much after N° 6. 

8. Is a leaf of an Antiphonal, for ought I know written in Knt";- 
land, and Vis likely about tlie latter end of the i2th century. Tins 
leaf shows that they did lay their gold indifferently, cither upon a 
yellow or red ground. As for the Music, I see 'tis upon four lines ; 
but there are MSS. in die Bodleian library where the music is 
priek'd but upon one line, & many without any lines at aU, as is 
the music of the Greeks, Russes, and Armenians at this day. But 
in sucb Latin MSS. the difieience of sound, is to be leam'd from 
the situation of the Notes.

seen several Charters, Deeds, &c. bearing date such a year of Kinc^ 
Henry /ilii Regis Johanni^. And some of King Edward the first, 
who was stiled therein Jilius Met/is Ht nrici. And many of K. 
Edward the Second call'd likewise filii Regis Edwardi. After 
tills King Edward the Third came to the Cro^va, 1 conceive they 
would not give liim the Title of Edwar&JiUi Regis Edmardiy be- 
cause his Father was so styl'd before him. Therefore this Title 
was found ou^ Edwardut Urtuut pott Congvetium, which at the 
same liiiie» did also distinguish him from King Eidwsvd die Elder, 
and King Edward the Confessor, who both reignM before the Con- 
qiiert. Now I would humbly crave your opinion, Sir, whether it 
was very proper for the succeeding Kings to make use of the said 
words in imitation of King Edward the tliirtl - us (for instance)

had Kings of those names before the Conquest r

14. Is a part of a Breviary written in France or Flanders about 

K. Henry the 7th's time. I was thinking (tf the book whereunto 
this leaf did once belong, might have been written for some of the 
Heirs or Descendants &om the Beauchamps, Earls of Wanvick, 
by the ragged stafFe so often painted thereon. And this, Sir, may 
suffice for the old Parchments, unless you please to start any new 
question about them. 

1 have n<jw, Sir, one request to make you, which is to know 
Mr. Evdyn's opinion of a print that I am going to give you an 
aoooont oL I shew'd it to Mr. Gale, and did beg tiie fovour of 
him to aocpiaint you widi it : but now, having this opportuni^, I 
tslw the boldness to inform yon of it myself. 

We have in the Bodleian Library a Mutate tecundim uum Be^ 
ektitB Herbipokntit, which being a great folio, in parchment, with 
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Very fine illuminations, Iims been al! along look't upon as a Manu- 
script, tiio' any one who has been used to such things, would see 
immediately tliat 'tis a printed book The occasion of printing it 
was Uiis : Rodulphus Bp. of VVirtzberg iinding many of the Missals 
of liM Chorchy &c to be imbiaaekd, or otiierwiae corrupted, he 
orders tbe booln that remeined to be ezunined^ & from them a 
new Service Book to be compoied, which he commmds to be 
printed by Tonus Kyser, the printer, end that the edition should 
be conipleatly finished by the 8th day of November 1481. AU 
this, and a great deal more, he testifies in an instrument at the 
beginning of the book, which bears the same date with the for- 
mer, viz. the 8th of November 1 181. And I believe the book was 
printed by or before tliat day ; because at the end of the book is 
written To, K. 1481, being the said printer's name. And at the 
end oi the Instrument aforesaid, is an engraven Print being (as I 
take it) the Arms of the Bishop, and the Arms of the See, which 
hst is supported by two Angels, with St ffilian standing behind 
it j liie former hss only a fine mantling about it These coats of 
Arms I take to be as tihe Seal, giving a fuller authoril^ to the in- 
strument preceding it. This b die Print I mean ; 'tis engraven, 
in my opinion, either on nlver or on brass. 'Twas evidently 
wrought off at the rolling press, for one may plainly see the marks 
of the edges of the Plate, and T have been told by several En- 
gravers and I'rinters unto whom 1 have shew'd it, that it was 
certainly printed ofT by a rolling: press, 8l that it could be done 
no other way. That it was not done long afterwards, these are 
arguments : first, that the Compositor left a vacancy on purpose 
to be fiUed up with tins Prints & 2nd1y, that this book waa 
bought witiiin leas dian two months after the date aforesaid. For 
one William Kewsth, Vicar of St. Bartholomew's Paiish in Wirts- 
buig, in a written note, testifies, that the same year, i. e. 1481, 
Ibe pud for printing (of this book), parchment, illmnination^and 
binding, eighteen Florins. And afterwards, viz. ann. 1 18fi, he gave 
it to his Churchy where it continued (as appears by the succeeding 
CAMD. soc. 2 o 
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Vicars hands) till the soldiers of Ciustavus Adolphus sacrilegious!/ 
plundered & rifled th»t place. Ab to the Vnak itadf, *tM ao well 
engnven, and die workman h»d bo good a ttioke, that I beliere 
half the workmen in London cannot now do better i end thet whieh 
sMkes me admire U, that Bf n Bvdyn in bii incompaiable Hit* 
tory of Chaloograpky, p. 85, should be of the opinion that this sort 
of work is not so antient. His words an tbese: The art of En^ 
graxing and working off, from Plates of Coppery which tee call 
prints, was not yet appearinrj, or horn with till about the year 
1490. And this, Sir, which 1 talk of, sliews that the Art was not 
altogether in its infancy anno 1481, which was before Albert Durers 
time.* 

Sir, when you see Mr. Evelyn next, if you will give yourself Ibo 
trouble of oonsultnig him about this afiUr, twill be a great satis- 
faction as well as honour to me to know the result. 

I have no move to add to this long Letter: but tba^ as to tiM 
Able which you are piea^d to say I sent you, and which you in^ 
mate might be supplied out of our statute book : that I don't (i^ 
present) rightly understand you ; but when you shall think fit to 
explain yourself more particularly what note it was I sent, and 
what you would liave transcribed out of our Statute booli^ it shall

Reverend & Honored Sir, Cambridge, Septemb. 2, 1699. 

In my hut I gave yon an aeeount of my ctmiing hither on 
Wedneiday night past. On Thursday monung I waited on Mr. 
Laughton, at Trinity College,* who was very husie, hut however, 
at last, took mc with all freedom into the College Library, the 
description of wliich I need not trouble you withall. Some of the 
books I enquired after could not l)e found on tlie snddpn ; but I 
made a sliift to probe out a few of them myself, being left alone 
by Mr. Laughton, who was sent for m liast to the Vice-Chancellor. 

After 1 had satisfied my curiositie there for the present, I went 
to the Schools, and found Mr. Laughton in the Pdblicic Idbmry* 

• JckB Ln^ton, B.D. Fellow of Trinity College, and Pablio lAcwian. He scat 
M AoQout€f th« M88. of Tiiiiity CoDqp to ttosc««t CitakgM of EncMflli Mun* 
Mfiplit 1CB7. 
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He was pleased to show me presently most of the books that I 
«hall have omision to use, which satisfied me very much. And 
he came with me hither & helped me to take the Chamber where 
I lodge & board at a private house. I then went to my Ion and 
dkdiMiged it, & nodyed your very kind letter, in pursiumce of 
whidi, I have accordingly written to ihe two gentlemen mentioned 
therein. 

I met at I'rinity College with Mr. Buckeridge> Mr. Noi^ve, 
Mr. Allen, and Mr. Ellison of C. C. C. Oxon, who engaged me to 

dine with them, which I did. After dinner, we all went together 
to \Wit some of the Collen^e Libraries and Chapels, as Gonvile & 
Caius, wliere 1 delivered your letter to Dr. Brady (Dr. Rhoderic 
being gone to Eli). The Dr. (Brady) is extreamly siek, but yet on 
the mending hand. We saw several uilu r LoUpges, as Sydney, 
Magdalen, St. John s, 6lc. At night we were regaled with a very 
good concert of Music ; where I was much taken with some Ita« 
fian Songs, whidi Mr. Pate brought from Rome^ and a Gentleman 
here sang excelleatly welL 

There I met with Mr. Annesley, who did me the honor to denre 
my acquaintance, &c. We came away t(^ther, and betimes in 
the morning I waited on him at his Chamber (preventing his calU 
ing on me at mine, as he purposed). We went to Bennet College, 
where I delivered Dr. Green's Letter to Mr. Ridman, who cour- 
teously took us nito the Manuscript Tji))rary forthwith ; and \\'ith 
some difficulty all the hooks were fuuiul that I shall use. Take 
'em all together, and tliey i appear to be a most noble parcel of 
books, and one shall seldom meet with so many antient copies of 
several Authofs, in so small a number of MSS. as are here. In m 
word, this library answers its diaracter dioroughly, exoi^t in lliose 
M8S. which are said to have once belonged to Theodore Aidw 
bishop of Canterbury. Theodore lived (as I remember) in the se* 
venth Century, and I verily think some of these were written two 
hundred years after he was dead. Tliey have MSS. old enough to 
have been his; but, 1 know not why, they put his name to more 
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MUm bottom of dw Alt ptgeofHow, I 
tiio wofd eEOAOPOZ, but U wons to ne to bm boon Ao 
citbflr of biiB at wbooe Augb Ibe book « vrittony o 
lUiuabiatDr^ Am lor tbe book ilabl^ lb o looont poper oopie:.^ It 
OOO Oii that Archbishop Pkrker was abased in this matter, for these 
notes of Theodore's owning such and sacb books, are wiitton m 
his haiid : but when their Catalogue is new printed, I suppose, we 
ghall hear no more of Archbishop Tlieodore, unless it he in the 
Penitential.*^ I had the curiosity ti> toqujre for some other books, 
with the titles of which I was not well satisfied, the Origen on 
Luke,<l & Ambrose's ilexaemeron,' which are said to be written 
lUUrii peregrinUf are in Langobardic letters. I hope to shew 
yon ^oounom of both of tfaem, with levvnl othen. Tbe booh 
which had tfaia Title, lAker 9aUk ptrtgrnim Ungual ef ekmmeUru 
^jil0m%Moli#erar«tfii«, is alate Anbks IVact' The booh aaid 
to be written Lingua et litteris Aramicis, is an Armenlaii FnltarJi 
I don't know but the Aidibiahop might bay theee two hwt booke 
Hoon after the trade was opened to Turkey: if so, he might have 
been easily imposed upon. The Snxon hooks here are many in 
number, ^ very fine ones ; I be«rnri to take un acrouiit of them to 
day, rtiul will finish as soon as i can, but it will be some time first. 

From Bennet College Mr. Aunesley and I went each home j 
and at one o^doek met again, and visited some other Libraries,

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and at Emanuel College we met with Mr. Barnes, to whom I pre- 
sented Mr. Dean of Christ church's service, & yours, which he 
kindly retura.s \)y mc. He took us into the Library, wliere witli 
much ado we found some of the books I was minded to see. By 
fbaiB & more which I have seen, I perceive one can hardly rely 
on tfadr doicriptions of boolci; for he that take* the Catalogue of 
hit CoUega MSS. deacrihea them aa they appear to him indeady 
hot having aaaredy erer seen any others, he makes hut poor 
woik on't. Aa fijr the fragment of the PkHdma in Greek Capitals 
whidi they cried up so ; I hope to shew you a specimen of it, 
which I shal take for the singularity of its character. I can 
scarcely think it to have been written hy a Greek ; but if it was, I 
believe it was by the hand of some Woman. As for that book 
which in the Catalogue is called Efesney, & said to be written 
lingua Denwisticay I find the 'Ktle written in the book itself to be 
thus, lAber dictm ^feaneyf tcrifbu lingud Jenwistd. The Charac- 
ter ia that of liie Gauii, and the language I suppose to he the 
same. I desire you. Sir, to do me the favor aa to acquaint I>r« 
Hyde with my finding this book, & that I ivill oope for him three 
or four lines firom it: and I will enquire at Clare-Hall for another 
book in the same hmgnage that he mention'd to me. 

I can't forbear mentioning two books that I lit upon in 
Bennet Collef^e Library. The one is the Excerpta Hogeri Ab- 
batis, from divers Musical Authors.' I don't, at present, know 
who this Abbat Hogcre wasj but the music is upon hnes, with 
Letters instead of Notes; and I expect more from it, than from 
any antient Musical author in Latin that I have yet seen. I 
intend (when I have pietty well got over my business) to send 
Mr* Dean of Christ chnreh a Specimen of it, if I like it aa wdl 
npon the second view, aa I did at the first. 

Jjk aiiother book in the same place, amongst other valuable 
thingsy I met with a most ample aooount of the Conseciatioa and

You were altogether in the right when you said that I might

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read the old Manuscripts during the Edipsc,« as well as if there 
had been none at all : for I was then reading and writing from 
them all die while at Bamet CoUegei and I will awiiie you. Sir, 
that, nofewitfaatanding the obaeurity of ten or eleven digits of the 
Sons hody, Che lemaining pert lif^ted me so weD^ that I had no 
need of Cuidles. 

I am ghul to hear that I am likely to be beholden to the Fel- 
lows, and am very trilling to receive tint OT any other obligaticm 
which they shall think fit to lay npon me. Mr. Laughton has 
carried me to Dr. Corel, since his return home. The Dr. received 
me with all tlic kin iuess in the world, & kept me there almost all 
the day ; shewed mc his books, & proffered me the use of what 
I pleased. I borrowed his Greek Evangcli.stary in Capital Let- 
ten: which is by mnch die nobkat book of the kind tluit I ever 
saw. I have just now finislied » Specimen that I have taken of 
it: And I have several books now by me> in my Chamber, of that 
value, tha^ was the worst of them mine, I wonld not take 20^ for 
it. The truth is, the Cambridge Gentlemen are extremely cour- 
teous and obliging, & excepting those of Bennet CoUcige, I can 
borrow what books I please. 

I have by mc a great Fulio, which 1 borrowed out of Trinity 
College Library. It contiiins the three Latin Versions of the Psalter 
made by St. Hierome, vizt. the Hebrew, Itomaa, ik. Gaiiic TiiQ 
Hebrew is interlined all along with a French Version. The Roman 
likewise with a Saxon Version : & the Gallic with a Latin Gloss, 
besides oAer marginal Notes, After the FtaUer, comes the Can- 
tid sacrit Pater noster, Creedsi &c. in Latin, Freneh^ & Saxon, 
Before every Pbalm, &c. is a laige Picture, explaining it: which^ 
notwithstanding the meanness of the drawing, if they were well 
considered, may be of good use to an industrious Philologer. I 
trouble you.

Mr. Tanner were here ; for, perhaps, he might be able to find out 
what Monastery it might be.* I desire the fayor of you. Sir, to 
ask him if he has met with any Eadwin about the time of King 
Stephen (for the book seems to be so old) that was famous for 
writing and painting, as several others have been noted to be, both 
before and since this Monks time. My present conjecture is, that 
the Monastery may be St. Augustine's in Canterbury ; but I have 
but one reason and that a poor one for it.

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upon tliink himself neglected, and that he has reason to complain 
of me. 1 sent them by that person who came hither with the two 
Danish Gentlemen; which the Carrier hearing of, grumbled at 
eiooedingly, and ygiwed never to bring me any Lettem firom Ox- 
ford s but he mw not so good as Im word, for the last night he 
hrou^t me a letter (rem Mr, Ehrtob (dic^ a iveek after it ought 
to haye been delivered to me). By this letter I am informed diat 
tiie Society have been pleased to conferr upon me all the privir 
kgea of a Commoner Bachelor of Arts ; which I take as a special 
favor, and do accordingly return them my hearty thanks for it ; 
with promise of l^having myself in such a manner, as not to '^'ixo. 
them just occasion to repent tlieir kindness ; or to deny me the 
Degree of Bachelor of Laws, \vhen I am full standing for it, & 
shall judge it necessary to desire it. And further. Sir, I do re- 
tom yon my hnmUe and hearty thanks for Ihis tate fovor, and in 
a more pailicnlar manna>, because Fme folly persuaded, that not 
only I diould never have had it without your ooneorrNioe with 
the Sodetyj but that you were pleased to be the first-mover in 
it; and that my advancement in the College^ is plainly die efiect 
of your love to, & good opinion of me. 

Curiosity, Sir, is a thing natural to all mankind, and more 
especially to all Men of T^etters : and therefore it will be no won- 
der, if I take it for granted that you desire to know what it is that 
keeps me here all this wliile, find whexx I design to return to Ox- 
ford. Of both which particulars, 1 take tiie boldness to give you 
some account. 

I assure you, Sir, that it is not young, idle company that detuns 
me so much longer dian I said & expected: but rsally the busi- 
ness that I came upon, whidi I have found much more oonsider- 
able than I could have thought for.

quiet tiii I'm actually in his Library. 

But, Sir, you ought not to thmk, that there Kre to many Saxon 
MS8. in this idaoe> as to keep a man seven wedcs in bardy tnm- 
scribing their ntks. Ko, Sir, had that been all I had to do^ I 
might have done in seven hoofs. But I ham looked Ofer seven 
score MSS. to see if I eoold find any Saxon words in iStmOf 
and all to no purpose: and to take an accurate account of 
those books wherein I succeeded, I have not contented myself 
with saying, lAber Hnmilkfrum Saj-onicarumy but noted the Day 
it was proper for the i-'iace of Scripture it treats upon, with 
some lines of the beginnintj 8c end. By this means I have 
been able to compare one homihe with another, tu hnd which 
do agree, which differ, which copie has more on the same Text, 
& which less, &e. For other Saxon books, I have copied large 
pieces of them ; on purpose to compare dion with other books 
in other libnoie^ that I might thereby Icnow how they sgree 
together. For I find we have more copies of the same book 
than I thought of, as I beUeve I shall make appear. I have fur* 
ther transcribed all manner of Epistles, Wills, Covenants, Notes, 
Charms, Verses, Catalogues, &c. that I foresee may be of use to 
the Book; this, & a grent deal more than I say, has been one occa- 
sion of my tanying so long. In one word, if Dr. Hickcs will accept 
from me a Catalogue of all the Saxon MbS. tliut I know of in 
England, I will do my endeavour to restore many (hitherto 
anonymous Tracts) to their proper Authors; will specifie particn- 
laily whatever has been printed & what not; with a multitude of 
Remarks & Observations tiiat I have not met with in the former 
Edition of his book. With this Catalogue I shall annex l^e Spe- 
cimens of the Characters of the most considerable MSS. of the 
Languages of the Northern Nations, as the Gothic^ Frande, 
Ti?\Tigobardic, & Islandic, besides the Saxon, with Specimens of 
MSS. in Welsh, Cornish^ Scotch, & Irish. And by way of digres- 
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sion, if upon mature deliberation it be thought necessnn', 1 may 
make Specimens of the four famous Greek MSS, of England, vizt. 

J. Cotton's GenesiS) the Alexandrian MS., Arch. Laud's Acts 
of the Apostles, and Beza'u book here, with the fragment of the 
Greek Gospel in the Cotton library,* which I take to be older 
tban any of them. Thi^ taldng Mune of these Spedmena will 
ke^ me here till the latter end of the next wedt, and m the be- 
^mqg of the week foUowuig I will (God wiUing) wait on you> Sir, 
& shew you what I have been talking about all this while. And 
I desire. Sir, that Mr. Thwaites may be told (with my humble 
8er\nce) that I shall bring with me a Scotcli MS. of Receipts, an 
anticnt Lat. Eng. Dictionary containing the words of tlie Eastern 
Enghsh,^ wliereby Mr. Benson may secure many old words from 
being buried in the grave of everlasting obhvion ; %s itli one antient 
Volume of the Antient Christian Poets, at the end of which are 
many Latin Hymns, Odes, or Songs (or what he pleaaea to call 
them), made in memory of and cdebrating of Otdo, Heinrich, and 
Cnonrad, the Emperors, Gnnnlld the Empress, and many others, 
with pieces of the old Teutonic Mythology, and some remains of 
the Frandc Poetry mingled with Latin j two 8azon Pieces of which 
kind I haye found here & copied. 

Sir, the narrowness of my time & paper will not permit me to 
trouble you much farther for the present, nor indeed, any more 
till my parting from Cambridge. 

Dr. Mountagiie, the Master of Trinity College, invited me to 
dme with him yesterday, together with the Vice-Master and Dr. 
Stubbs, where they all remembered your health, with Mr. Bean 
of Christ-Church, Dr. Wake, the Rector of Linoobi, &c. with much 
respect.

Tis so long since I wrote to you. that T believe you have given 
over the thoughts of ever hearinf< fi iua me more ; especially after 
my having received three letters from you, where unto no Answer 
hath yet been given. But the plain truth is this ^ I was in conti- 
nual ei^tectation ni bdng aUe to send yon a specamen of St. 
Colttmb-killes Gospdls (as now I do). Bat whilst I was con- 
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eemM in the GoTemment 'twas impoBsible for me to attend the 
dfawing it out of the Book (which I would not suffer to go out of 
my sight), & since that time for the three last months the Limner 
(whom I employM for having it the more exactly done) hath so 
deluded me and drillM mc on from time to time^ that I could 
never t^ct it out of liis ImiirLs 'he protending to draw it off finer 
out of tlic copy that he took oti from the Book) untill now. 60 
that, expecting to receive it from him every week, 1 still deferr'd 
writing to you in hopes tliat it might go by my first letter ; untill 
the time hath been protracted to this unreasonable length : for 
which I do heartily beg your pardon^ & withall do return my 
hearty thanks for your three Letters. 

As to the abstracts of WalUs' two Letters oonoeming the Ju- 
lian and Gregorian years, I am oblig*d both to him & yon for them ; 
& I pray favour me with my humble thanks & hearty service to 
him therefore. Yesterday was brought me a short printed Tract 
on the same suhject ; but wlietlier D' WalUs or no, 1 know not, 
not bavins^ yet been able to peruse it. 

I have likewise by me M'' Keill's second Book (but could 
not find time to read it) ; I liopc he hath (in this second Tract) 
moderated his phrase^ & not treated worthy men after the rude 
(I might say scorrilons) manner that he ^ in the first part^ 
& that in things whesein his own oversight hath betray'd him 
Into error." Tis not very decent for a grave reverend INvine to be 
ridicnl'd by a young pretender to Mathematicks for asserting 
diose things wherein the Divine certainly is in the right, & the 
pretended Mathematician has quite mistaken his measures, and, 
soaring too high, hath unadvisedly dropt into the pit.

in each Gospel! is either prefixt or affixt to it.

*,* A few Letters nre now offered to the reader'* notire illn^trstive of the origin of 
the " Ladies' Diary," a work which, however humble iu its beg^unicg, has exerts • 
gnat nd iModltewl inlhunoe tipoa tto rtrta of wrtli ii iMt lwJ mUntm fa ChbCoontrf 
for near a century and a half. 

It waa projected and began in 1704 bj Mr. John Uppor of Corentry, who coodocted 
it till 1713. It <ioe« not appear that the improvement of matliBmatical acienee waa m 
ptrticdard^aatwilJitbelii|nioiBipn|Mtori Indeed, the law which the first eoatri. 

bvtWl InipOaed on thfm=;rlTr5, nf nr» only proposing but al»o of answering all qitei« 
tton In rhyne, was not favourable to the developemeot of mathematical genius. 

Tb« aiiperitMaBdeiiM of Cbe work detolvad is 1714 on Ifr. Hcniy BoiglitDtt, 7.B.S. 
a respectable mathematician and mechaniat, and the most eminent cMI OBgineer of 
his time. He conducted the Diary till his death, in 1743 or 44, and gave so great 
■atisfaction to the Company of Stationers, the proprietors of the Work, that they per- 
■dtttd U* widow to contfatM ft» caaploflnr adopnfcf In tiw eonplbtlen. 

Thf Tieit editor was Robert Heath, who managed the Diary from 1745 to 1733. He 
was a half-pay officer of lovalida, and the editor of a «innUr periodical Work, called tho 
PldUdiom, wen it lonw odiar w»rlw, now ontirely forgotten.

In particular, he 
was virulent beyond all bounds against Mr. Thomas Simpson, towards whom he ap- 
poara to have entertained great rraeonr* Ho» liowafflffi in tkn and, had tiM wont «f 
the controversy, for he was ezpdied from the aditonhip with diaBraea, and waa ane> 

ceeded by his rival. 

Simpson conducted the work from 1754 to 1760, and gave it that high degree of 
napaotaUHtywUokUbaaevaralnoaniaintataMd. Hewrota In It Idaaetf, mnder «aiio«a 
signatures, such as Hurlothrumbo, Kubemetes, Patrick O'Cavannah, AntbonjShailaw, 
Esq. Timothy Doodle, Marmaduke Hodgson, and probably several others. Daring 
this period, his friend Mr. Landen occasionally contributed to the work. Simpson died

" containing Directions of Love and Marriaj^, of Cookery, Prc- 
" serving, Perfnmerv, Bills of Fare for every Mrmth, and many

meter, without measuring or regarding the distance between the 
weather plates and the cistern. Only he takes all possilile care to 
clear the $ in the cave of air^ for which purpose he hath pretty 
Gontrivances. 

Mr* Sharp (which you mention) deserreUi thfl diftractor ycm 
give of liim. He was bred under our ftiend Mr. Fhunatead, tnd 
pen greit aaiirtenee in fhe makiDg the If und Quadnnt «t the 
Obsenrttory ((he beet Initminent in fhe world without doubt)* 
He is not only an excellent mathematidAn, bat aleo a good me- 
chanick, as appears by a noble Micrometer of his contrivance and 
making, which he not long since presented to Mr. Flamsteadj 
which I have divers times seen. I wish I had the happiness 
being acquainted with him. 

Having mentioned Mr. Flarastead, I cannot but tell you the 
good news, that his Catalogue of the Fixst Starrs (a work of many 
years), with other pieces, are now going to be published ; the 
Miee hath underteken the duo^ge, and ordered hundred 
and elzty odd pounds towards it. 

Among my wqperiments in the Air-pump, I with gnat cave and 
esaolnees tryed whether the Tacuum afiiBCted the gmng ot a pocScet 
watdb, but none at all could I discover. The watch was a well 
equated pendulum watch (so called) j I tryed it divers hours and 
divers times in the Receiver, unexhausted and exliausted, arthe 
same pitch of the spring, l>ut there was not tiie least alteration 
that 1 coidd perceive, either in the vibrations of the ballance, or 
the \vai( lies i^oinir. And certainly if the air was the cause of the 
elasticity oi s])nngs, as some have imagined, it would have been » 
perceived in so tender a movement as a pocket watch, lying under 
the perpetual influence of two springs. 

ThB new oontriTanoe of applying precious stones to watches I 
had the good fortune to see when Mr. Fado, €bt inrenter, and an 
ingenious man, and Mr« Debaufire, the workman, presented their 
waftdiesi to hm die appfobation of the Aoyal Society. I firamd 
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they had a better opinion of their invention than I could have : 
for I never thought it to deserve an Act of I'arliamcnt. The 
whole contrivance is, that they liave found out a way to drill 
pscdont itoncii, as cornelians and eren diamonds; they say. One 
of thete drilled stones they fix in the eock, die other in the 
bottom of the portaooe only to any the heUanee; whidi dooht- 
kM it doth better than whea it phjeth in braae^ end ao &r mej 
be good, though not to that eminent degree aa they would hafe it 
thought. This is all as yet. But they shewed us also two 
other contrivances of Crown wheels with the baUanoe backward 
nnd forward, which I cannot easily describe by words; one of the 
contrivances had precious stones for the pallets of the ballance, 
but I do not think that these crown-wheels (or nithei studded 
wlieels) and pallets did exceed the common cruwn-wlieels and 
pallets J 1 rather question whether they were so good- 'l is cer- 
tain their ballances neither moved mure equally than the common 
ones^ neither did they drcnmTolTe moie. One of those oonftri- 
Tanees i remember I saw some yean before in a large wooden 
house watch oontrired and made by one Mr, Westell^ an ingeniona 
gentleman in London. 

I am cxtreamly obliged to yoli for yonr observations about 
Sound. I have observed that Snow interposed doth much damp 
sounds ; but I never had the opportuni^ of making the observa- 
tion of its doing it to that degree you mention, which is very 
curious. I have observed also, that Fogs have such like clTt ct 
upon Sounds. For a Gun can neither he heard so far ; aiid wlien 
the sound is heard, it seems dead and lieavv. And somewhat of 
tiu^i 1 uia apt to tiunk in the cause of what you say about sounds 
at Rome (which was novel to me), or perhaps the air In Italy 
may be more rarified than here, which may effect the same. For 
I have found that the sound of a Bell is scarce heard in the Air 
pump when the av is exhausted: and that the aound is much 
eocreased when the air is compressed, although the compresaing 
pneomatiok engine be thick Brass. I desire the fwovat of you to 
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tell me what you guess may probably be the cause of this odd 

phEenomenon you tell mc of at Rome, if you hare ever been 
there; or to enquire, if you meet with nv\ ingenious persons that 
h ive l)t ( n til ere, and have observed the temperature and nature of 
tlic Itahan Air. 

Your account of the rain, &c. ia 1703, will be a great favour, 
because you sent me only the rain of that year till July.

Dear Sir, 

You were very kind in giving me so full an account of the sen- 
timents of the Common Lawyers about those two considerable 
points relating to the Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction, which are to be 
decided tliis Tenn in Westminster Hall. Some people have been 
endeavouring almost ever since the Toleration to get Prohibitions 
upon us, vdmi we have proceeded by Church censures agunst un- 
licensed Schoolmasters, bat theyoonld never yet obtun any; if 
they do in the cause now dependmgit will be a leading Instance, 
and a precedent, which will give a great blow to the Episcopal 
power. Indeed if tliey carry this point, I don't know any one 
part of the Errlcsinsticul Jurisdiction that can be thought safe 
whenever these asserters of hberty shall think tit to attack it. 
You say they allege " that Bishops had at first no cognisance of 
any Schoub but such as were opened witliin the precincts of their 
Cathedral Churches or ReUgious Houses yet 'tis plain from our 
Norwidi Registers alone, that above 100 years before the Refor- 
mation the Bishops of this IKooese albwed of the Custodes" or 
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Maaten of Grunmar Schools at Southwold, HitdiaiD^ Blofeld, 
Shonldham, Nortfawold, Shypden, and odier places where were no 
Beligiona Honaeaj and the old Grammar School in the City of 
Norwidi, of the Biahopa ooUation, lo often mention'd in our 

books, was distinct from the School in the Cathedral prcdncta 
for the Novices and others belonging to the Priory. Nor can I 
find tliat the Schools at Thetford and Ipswich had any dcpend- 
ance upon the Religious. T remombcr also to have met in our 
old friend Dr. llutton's Collections with Grammar Schools at 
Richmond and Preston, in tiie l ltli rcnturv, ^\ liicii were under the 
cognisance of the Archdeacon of ivichmond (who you know had 
Epiacopal power) and yet had no relation to any Religious Houses. 
The title in the Canon Law, '^De Magittrit et ne aliguid eangatur 
pro Seeniia doeen^ (Decretal lib.T. H. 5.) shews their earlj sub- 
jectioa to and lioenses by their ecclesiastacal superiors, not only 
in Cathedral Churches, but also in " c(£teris inferior ibus" (c. de qui- 
busdam, 37 Dist. c. 1.) and by what Lindwood has " De Mcu/istris 
et potestate Docendi" it is pretty plain that so much of the Canon 
Law was received here that the Ordinary was to liave the manage- 
ment of all sorts of Schools, and correction of the masters of them. 
Every Cathedral Church indeed, by the Canon Law, was to have 
a " Magister Schoiarum"' pviuch gave beginning to the dignity now 
styled ** Cancellarius Ecdesia*' in all the old secular Churches), who 
■eeoks to have been in some pieces like the Schohnchus" (see 
Duartnu9 de Ben^s, lib. 1. c. 15.) who not only govern'd the 
School of the Cathedndybut <*ab Episcopo omnibus Schohs (infe- 
rioribus) prffificiatur, Magistros deligat,** &c. for the monition is 
near this in favour of the " Magister Scolarnm S. Pauli Lond." (Lib. 
Dec. et Cap. S. Pauli, A. f. 29)." Henr. Dd gracia mnton. Ecclesue 
Minister Caj>if?ffn S.Pauli et WiU'o Archidiacano et mhiisti^ suisy 
sahifpm. Prat:ij)w rohis pcT obedientiam^ ut posi lriiiu,n vncatiothem 
senteniunn Anathfinatix in en^ proftraiis, qui sine lice/Uid Ilenriei 
Magittri Scola/ um m iota CivUaie London legere prasumpaerini, 
prater eot qui Scolat 8.

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nan/." The only difficulty here is how the Bishop of Winchester 
came to have sndi jurisdietion in London $ othenrise here is oi- 
forcing by Church censures the taking School licence from the 
Bishops deputy very early. By what I have heretofore trans- 
mitted to you on this subject, and from your own larger collec- 
tions, I tlon*t doubt hut you can clearly make appear that licences 
were granted for Schools before 25 Henr. VIII. much more before 
23 Eliz. wliicli is tlic first Act of Parliament that mentions the 
licensing or allowing Schoolmasters by the Bishops, and contains 
no express reservation of the Bbhops jurisdiction, so that die 
right use of theee Statutes is to enforce by temporal penalties aucb 
persons to qualify themselTcs by lycenses, who did not so much 
Talne Ecdesiastical censures as to denst for them. As was the case 
of the Roman catholicks at the time the Statute was made, which 
gave encouragement also to people to inform against those who 
maintain'd sueh disafFected unhcensed Sclioolmastcrs. Now 'twill 
be ver\' hard ihut those very Statutes, whicii weredesign'd to ron- 
firni and make more effectual the old Ecclesiastical Law, should 
now be made use of to deprive us of our Jurisdiction. But that 
has all along been a misfortune upon our i uurls ; tiiere scarce ever 
was a Statute made relating to any thing of spiritual cognisance, 
tfao never so carefully wor^d, but there have been occasion taken 
from them to grant Ftohibitions^ and put other difficulties upon 
us. Tor which reason oar Friends ought lafber to make allow- 
ances for some things they may not think perfectly right in our 
way of proceeding, than to endeavour to reform us by new Acts of 
Parliament. 

As to the other case about the Institution hv the Chancellor to 
the Bishop of Cloyne, I was glad to hear tlie Court of King's 
Bench last Term put off tlic decision of it 'till they were certified 
how the practice had been. Ju&t before I came out of Town, last 
time I was in London, the Gentleman ihat was instituted by the 
Bishop was sent to me (as he said) by my Lord's Gnce ol Canter- 
bury with the following Quseries, which I had amnrer^d before^ 
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but that I have forgot his immc, and know not how to direct to him. 
But seein;^ you nicntinn'il tliis matter, you'l pardon me for trou- 
bling you witii wiiat i had observ'd from the Registers of this 
Buhoprick. 

1. Quaere. ^ Whether power of Institadon be reserved to the 
Bishop in any Patent of Viear General or Chancellor of the 
Diocese of Norwich before the Reformation ? " 

Answer. It is not in any one that I have yet met with. It was 

not reserved then. 

ll^y. Quaere. " Whether the Vicar General or Chancellor be 
** specially empowered by the words of his Commission to 
** grant Institution. Or, whether you find he has exercised 
•* that power without such Licence from the Bisuop 
Answer. I find above twenty Patents of the Bishops of N<Hrwidk 
before the Reformation to tiunr Vicar Qenenlt, in which die 
Vicars General are aulhoria'd to institute by express aod 
special words. 

And I also find that the following Vicars Genoal or Chancellors 
to the Bishops of Norwidi^ «Lercised this power of Instituting 
without special powers in thdr patents so to do.

Considering therefore that almost all the Canonists are of opi- 
nion, that the power of Institution being a matter of Jnstiiia, non, 
gratuB site dispensaiionis'* (as some of them distinguish) does not 
require *'gpeciale MaHdaium/* and fhat in fact so many thousand 
Institulaons have been dispatched by Yicars General not spe- 
dally impowered, I can't but be of opinion, that thb power does 
belong to them " virtute ofiBcii." But then I think on the other 
hand the Bishops always have had^ and by law still have the 
power of making reservations of any part of their Jurisdiction in 
their Chancellors patents. For some of the Canonists talk of 
Vicars General having mandata Umitatay non generalia. *' Quia cum 
Vicariiis accipiat potesiatern ex Commissione Episcopi potest EpiS' 
copm uliqua sibi reservarCy qute alias veriirent in generah mundato 
et illi inierdicere, ne de aliquo negotio ae intromittat,** CapdlA Tolof .

My Lord, Leirester, Jan. 13th, 1709. 

Before I leave this place (where ill healtli has detained me 
Ioniser than T intended) I thought it my duty to return your 
Liordship my acknowledgments for all your favors to me while I 
was hi town ; and, at the same time^ to beg some share in your 
Lordship's memory, and the continuance of your protection. You 
were pleased to promise me your good offices upon oecasioiij 
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which I humbile challenge in two particulars ; one is that you wdl 
tometimM put my Lord Fkesident in mind of me ; the other is, 
that your liordiihip will duly once every yew wish me remoTod to 
Eof^d. In the mean tune, I mutt take leave to Teproach your

Hoe H eomptUar tm^jrttte» omcto reugno, I oouM 
cite several other passages from the same author, to my purpose ; 
and whatever is applyed to Maecenas I will not thank your Lord- 
ship for accepting, because it ia what you have been condemned 
to these twenty years by every one of us, qui se milent ff avoir de 
Vesprit. I have been studying how to be revenged of your Lord- 
ship, and have found out the way. They have in Ireland the 
same idea with us of your Lordship's generosity, magnificence, 
witt, judgment, and knowledge in the enjoyment of life. But X 
shall quickly undeonve tiiem, by letting them plainly know that 
you have neidier Intmst nor Fortune which you can call your 
own; botih haTing been long made over to the CorporadonoC 
deserving Men in want, who have appointed you their advocate 
and steward, which the world is pleased to call Patron and Pro- 
tector. I shall inform them, that my self and about a dozen 
others kept the best table in England, to which because we ad- 
mitted your Lordsliip in common with us, madcYfiu our manager, 
and sometimes allowed you to bring a friend, tlieretore ignorant 
people would needs take You to be the Owner. And lastly, that 
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yoQ are the most injadicioas person alire ; becaose, tho' roa had 
fifty times more witt than all of us tc^ether, you nerer discorer 
the least raloe for it, bat are perpetually coantenancing and en- 
couraging that of others. I could add a great deal more, but shall 
reserve the rest of my threatnings till farther provocation. In the 
mean time I demand of your Lordship the justice of believing me 
to be with the greatest respect.

I CUinot but pity your Lordship*8 misfortune in being a great 
M an, by wBicb disadvuitage you are never qualifyed to receive 
snch Letters m you write ; but instead of tfaem^ onely tedioua ex- 
pressions of respect and-^tstode; wberein yon an geneiaUy 
deceived too: for, I believe it is with Gratitude as intb Lovei, 
the more a roan has of it at heart, he is but the worse at express- 
ing it. Such reflections as these were occasioned by the honor 
of your Lordship's Letter ; and what is yet worse, I am afraid I 
have discovered thro' all your Lordships rivilitves, that I have 
some share in your favor, and God knows \vhat deductions a 
man may draw from thence, tho' he had no Vanity to assist him : 
I ever thougbt it a mighty oversight in Courts to let the hormete 
Aonum, tho homme esprit, and Aomme de Hen, gain ground among 
them> because those qualityes vriU be sure to predominate over 
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bviiiieu and greatness, as they nov do with your Lordship, who 
i^^amst all forms is pleated to ramember a wteas Man at so 
gnat a diatanoe, where it would be pardonable Ibr bh idleat 
friende, and of bis own kvd, to linget him.

Yet for all this. If I had a mind to be malicious, I could make 
a Vanity at your Lordship's expence, by letting People here know 
that I have some share in your esteem. For I must inform you, 
to your great mortification, that your Lordship is universally 
admired by this tastless People. But not to liunilile you too 
much, I find it is for tkj otlier reason, than that for which Women 
are so fund of tiiose tiiey call the Witts, meerly for their reputa- 
tion. They hare heard wonderful! things of your Lordship, and 
Hiey presently ima^ne yon to possess those qualities tbey most 
esteem in themselvea, as the asses did when they discoursed 
sboot Socrstes. For if your Lordship were here in disguise 
perhaps it would be just as if yon sent your pictures and statues 
to a country fair; where one would offer half a crown for a 
piece of Titian to stick on a sign-post, another a shilling for a 
Grecian statue to fright nwav the erows. Which thought I 
have a mind to make into a fable, and putt it on Mr. Addison for 
an old one, in revenge for his putting that of Socrates and the 
Asses upon me, because it scaped bis reading. 

Can your Lordship pardon so tedious a Letter in Flsrliament 
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time. Put it under your couch, I advise you my Lord^ as I 
remember you use to do the dull Poeuis and Pamphlets that 
come out, tUl the end of the Sesnone. Otherwise I shall be 
tempted to laugh irith pride wheii I consider my own power, 
how I was able at this distance to putt a stop to the whole 
course of pnblick business ; how I deferred some new scheme 
for supplying the War in all these exigencies without burthening 
the subject; how I suspended some Law wherein the welfare of 
ten Millions wn*; concerned ; and how I withheld the Peace of 
Kurope for four minut-es tof^cther. 

Yet all these are tririt s m comparison of having such a Solli- 
citor as your Lordship, of wliich I will make this use, that if you 
think this gentle winter will not carry oS Dr. South, or that his 
remticm b not to be compassed; your Lordship would please to 
use your credit that, as my Lord Sommers thought of me last

The highest 
or last stone, on the top of the lantbom of St. Paul's Cathedral, was laid by him.

In 170& b« «m pretwnted by Jetiu CoU^ 
in that UiilT«ntt7 to tiie Viemgo of Sw w n m y la Ciinbii4s"*U>*; ^ 17*1 **■ 
cboitti Arabic Professor. Hia literary labours were numerous. Amongst them it 
may he sufficient to mention his "History of the present Jews," I'Jmo. Lond. 1707 ; 
bis '* History of the Saracens," the first volume of which appeared ia liOd, the second 
In 1718, 8*0.; Us *< Aoeooat oT Sooth Woit BwlMrjr,'* Bvo. Lond. 1713; and Ms 
Translation of the "Sentences of Ali, »on in law of Mahomet," Bvo. Lond. 1717. 
Simon OcUej was ono of thoM persons who are so unfortunate as to a^cct e cono m y.

I cannot possibly expresseit. A friend of mine shew'd me a letter, 
part of the contents of which were, " Tliat Professor Ockley had 
*' given such extreme offence by some uncourtly answers to some 
** Gentlemen at my Lord Treasurers Table, that it would be in 
** vain to make anv further applit ati m to him." 

My Lord, it IS impossible ior me to recollect at this distance of 
time. All tJiat I can say is this: That as on the one side, for a man 
to come to his Patrons Table irith a design toafiront ather him or 
his fiiiend^ supposes him apeifect Natoral ; a meer Idiot : so on 
tlie other side^ it would be extreme severe^ if a person whose Edu- 
cation was far distant from the po l i t e ne ase of a Ck>urt» should, 
upon tiie aG<K)unt of an unguarded expression^ or some little inad- 
vertency in his behaviour, suffer a capital sentence. Which is my 
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case, if I have forfeited your J^ordahips favour^ which God 

forbid. 

That man is involved in double ruine, that is not only forsaken 
by his friend, but (whicli is the unavoidable consequence) exposed 
to the malice and contempt nut only of enemies, but what is still 
more grierous, of all sorts of fools. 

It is not die Talent of every wdl meaning man to convene 
iritfa his superiors vrith due deconun. For other when he reflects 
upon the vast distance of thdr Station above his own, he is struck 
dumb and almost insensible; or else their condescension and 
Courtly behaviour encourages him to be too fiuniliar. To steer 
exactly between these two extremes requires not only a good 
intention, but presence of mind 8- long custom. 

Another article ni ray friends letter was, "That some body had 
informed your Lordship that I was a very Sot." When first I 
had the honour to be known to your Lordship, I could easily fore-> 
see that there would be persons enough that would envy me upon 
that account^ and do what in them lay to traduce me* Let Haman 
enjoy new ao much himaelf, it ia all nothing; it doea him no 
good tiUpoor Mordecai is hanged out of his way. 

But I never feared the bebg censured upon tliat account. Here 
in the University I converse with none but persons of the most 
distinguished reputations both for learning and virtue ; tind reeeive 
from them daily as great marks of respect rind esteem as a man 
can possibly desire ; which i should not have if that imputation 
were true. It is most certain that I do indulge myself tlie free- 
dome of driiiking a cheerfull cup at proper seasons among my 
firiends; but no otherwise than is done by thonaands of honest 
men, who never forfeit their character 1^ it. And whosoever 
doth no more than ao, deaervea no more to be called a sof^ than a 
man that eata a hearty meal would be willing to be called a 
Glutton. 

As for those detractors, if 1 have but the least assurance d your 
Lordships favour, I can very easily despise them. They are Noti 
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eontmure fruget; they need not tnmUe themselTes about what 
other people do; for, whatever they eat and drink, it U only 

robbing the poor. So, bej^ng your Lordships pardon, and 
resigning myself entirely to your goodnesse, I conclude this neoes* 
sary Apology with what I said to our President, Dr. James, some 
years ago, upon some such like provocation ; that I would be 
content he should take my character from any person that had a 
good one of his own.

My Lordj 

When I had die honour to see your Lordsblpi you did me the 
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favour to subscribe fur the History of Ilertfordsliire I was doins^. 
It hath been some time published and advertized to be delivered 
by Mr. Richardson, Printer, in Salisbury Court. Amongst such 
a crowd of Advertisenifflite it hath been oyerlooked, or tlie paper 
never aeen by some Geotlenien that have subacribed, which made 
me take the fireedom to give your Lordship this account. 

I have been since about another work in which I should take it 
as a great favour to liave your Lordships judgment. The Itine* 
rary of Antoninus I find all authors makii^ free with, condemn- 
ing it for biandffls^ and altering figures as suits best with their 
schemes. 

TTHving; tried it in many Counties, I found the Miles tliere set 
down answer every where to our computed ones : and that tiiey 
will not answer to Italick or any other measure whatsoever, being 
different in difeent Counties, and at different distances from 
London. 

If this one ^fficulty be got over that ihe Romans so fsmons for 
exactness should make their measures unequal, there will be a 

foundation to try what can be made of our present computation. 
If Saxons or Normans had set our Miles for us^ there might 

have been the same objection. 

It's plnin they flid not set them, because they have been as they 
are fver since the Itonian times. 

As I find they answer to the Countrys Computation, and tiiat 
for half England I am sure of the fact, the next thing is to find a 
reason of the Romans contenting themselves with such uncertain 
unequal measure. 

I presume then that they took the British measure as they 
found it And as Britain had been under different Rq^i, their 
customs were different. We hare at this day a difierent Busbelf 
GaHon, Stone, in different parts of England. 

They took the antient nnmes of Rivers and Provinces, only 
latinizing them. And mi'^lit hy leaving the Britons to tlioir 
antient measure, be better understood by them, and liave tlieir

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directions better followed than if they liad imposed a more exact 
method to which the natives were strangers. 

I have gone through above twenty Countieiy and £nd the Sta» 
tioDS aooording to the Itinerary, reckoning lite miles always aa the 
Cotmtry reckona them. Una U a sort of demonatiation that the 
Romans \^eiit In- our computed milea. And I hare recoyered 
many stationa by thia method, which were never tolerably acoonnted 
for before. 

My method hns been to publish an Account of the Roman An- 
tiquities of those Counties in a single Parnj^iilet. The tirst was 
upon Kent, Sussex, and Surrey: the second upon Middlesex, 
Kssex, and vsulfolk : the third, which about tins time in pub- 
Uibed, hath Norfolk, Cambridgeshire, Huntingdonshife. Theae 
aie printed by Waldioe against the Royal Exchange* I don% 
know whether yonr liordsbip hath seen any of them i if not, I will 
order them to be aent to your JLordahip* 

I have by me materials for tweh'e Counties more. The fourth 
part will contain Lincolnshire, Nottinghamshire, Rutland. I do 
occasionally treat ol Sazon or Norman Antiqmties if I find any 
thing new. 

The Diocese of Sidnacester I am not satisfied in from our com- 
mon accounts. That it was join'd to Dorchester I make no 
question, but Ijclieve it extended farther than the present Lind- 
sey, indeed to the whole County ; and that Lindissa signified 
Lbodlnshire, as did FnmndA LindifttPonmiy in which the f is mis- 
taken lor dies.

I hope you will excuse the trouble I am about to i^vc you. It 
is the opinion of the soundness of your judgement that brings it 
upon you. 

I am desirous of knowaig your opinion concerning the Epistles 
ascribed to St. Ignatius. 
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I will first inform you, that I have read Daillce, Pearson, and 
lately Larroque, who treat profeaaedly of die genmneness of tbese 
Epistles. I have also myself made a pretty exact comparison of 
the smallor and larger Epistles : and upon that comparison am 
fully perswadcd, that the larger Epistles are an interpolation of 
the smaller, and not the smaller an abridgement of the larger. 

The only question therefore that remains with roe is about the 
genuineness of the smaller : about which I have only some 
doubts, but am not positive. I am in a wavering condition. But 
it is of i!ti]H)rtanrp in my design to come to a fixed determination, 
if possible, fonccrnuig such early Christian writers. 

It is not the design of this request to put you on the trouble of 
a particular enquiry about this matter. But only to entreat the 
favonr of your thoughts about this question, provided you have 
already considered it. 

Any one may be senrible tliat, as I am now defending Chris- 
tianity, the more antient Authors there are who bear testimony to 
it, the greater is the advantage to me. So that, if I have any pre- 
judices in this question, they must lye in favour of the genuine- 
ness of these Kpistles, But I endeavour to preserve a perfect 
impartiality in my mind : and I am earnestly desirous, tliat every 
author I quote should possess only that authority which is justly 
due to him.

John Hales of the city of Bath, M. A. was admitted Fellow of 
Eton College .Mth May 1613. 
lie was also Caaoii of W indsor. 

Richard Penwame I find chosen into the College in bis stead, 
the 30th of May 1651. There is no notice in Miy of our Books or 
Papers of his Expolsion or the causes of it. He mentions it in 
his will to he an unjust and causeless Eztnirion from his College. 
Our Trndition is that he was turned out hecause he wou'd not 
take the Engagement. 

He liv'd about five years after this in an House in Eton with 
Mrs. Hannah Dickenson, relict of Mr. John Dickenson, whom he 
also made his Executrix for her kind n i < ption of him after his 
unjust and causeless Extrusion. It is writ on his Tomb in the 
Church yard; that he died May 165fi. But at first there was no 
Date on the Tomb, and this has been added within this six years, 
when tihe Tomb was wder^d to be r^air'd. I have some doubt 
whether he died that year or no. I think I have heard it put later $ 
thm is nothing bnt tradition for it in this or that, for in those 
T^es of Conforion the register was not k^ regularly.

me any honour.

Dear Sir> What I wiit on the other leaf is all that I can say 
mill certainty; the very little I have to add concerning this ever 
memorable roan, of what I have pick'd up from those I have con- 

verf'(! with, 1 fear will make you think me not worthy of succeed- 
in- into fhose very Chambers that Mr. Hales li\-'d in ricnr an 
Hundred \-v:its ago, of which the Chimney Piece with his Anns 
(a Chevron between 3 Lionels) carv'd on it is a proof, and which 
I carefully preserve in memory of him. I have heard he was a 
strong CalTinist, till, going into Holland with Iiord Gwltoiij he 
heard Episoopios. After that, as he need to say, he bid John 
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CalTui good night. He is supposed to have been brought in 
Fdloir on the Tecommendation of Sir H. Sanll^ that learned 
Frovost of our College, who iraployed him in the Eton edition of 
Chrysoatom's Works, and, as is said^ used to call him his B'xhUo- 
theca ambutans. Lord Clarendon, in his Momnn of his own 
Times, a«; tlic late Dr. Clark of Oxford told me, gives tliis Cha- 
racter of iuni, that he was one of the lest men in Europe, with 
the most learning. By his Will he gives all his Latin and Greek 
Books to John Salter, Esquire, of Uitchins (if I read it right) ; his 
English to his Executrix, from whom they came to old Mansfield 
who lived where Dr. Snapes house stands. It is supposed there 
were many of his Writings among tiiem ; but they were, after the 
old man's death, dispersed and lost.

Professor Ward, beside the Allectus ia gold described by Bandori, knew but of three 
oihw cxemplan fai Hib eoontry, namely, Mr. SdatiilU*!, vliM* oirftt 1m liad iNMrrowsd, 
tiM then late Earl of Oxfonrs, and Dr. Mead's. 

WTiat became of Mr. Sainthill's coin the present Editor is unable to say. Dr. 
Mead's was purchased at the sale of bis Museum for £il by th« Duke of Devon-

broke, and is engraved in the Xuraiamata Pembrochiana, tab. 38.

Sir, 

History acquaints us with little more concembg AUectus, than 
that he was the chief officer under Carauslufl. wliom Diocletian 
the Emperor had appointed governonr of flu north-west parts of 
Gaul, but afterwards suspecting him, designed to have taken him 
off. Carausius, bemg a])prized of this, revolted, and secured to 
himself not only these countries, but likewise the Island of Bri- 
tain, which, upon a peace that Ibllowedy were given up to him. 
These he hdd seven years, and was then faarbaronsly mtifdered

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by ASktStcmf bis Lieutenant in Britain; wlio, after lie had kqit 
poeseasion of the laland lJuree yean, was himself defeated and 
killed by Asdepeodotaa, an offieer of the Emperor Gonstantini 
ChloruB. 

Upon the best inquiry I have been able to make, I can meet 
with no aooonnt of more than one gold coin of Allectus, beside 
those three in the Cabinctjj of tlie late Earl of Oxford, Dr. Mead, 
and your own. This fourth, as described by Bandurius, differs 
from all the rest, as tliey do from each other, having in the front 
the head of AUcctus, with the letters imp. c. allectvs p. p. 
Avo. and on the reverse a female figure in a standing posture, 
holding a serpent in her right hand, and a patera fai her left, with 
the l^end salvs avo. and ml in the exergue. It is remarkable 
in Dr. Mead*s> that the letters imp. c. are wanting before tilie 
name allbctvs ; and the female figure on the rsverse holds a 
Victory in her right hand, with the legend spes avo.^ Wbetiier 
the c after ihp in the others was designed for Cmtar or a praeno- 
mfn, T cannot venture to assert, since Bnndurius seems at an 
uncertainty by putting the points after that letter ; tliough Mr. 
Selden imkn i! writes him expressly Caius ^iUeciuSf but by what 
authority 1 know not. See his Mare Ciai/sinny lib. ii. c. 25. 

Besides this gold coin of AUectus, we iiave in Bandurius three 
sihrer (wes, and upwards of twenty in brass, mostof therndfiffBrNit 
in some respects; and some of the brass ones have the name 
ALBCTVS with one l only. But none of them sgree either witii 
t]ie figure or legend upon the reverse of youis. And though I

This description may seem to agree with yours, except the a on 
the right side of the area, which is not tliere, and that the letters 
ML are not mentioned, which yours has in the exergue.

Dear Sir, 

In one of the Notes which you favored me with, you say that 
Roman masters had the powers of life and death over their slaves 
tiii the time of Anioninus Pius, who, by his Constitution, in tome^ 
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measure restrained it. But Spartiaii saya, that Adrian took away 
that power over Servants. Servos a dominis occidi vetuit, et 
jussit damnari per judices, si digni essent." Spart. Adrian. Cces. 
cap. xviii. p. 1G9. And in the margin is a Note of Casaubon. 
Caius Institution, tit. iii. " Si servus dignum morte crimen admi- 
scrit, iis judicibus, quibus publici officii potestas commissa est, 
tradenduR est, ut pro suo crimine puniatur." 

But what affects me most is what Spartian says of Adrian, be- 
cause he was before Antoninus Pius : and therefore seems to con- 
tradict what you say of that power subsisting till Antoninus. 

I must therefore entreat the favour of some elucidation from 
you, relating to this difficulty. A line or two by penny post will 
oblige.

Professor Hoard's Reply to Dr. Lardner, on the power of 

lioman Masters.

Reverend Sir, 

I cannot at present exactly remember in wliat manner I ex- 
pressed the Note you had from me relating to the power which 
by the Roman Laws were granted to Masters over their Slaves ; 
as those Notes were written in some haste to comply with your 
time. But so far as I can recollect, I ascribed the time, when the 
power of life and death was intirely taken out of their hands, to 
the reign of Antoninus Pius. For the proof of which I cited Just. 
L. i. t. 8. § 2. de his qui sui vel alieni juris sunt, where you have 
the constitution of that Emperor relating to that affair, taken from 
Ulpian and inserted FF. 1. i. tit. 6. 1. 2. cod. Several laws indeed 
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bftd been made by some preceding Emperors, for restfuning the 
.cnidty of masters towards tbeir servants ; but I find none more 
early in the CotjnUf which entirely deprives them of the power of 
life and death in all cases* Indeed U^ian adds in the place above 
referred to, Divus etiarn Hadrianus Umhriciam quondam tHatronam 
m gvinquennmm relegavit, quod ex kvusimis causis anciUas atrociS' 
fime iractastet. But that pnssage seems to respect that j)art of the 
constitution of Antoninus which immediately precedes, where it is 
said, Sed dominorum interest, ne auTtliwn contra savitiam vel fa- 
mem, vel intolerabilem injnriam deneyetur m qui juste deprecantur. 
Against each of whicli there had been parUcular laws made by other 
£mperor8. 

As to the words you produce from Casanbon's notes upon Spar- 
tian in vit. Adrian, c. 18. namely^ ^ mtvus di^mm morte crimen 
admiserit, He /ndteHue, quibue publici officii potettat comueea at, 

tradendus eet, tU pro erimine puniatur; they prove nothing of 
themselves, as they give no intimation of the time to which they 
refer. Besides they arc not Caius's own words, but those of his 
epitomizer. His own words are in 1. i. § de his qui sui, ike. cited 
above; from whence they are transcribed into the liistitutcs, and 
make part of the section before referred to, which expressly as- 
cribes that law to Antoninus, under whose reign Caius lived. What 
is here said will appear plainer by consulting Caii InstituL 1. i. tit. 
3. § l.as pubtishfiMl in Scholtingii Jinispradratia vetasAnt^ustin. 

It is true, indeed, that Spartaan in his life of Adnan^ speaking of 
him, says, Servoe a dominie occidi vetuitj eosque jussii damnafiper 
Jud&cea, si diffni eeeent, cap. 18. But if Adrian had really made 
such a law, it seems very stran2:e, that neither Caius, who lived so 
near the time, nor Ulpian, who flourished under Sevcrus, should 
mention it, when they were professedly treating upon this sub- 
ject : and that wc should hear nothing of it, but from an historian 
who lived as late as the reign of Diocletian, almost an bimdred 
years after Ulpian : nay further, that Justinian should afterwards 
take no notice of it in his Inatitatei^ and mention only that of An* 
toninus. 
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I cannot ftotfoie but tupeel^ that Spartian waa nuatakao, and 
aaeribed diat to Adrian which helonged to his snaeeaaor. Tboqgh 
to avoid any objection, yon may, if yoa please, add somediing to 
this purpose : " However, if we may credit Spartian, the sama 
thing bad been before enjnined by bis immediate predecessor 
Adrian. His words are lliese : F^fn-fjji a dominis occidi vetmt, et 
Jugsit duiunart per jndices, si dnjin es^ent. In vit. Adrian, c 18/* 
It m&y he worth while to consult Vianius upun the section of the 
Institute cited above : which I had done myself, but that my (^py 
haa bam Inr aoma tima in die hands of a lirieBd who la out of 
town.

Dr. Thomas Sharp to Dr. Birch, with various particulars Arch- 
bishop Tilloiaon's Li/e and Family.

Rev' Sir, Durli fim, Nov. 7'''j 1751. 

Last post brought me the favour of yours of llie 2*^ inst^, and I 
do with great readiness impart wlmL my Papers will affor d con- 
oeming that great and good man whose life you iiave undertaken. 
He was my Oodfatho*, and in oonaideration of my relation to 
him in that leipect, aa well aa for other and more weiglity reasons, 
I am bound to pay all respect to hia memory. And I wish I had 
more materiala for your asiiatance than I haves but what I have 
I freely send you as follows. 

Mr. Josepli Tillotson, the Doctor's brother, was a wet and dry 
Salter, or oil-drawer in London. My grandfather Sharp was of 
the same trade in Bradford, Yorkshire. My father, returning 
out of Yorksliire into Sir Heneage Finch's family (then Solicitor 
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General), with a bill drawn on Mr. Joseph HUotson^ happened to 
meet with Dr. Tillotson at Mr. Joseph's house ; who^ finding Mr. 
Sharp to he his countryman and a ynunc^ rlerorvnian setting out 
into the world, did out of his usual goodness and courtesy take 
particular notice of him ; and after some conversation gave hira 
(Mr. S.) leave to come freely to his house whenever he would, 
and to have recourse to him as often as he thought it might be 
aemeeable to him. My father (when Mr. S.) judged this a most 
faicky interview, and thought himself Ueasod in ao TslaaUe an 
aeqoaintanee ; and ever alter apohe with pleaanre of thia incident. 
And here began a firm and hurting friendship hetween tbem, 
improved by an intimate conversation for many years, and 
cemented hy repeated retTirns of f3;ood offices to each other. 

Of these ctit cts of tlieir friendship, I presume none can be 
worthy my communicating bat such as may not seem unworthy 
to be inserted in his life. 

In the same year that my Father succeeded Dr. 'Hllotsoa in the 
Deanery of Canteibury, via. 1689, when the Prolocutor of the 
Convocation waa to he chosen, and at a very onlieal timci, vis* 
for tibe execution of the Eodesiastieal Commission, Bus, my &(her 
moved for Dr. Tillotson to be the man ; but it was carried for Dr. 
Jane ; which was tiionght one reason why that important Gom^ 
mission fail'd of success. This was Nov. 21, 1G89. 

But I should first have mcntion'd that it was thro' my Father's 
interest with and application to the Lord Charu rllur Nottingtuun, 
tlmt Dr. Tillotson ohtaiti'd his residentiarv^^Lip of St. Pauls. 

On the other hand, Dr. TiUutsoii was the man who form'd and 
contrived the opeifient for removing K. VnUiam'a displeasnre 
oonceived i^ainst my Fallier, and who seems also to have had n 
prindpsl hand in pvomoltog my father to the see of Torfc. 

The caae atood thus. The King had been pleased to mention 
my &ther as a proper person to succeed in some of the Bishop- 
ricks vacated by the deprivation of the Nonjur. Bbhop'?. Two or 
three were proposed to him. Narwieh in particular waa pressed 
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by Dr. Tillotson, as the place which he thought would be most 
acceptable. But my father absolutely declin*d to aocept any of 
them. Not out of any scruple of Gonicienoe (for lie could not 
under radi a acraple have either made a return of ^bm Coog^ 
d'elire for the election of Dr* TiUotaon to Canterbury^ which he 
did as Dean thereof, nor could lie have infiiBr^d himself to have 
been conaecrated by Dr. Tillotson, as he was scon after), but out 
of a particular friendship and esteem he had for the persons 
deprived. This, however, greatly displeased the KXag, and be 
seem'd to be no longer thought of. 

While he was in this situation, Y>r. Tillotson came to his house, 
and told him that since he had so obstinately refused taking any 
of the vacant Bishopricks, he had thought of an expedient to 
bring him off with the Kng; which was that he ahould promiae 
to accept the Aidibishopridc of York when it feU, aa Dr. Tenni- 
aon ahould take linoohi. He told him at the same time how all 
the vacant Biahopricka were designed to be disposed of : that he 
had fliought of thia thing as he came from Whitehall to his house, 
directed him to go and acquaint my Lord Nottingham with this 
scheme, and if his Lordsliip approved of it, he (Dr. T.) would go 
himself and propose it to the King on the Monday following. 
Tliis was on Friday April 24th, 1691. On the Monday, according 
to his engagement, he acquainted His Majesty witli what had 
passed between Dr. Sharp and himself, and fixed the thing. And 
on tlie next Council day, in the middle of the same week^ the 
King declared in Council who should fill the vacant Seea, and 
who should succeed into York and Lincob when they M. 

I have no iamily Anecdotes of AbP Tillotson, tho* his name 
frequenHy occurs in the Diary as a vintant ; in exchange of pulpits, 
and offices of private friendsbipi aa my fathers marriage by him, 
and his being sponsor for mc, ^r. But there is one particular 
which 1 thought proper to insert in my MS. Life of my Father, 
v hich I will transcribe for your use if you judge it any ways 
material. 
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^ In tiie former part of this year l€SB Dr. Sharp and his friend 
Dr* TiUotaon had a good deal of trouble on tiieir hands, and no 

small share of their time taken up with a tmst they were engaged 
in by Alderman Ask, who, dying and leaving considerable effects, 
had made them joint Executors of his Will, and made the Haber- 
dashers' Company his heirs. AnH among several other Legacies 
had left each of the Executors £200, and jC400 to 20 such poor 
Clergymen as thev should numinate. The Executors were so 
prudent as to let the Agents of the Company (whu^e concern in 
this Btttter was tlie grestest) hare the custody of all the ready 
money and bonds that were foond bdonging to the deceased. Or 
at least they were put into some common hand, trusted by both 
parties, till the Will was completely executed. Nor was there 
any thing transacted relating to this Trust from the time tibat the 
Will was open'd to the time of their surrendering all thor concerns 
into the hands of the Company, but in the presence and with the 
advice and ronspnt of the Deputies of the Company, particularly 
Sir Thomas Vernon and Mr. Mould; which latter kept the 
Accounts of all things done in this affair. 

** This caution of theirs proved afterwards of great use, by ena- 
bling Uiem to give foil nMtt&im to aom^ who bad soqieeted, upon 
fiilse suggestions made to them, that tiie Ezeeutors had disposed 
of some of the Alderman's dfects before they ddiyered in the sche- 
dules to the Company. And this being suggested at a time when 
they were both Metropolitans, would have been something more 
than a blot upon their private characters, had they not had sufficient 
evidences to recur to of their great care and honesty in the ma* 
nagement of the aforesaid Trust." 

The following story was told me by. Dr. Green, Vicar of St. 
Martin's many years ago. 

A Gentleman whose name I have forgot, was paying his com- 
pliments to AbP Tillotson soon after his promotion to Cant. While 
they were together alone, a parcel was brov^h^ sealed and directed 
to His Graoe. Upon openiog of which there was a Mask en^

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closed, but nothing wrote. The Archbishop, without any signs of 
emotion, threw it carelessly among his papers on the Table, and 
on ibe Gentleoiui expressing great anrpme snd indignatiim at the 
affinm^ Hii Giaoe amiled and said* ^t was a gentie rebuke if 
oompaied vitii eofiie ofbera that lay there in black and whiter 
pointing to the papera on theTable. 

This was told me as an inatanc^ and was a great ooey of his 
sweet and mild temper. 

T have but one Letter of Arc)ibi«5lu>p Tillotsons, which T enclose 
herewith. It is in answer to an application of my l^'atliers to itini, 
for advice liow to proceed with a Dissenter m lus Diocese, who, 
under pretence of sheltering himself under the Act of Toleration, 
had set up an Academy, and was complained of to him by the 
Clergy of Craven^ in a fonnal Petition^ to bave bia Academy sup- 
posed. As it is the only Letter I have of bis Grsee of CSant. I 
shall beg you will be so good as to return itto me at yo«r hnsore* 

You have now all the little particulars relating to Dr. TQlotsott^ 
which my Lord of Oxford took notice of in reading my MS. Life 
of ray Fatlier : and to which he refePd in speaking to you of 
that work. I fear they will be of little use to you ; and I wish it 
were in my power to serve you further; n inemhring the ol)liga- 
tions you laid me under this time twelvemonth in taking care of 
my papers on Elohim, &c.

of puMiahing tlie Antitjoities of Athens and its neighbourhood; the other to the con- 
tinuation of diMOteriea at HercidiMnai. Daring bb tnrcb Mr. HoUii made a oonri- 
dermble CoDsction of Antiqnitioa ; some of which be gave to the British Museum. His 
character was marked by nn ardent love of liberty, in the upholding of which, and in 
doing honor to its champions, be spent a large portion of his fortune. He died Jan. 1, 
1774. 

Dear Sir^ 

Aooording to the promite which I made when in En^and, of 
acquainting yon with anf Uiing that fell in my way abroad that I 
ahoiild think worthy of your notice, I take the liberty of sending 
yon the present Letter, with the enclosed Proposals, and account 

of a Sclienie for takinc;; and piihlishing the Antiquities existing at 
Athens and its neighourhood, ike. tkc. by Mr. Stuart and Mr. Rivet, 
Englishmen, and painters and architects. Mr. iSiuart and Mr. 
Bivet are both of them young men of about thirty years of age, 
who have been, aa I am infoimed, in Italy, and chiefly at Rome, 
upwards of ten years, wheio they applied themaelvea closely to 
lliar atadiesy and wlwre Mr* Stuart in particular distingoisbed 
himself in divers respects, among olliers by a Treatise which he 
wrote upon Obelisques, (dedicated to the now Marqoia of Rock* 
iogham,his great patron,) which was thought a very inp^enious per- 
formance. Near a year since they came to Vrnirr. intendinii; to 
have g(Mie from thence at that time into Greece, but could not 
meet with a fit opportunity till about a month ago, when (together 
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with an under-assistant) they embarqued aboard an English vessel 
for Zant, in the way to Athens. When they went away^ they ima- 
gined it would take them up about eight months to execute what 
k to be done in Attica; butas they are men of the greatest aocit- 
racy and exactness, and Uiat &ey may find ont more matter than 
as yet they can be informed of, it is probable it wUl take up a 
longer time. If they can enjoy their healths there, and they exe- 
cute this first scheme without interruption from the Turks (of 
which there is some danger, notwithstanding that they have re- 
commendatory Letters to all the principal persons of the places 
where they arc to go to, and that thev are furnished with the Grand 
Signor's firman, which Mr. Porter our ambassador obtained for 
them,) it is not imposidhle that they may be tempted afterwards 
to take Plans of some other eonsidersble Antiquities that are in 
other parts of Greece. It is very desirable that Mr. Stuart and 
Mr. Rivet should go through with tfaeb Design in its most exten- 
sive manner^ because they are believed in all reflects equal to 
the work, especially since what they have done at Pola, and 
because however beautiful aTid considerable these Antiquities 
are, yet the Designs that have been taken of them hitherto, have 
been rather Sketches, they say, than accurate jmd exact Plans 
such as theirs will be. Here at Venice they were much taken no- 
tice of, and encouraged in their undertaking by the Resident, Sir 
James Gray, and the Consul^ Mr. Smith, who are both of them 
ingenious and lesmed Gentlemen^ and by the English gentlemen 
in general that passed this way, who have given their names to the 
Work; and they have likewise had promises of subscriptions, 
when they take them in in form, from seversl people of the first 
distinction in Italy. As it is possible you may not yet have heard 
of this undertaking even G:enerally, and as it is probable that you 
have not seen the particulars of it, T could not forbear writing to 
you concerning; it. uwd desiring for you, of M' Stuart, the inclosed 
scheme of it, imagining it would not be unacceptable to you, and 
I am certain if, upon knowing of it, you should be willing to enter 
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into a correspondence with Mr. Stuart in respect to it, he would 
think it an honor, and much to his advantage. In case that will 
be agreeable to you, you will pleaw to direct to him at Soaeph 
Smitii, Esq. His Britannic Majesty's Consul at Venioe, who will 
forward the Letter, there being contannally Vessels gobg from 
thence into Greece. 

Thank God ! I made the Tour of Germany in perfect health, 
but was somewhat hurried through it on account of the winter, 
which made me suffer some hardships. I came to this City about 
ten weeks ago, where I should not have staid so long a time, had 
I not been unwilling to set out again in the midst of the winter 
season. Tomorrow I leave this place and set out for Naples, by 
the way of Ferrara, Bologna, Ancona, Loietto, Bomei for about rix 
wedu $ dien I propose to return to Bom^and am as yet uncertain 
whether I shall pass the next winter in Italy, or be upon the return 
home by Spain and Portugal ; but I rather incline to believe I 
shall stay it ni Italy. If I should meet with any other thing in 
my Travels that I should think would be agreeable to you to be 
acquainted with, I will be sure to let you know it ; or if you will 
please to inform me how I may be useful to you in any shape, I 
shall do it with a very great pleasure. My iuidrcss is at Edward 
Allen, Esqi^*, b>« Britannic Majesty's Consul at Naples, and at 
Mr. Girolttno Beuoni's^ at Rome. I am with great reqiect and 
esteem.

"There is perhaps no part of Europe more dcserveiUy excites 
the Curiosity and Attention of the lovers uf Pulitc Literature 
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than tiie Ptrcnrince of Attica, and in particokr AiheuB its capital 
City ; whetker we reflect on the figure it makes in Hiatoryy on 
aoooont of Uie eioeUent Men it liaa prodnoed, or wliellier we con- 
sider the ntimber of Antiquities stiD remaining ther^ monnments 
of tiie good sense and elevated genius of the Athenians^ and the 
most perfect Modds of what Is excellent in Scolptore and Aidbi> 
tecture. 

'* Many Authors have mentioned these remains of Antiquity-, as 
Works of great magnificence, ind most exquisite taste; but liieir 
Descriptions are so confused, atiJ tbeir Measures so inarcurate, 
that the most expert Architect couid uot from these Books form 
an ides distinct enough to make exact Drawings of any one build- 
ing tiiey describe. Their works seem rather Balwilated to rsiae 
our sdnHistiott dian to sstiafy onr canonty, ot improve oar 
taste. 

^'Boniey who boirowed her Arts snd firequently her Artifioers 
from Greece, has by means of Serlio^ FaUadio, Santo Bartoli, and 

other ingenious men, preserved the memory of the mostexodlent 

Sculptures, and magnificent Edifices which once adorned her ; and 
though some of the originals are since destroyed, yet the memory, 
the exact form of these things, nay the Arts themselves seem 
secured from perishing, since the industry of these men have 
dispersed examples of them through all the Polite Nations of 
Sorope. 

''But Athens, the mother of Elegance and Politenessy whose 
msgnifioence searce yielded to that of Bome^snd who for die 
beautiea of s correct s^le must be allowed to surpass her, as 

much as an original excels a copy, has been ahnost entirely 
neglected, and unless exact drawings from them be speedily made^ 

all her beauteous Fabricks, lier Temples, her Theatres, her Palaces 
will drop into oblivion, and Posteritv will have to reproa -li us, 
that we have not left them a tolerable idea of what is so excellent, 
and so much deserves oiur attention. The reason indeed of this 
n^lect is obvious.

Gfeeoe^ amoe the BenvMl of the Arte> has been in ttiepooaet- 
tion of Berbarians. And Aitifioers capable of aucb a Work have 
been able to gndify thdr paanon for fune or profit witiiout riak- 

ing themselves among such profeased enemiea to the Arts, as the 
Turks still are, and whose ignorance and jealoaajmaike aa Under- 
taking of this sort still somewhat dangerous. 

" While those Gentlemen who have travelled there, though some 
of them have been abundantly furnished with Literature, yet have 
not any of them been sufficiently conversant with Painting, Sculp- 
ture, and Architecture, to make their Books of .sucli general use, 
or even entertainment to the PaUio, aa a man more acquainted 
iprith those Arte mi^t do $ for tdie best verbal Deaeriptions can- 
not be anppoaed to convey ao adequate an idea of the magntfioenoe 
and el^anoe of Buildings, the £ne form, expreaaion or proportion 
of Scnlptuies, the beauty or variety of a country, or the exact 
scene of any celebrated Action, as nniy be formed from Drawings 
made on the spot, measured with the greatest aconiaey, and deli- 
neated witii the utmost attention. 

" We doubt not but a Work so much wanted will meet with the 
Approbation of all those Gentlemen who arc lovers of Antiquity, 
or have a taste for what is excellent in these iVrts, as we are as- 
sued tiiat those Artists who aim at perfection must be infinitely 
more pleased, and better inatmeted, tiie nearer they can dm,w their 
ezamplea from the fountain-head. 

" It is proposed to divide this book into three Volumes, the first 
ctf which will consist of Views of the principal Antiquities in their

It is possible nevertheless that, on our arrival there, we shall be 
obliged to omitt some, that by the injuries of TimeM'ill be entirely 
ruin'd, and we may add others of which we cannot yet be sup- 
posed to have any Notice. We shall likewise endeavour, though 
in the concisest manner possible, to illustrate each Print with 
sucli explanations and descriptions as will be necessary to make 
them useful, and intelligible, which will be chicAf done by point> 
ing out the rektion they may hare to the Doctrine of Yitruvins, 
or the Beimplion of Pausanias, Strsbo, &c; 

*' During tlie time we waited at Veoioe for an embarkation to 
Zan^ least so much time should be unemployedt wo resolved to 
make a little voyage to Pola in Istria ; assurinj^ ourselves, on the 
judgemonf of Pnllndii), that \vc sliould find in that plarc some 
Antiquities deserving our notice. *At Pola (says hej in Istria, 
besides the Theatre and Amphitheatre, and an Arch, which are 
most beautiful Buildings, &c. there are on one side of the Piazza 
two Temples,' &c. Archit. lib. 4. ^or -wen we deceived in 
our expectation; for, though Uie Theatre be entirdy destroyed, 
yet tihe Ardi of the Sergei, the outward prednct of an Amphi- 
theatre in esceUent preservation^ and a Temple built in tfao most 
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exquisite taste of the Augustan Aj^c, were sufficient materials to 
keep us continually employed three months, much to our ad- 
vantage and instruction ; for liv discovering the mistalct s \\ hich 
Serlio, PaUadio, and Alutiei have committed in what regards this 
place, we ue oomiDoed of the neoessity of using all our diligence 
in meararing and designing whatoirer AntM|iiitiea may ftU under 
our notice, aa it ia donbtleaa owing to inaecaraqr, and tiie too 
oanorj view which tfaeae great men have bestowed on the Anti- 
quities of I^ la, that they have anooeeded so ill in their lepresen- 
tations of them. They seem neither to have dug, nor to have 
raised the necessary scaffolds. 

It nmv not he amiss before we conclude, to observe that a 
greater number of Examples than those we already have, are ne- 
cessary in order to form a true judgement of the ancient Architec- 
ture -J for though many Treatises on this subject have been pub- 
lished, it cannot be truly said we bnre any AuUior eze^t Dee* 
godetz, on whose authenticity we can entirely depend ; and although 
his Boole contains many excsUent Examples of the Corinthian 
Order, yet unless the CoAiseo and the Theatie of Maroettus can be 
supposed Models fit for our imitation in Buildings of a less gigan- 
tic structurcy he must be allowed very deficient in what regards 
the Doric and Ionic Orders, as he gives us no Temple nf the firsty 
and of the second only that dedicated to Manly Fortmu .

Dear Sir, Genoa, the 25th December 1752. 

The faTor of yovur Letter had been earUer admowledged had it 
not been for the particohr hurry and engagementa that I have 
been in for some time past, and from the knowledge that there 
waa little ^vurthy of your notice to communicate. This latter 
reason still subsists to a degree. However, 1 am determined not 
to delay writing any longer, least you sliould think me too dilatory 
in the pcrf on nance of the promise given in £ngland, which again 
you arc &o obliging to say you should be pleased that I would 
attend to. 

I have denied my friend Camillo Pademi of Portici to give mc 
Mi aentimenta in regard to your Qneriea leapeeting the things 
found and likely to be fiiond in the Herculanenn, From hia 
poKteneaa I expect to hear from him apeedily^ and when I do^ 
you may be eertain of immediately hearing from me. This A,, 
demi ia a aenaible^ ingenioua, and worthy man, m gnat lover of 
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the £ngUsh, the King's principal Dwigmr at the H«real*lietltn, 
and in his nnk a great faTOurite of the King's. Fonnerly he has 
had the honor to have been In oorrespondenoe wilih Dr. Mead. 
In a Letter from him dated in September las^ he wiitest among 

other thing;;, as follows. ^ Know, Sir ! that mnoe your dqwrture 

there has been found among our diggings two most beautiful 
" marble Busts of Greek workmanship and one Bust in bronze, 
"also a marble Vase on which are niiif fissures in relief, besides 
" much Painting and Mosaic work. The King my master has lately 
" sent to bis palace at Portici all those Things which till this time 
" he had kept in Naples, suuie of liiem for many years back. These 
*< consist in many Statues in metal, mmy Vases and Tariovis honse- 
" hold Utensils in metsl, many difoent things in silver, many 
" in gold, Bueh as chains, necUaoes, pendents, btaoelets, ringjs, 
and oiber ornament^ msny gold and silver medals, a very great 
quantity of medsls in bronse, many Cameos and Intaglios, many 
" things in glass, many in terra cottn, much fruit become a kind 
" of charcoal by the lava of the Mountain, and other things. All 
" these, when properly sorted and ranged, will make a carious and 
" very entertaining sight to foreigners, 

*' Among the News that remains to acquaint you with is this, 
" from which i make no doubt you will receive pleasure, that all 
tiiese rare and Tafanble tilings hare been d^Yered np into my 
" eustody, to take care of tiiem and dispose of them in such order 
as I shall apprehmd the most proper. This honor I received of 
** HiB Majesty himself, without having made the least applicacion 
" for it, and in opposition to divers persons who had great in- 
terest with our Princes and other great people. It is true I enjoy 
** no additional salary, yet the post is more acceptable to me than 
** if my usual stipend had been doubled. I am in hopes of shew- 
" ing these things when and to whnm I please, and in such cs.se 
** I design to allot the Feaat-Days for that purpose, so tJiat I may 
be more quiet, and better capable of following my other em- 
** ployment on the common Days.*' 
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To do Meni jnstioey I can add too, Sir, that it is known to a 
Ufw, diat he has heen almost the sole means hj his own judicions 
well-timed raitented insinuations to infloenee his Master to the 

beibremetiticMied right and becoming resolution of forming a GaU 
lery of Antiquities^ in which I take it the Faroese Gallery brought 
from Parma will be included. This point was the more difficult 
to effect, as both King and Queen till this time bare been most 
extravagantly jealous of all these matters, lucking the far greater 
and better part of them up from the sight of every one, &nd almost 
firom the sight of each other. 

Hie extract (rf the above Letter^ it is apprehended, will be far 
more coiious and authentic than any thing which I could write of 
myself oonceming the Hercnlaneum* If notwithstanding you 
should be still inclined to know what so general a remaikor has 
observed of it, in which case you will please to apply to my most 
worthy relation Mr. Timothy HolUs, and he will be so good to 
communicate to you a Letter of mine respecting it dated in April 
last. The same gentleman can also shew you parts of two Letters 
allusive to tlie attem])ts made the beginning of last Summer for 
forming as it was called an English Academy at Rome. In these 
Letters I have pursued the subject with freedom, and wrote of 
things and persons in Ae light in which they appeared to me. 

It is scttosly to be doubted but you have seen Monsagneur 
Baiardi*s two first Books of the Hereulanenm. The third volume 
is ready, but it will not be given out till the fourth Volnme be 
Ukewise finished. In confidence, this Work has not answered 
the expectations of the Public here, as it has e?itored but slightly 
into the subject proposed, and on the contrary has dilated itself 
into foreign and consequently needless digressions. With the 
same confidence it is added that this prelate, though a very learned 
person, yet is not believed to be so deep and well skilled in cer- 
tain parts of Antiquity, as from tiie post in whidi be is might be 
expected. All sgree likewise that the properest person to have 
been at the head of the pursuits of the Hercuhmeuniy whs the 
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Marquis Venufi of Cortona, elder brother to the Abbate Venuti, 
the Pope's Antiquarian at Rome. Some years since he was at 
Naples in expectation of enjoying that honour, but by some in- 
trigue or mieandentaoding, he did not suooeed, to his own and 
the pobUe dieappmntment. 

Moat of the EngHah who have been at Naplea, have obtained 
Monseignenr Buaidi's Book by means of Pludn Panerazi, a 
learned and noble reUgions, who seeks every oppoitanity of bdnf 
serviceable and obliging them. This Father is engaged in a very 
lar^e and very learned work, entitled, " The Antiquities of Sicily 
explained." It is to consist of seven Volumes in Folio. The 
first volume was published last year with great reputation, and a 
second is now going to be pubUshed. Being poor by profession, 
he has been obliged to esrrf on this eipennve Woik by sobsonp* 
tion, a mediod unusual in Italy, and haa met with unoommon 
encouragement, especially from our own countrymen. The latter 
end of Summer he wrote me, that he intended to send a copy of 
the Volume already printed to the Royal Society by the first 
opportunity, as an evidence of his great regard to so learned and 
respectable a body. From him also I have lately heard that they 
still go on to find things at Herculaneum almost dailv, nnd in the 
general more excellent in their si'\ cral kinil.s tliaii lieretofore. The 
place wiierc liicy now dig and liave been digging above these six 
months, is beyond Portici (the place fiist dug at, and where is 
the Theatre), upon memory three or Ibur miles> upon the sea mde» 
near to an old tower, called Toire del Greoo. 

Having sent divers purehases and acquisitions of mine home to 
England^ the last Spring; among them I took the liberty to send 
you a small piece of antient painting found by myself in some 
place or other of my travels ; and Mr. Timothy Hollis has in- 
formed rnc that it has been dchvered. It is hoped the Voyage 
and Climate has not made it scale or fade, and that you will con- 
sider it upon the footing of an Antiquity only. The King of 
Naples is so jealous of these FiintingiB, that he will not part with 
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the least scrap to any OM, notwithstanding that he baa Booma 

full of them. 

More than once I have heard of iStaarts and Rivotts going on 
prns|>erously in Greece, and last week their new Projxisuls were 
sent lue by Mr. Brittinghaui from Rorac. These should certainly 
bare been endoeed to you, bad they not been effectively the same 
«8 the finty thoogh tomewhal more metbodbedt and that hj this 
time fhejmnatbe to be met with in En^nd, Stuart haa seTend 
times acknowledged to his friends here in Italy the many kind 
civilities and asnstsnoea received from Mr. Dawkins. Really they 
deserve mooan^jement, and all those I meety like to that gentle« 
man, are disposed to give it them. 

No one is more sensible than myself to all your obliging kind 
wishes, nor can any one also more heartily desire the prosperity 
of his friends. When at leisure from the laborious and useful 
Work in which you are engaged, it wili be a real pleasure to bear 
from you. In the interim, and always, I am truly,

My Lord Duke, 

Your Grace will be pleased to remember, that in the begiiming 
of July 1760 his late Majesty, in consequence of an application 
to him for that purposo from the Royal Society, most gnuaonily 
ordered a iranant to he immediately made out for the payment to 
them of the sum of eight hun^bed pounds^ towards eiuJ>ling them 
to provide proper Instruments and support the charge of sending 
two peraons to the Island of St. Helena to observe the Tranut of 
Venus over the Body of the Sun, which was to happen on the 6th 
of June following: ■ and at the same time gave directions that an- 
other warrant sliould be made out for the payment to the Royal 
Society of eight hundred more for the like purpose for Bem ooK n, 
as soon as it could be shewn with some degree of certainty that 
the obserrers to he sent to Bencoolen could arrive there in due 
time; which last could not have heen effiBCted^ had not the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admindty, from a desire to oontrihnte all

Tliis entirely rcmored all doubts of the possibility of the two 
observers whom the Society should employ arriving in proper 
time at Bencoolen. And therefore the Society, having received 
the first eight hundred pounds, set about preparing the exprnsivc 
tho* necessary Instruments for both places, and came to an agree- 
ment with four OlMerrerSy two of liiem to make the proper obeer- 
mlione at eadi place, and ipeie at the charge of fitting aU tbe 
Obaerren oat for their respectiiTe TOy agpea s in wUdi, and tiie 
Inttnunenta, thejr eipeoded all the eiglit hnndied poonda which 
thejr had leoeiTed^ notwithatanding they proceeded in tiie whole 
with the greatert frugality possible. 

But the hurry and disorder in Publick affairs, occasioned by 
the very sudden and unexpected demise of the late King, pre- 
vented the Society's making an immediate application for the 
otiicr ciglit liuiidred jjounds which had been conditionally granted 
to them : and though their Observers had drawn upon them for 
some small sums^ they chose rather to pay those draughts out of 
their own Uttie atock, than to apply for the other hmdM 
ponnda till alter the eolemnity of hia Majea^a maniage and Unit 
of their Majeatiei^ coronation, ahoold he paat and entiiely over* 

Therefore had I not been nnfortanately oonfined, I may aay, 
daring the whole of last winter, by suc^^eanve attacks of the gout 
in my feet (from the last attack of which I am far from being free) 
I should in person have waited upon your Grace, to desire you, in 
my own name and that of the Royal Society, to represent our 
case to our Royal and most gracious Patron, whose known Inve of 
science as well as justice will, I am ]»l rsuaded, induce las Majesty 
to order the oilier eigiit hundred pounds lo be fortiiwith paid to 
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the Society^ who have on their part performed, to the ntmoBt of 
their power, the conditions of his late Majesty's grant ; for our 
Observers ronld rertahily have reached Bencoolen in due time, 
had not the Sea-horse, on board of which ship they were, unfortu- 
nately received so niueh damage in an engagement with a French 
ship as to be obliged to return to Plymouth, where it took up 
some time to refit her for her voyage. But, even after that, our 
Observers mig^t have got to Bencoolen soon wnough, had not 
that place, as they w«re truly infurmed during their voyage, been 
then actually in the hands of the French. This rendered it neces- 
sary lor them to land at the Cape of Good Hope^ where they built 
a proper observatory^ and made many very good and useful obser- 
vations.* 

Some of our Observers are now returned, after having drawn 
bills upon us to a considerable amount which will require imme- 
diate payment, and the Observers, not being men of substance, 
want to receive as soon as possible the ballance of accompts due 
to them. 

7orwhicb reason I am obHged to take this method of intreating 
esmesdy, in the name of the Society, that your Grace would taice 
the most early opportunity of representbg this affiur in a proper 
manner to our most gracious Soveraagn and FatRm^aad obtaining 
for us his Majesty's Royal order for our immediately receiving 
the above mentioned eight hundred pounds, of which we stand 
greatly in need. And in order the better to refresh your Grace's 
memory as to particulars, I herewith sf you tlie extracts from 
the $ociet)''s Books relating to our application to his late Majesty^ 
and his most gracious answer. 

Being, as I said before, still confined by the gout, and unable 
to wait upon your Grace in person, I take tiie liberty of sending

Not having any thing better to entertain you with, I wiU tran- 
scribe part of a Letter I latdy received from a Correspondent who 
has been making a Tour on the Continent^ if my poor trembling 
hand can hold out. 
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vu pleaaed to find that there is not so much Irreligion in 
Ftmoe as I had heard feported. The Clergy in general ave by all 
acooonts very ezemidary: for there are a motley set of being*, 
called AJtibi^ who do not belong to them, but, wearing the dress 
and assuming the name^ thro' a very ill custom, act often to the 
reproach of their habit. The churches cTery where seemed well 
thronged, with great appearance of devotion. 

" Tlie late Minister Choiseul was said to be no friend to the 
Ecclesiastics, and some even pretend that he patronizes tlic Deis- 
tical publications, and the Authors. Tlie present Ministry are 
supposed not to trouble their heads okuch about Religion^ except 
that the Chancellor Maupean is a great fiiend of the Jesmts. 
There was a jealousy subsastingy according to report, between the 
Duke D*Aignilla8 and him, and so it could not be fSweseen how 
long the latter would keep his place ; who is nevertheless a 
vourite of the King, but the other is the confidant of Madame 
Barree, The complaints about the change of the Parliament 
subside ; by impartial accounts justice is said to be put on a 
better footing betwixt man and man than in the old Parliaments: 
and the only cause of gmmljling is, tliat the King is quite abso- 
lute, lu the last ParUuHient, the places being quite venal, the 
young men, who had purchased, were tiie majority, and bore down 
tiie s^ors in many oases; and, as in- State Afi^drs the diflRnrent 
Parliaments began to jtnn aa one body, the struggle was for a 
limited or an absolute Prerogatave in the King. As to the banish^ 
ment of the old members, if they only send their accounts, what 
their places cost them, the annual profits they made of it, to he 
examined by the Ministers, after which to be paid their just due, 
they may go whithersoever they please : but several are obstinate, 
and therefore remam m banishment, because they think such a 
concession is an acknowledgement of the authority of the present 
Parliament. 

" I waa in company witii the old IVinoess Stolberg, mother to 
the Chevaliflff'a Lady> and also with her youngest sister, maimd to 
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the Duke of Berwick's second son : tbey were with l^e Dnitet 
de Tremoille, to whom I had a reoommendation. 

" The Daupfainess is very handsome, and has gained tlie liearts 
of aU the French s the Covntess of Provence is very good, but of 
a aeriotts torn of mind; not talkative and sprightly, like the 
DanphinesB. The Dauphin, at present, by the generality of ac- 
counts is not very promising. The Count d*Artois is the favourite 
of the People : tboy thinT< lie resembles in bis talents and dispo- 
sition Louis the Fourteenth. He is to be married next year to a 
Princess of Saxony."

Sir, St. Petersburgh, Dec. ^ 1779« 

Three different paieels, aireoted to you, Dr. Solander, and Mr. 
Pennant, and containing Letters, wilh the continnation of my 
new pnUished Qoadrapeda, have been deUvered several weeks ago 
at Sir James Harrii^s, to go by the first messenger intended for 
England. But as none, I fear, will be dispatched before the latter 
end of December, I cannot but write you this by Post, not in order 
to repeat, what 1 have mentioned in the letter joined to the above 
parcel, to which I take the liberty to refer, but to inform you 
of the sad account of Captain Cook's misfortune, received but last 
week by the way of Kaiuptskatka. Some report of his first pa»- 
sage at the Island of Unalaahka, in his return to the South, had 
been published here hut a short tune, befbre a letter from CaptsiA 
Cook himself, and another from Captain CSark his second, were 
delivered to Sir J. Hams. I have read the Extniet ol these dis- 
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patebes, from which I will give you as good an account as I cm 
from memory. You will have it more full from your Admiralty* 
to which the Letters have been forwarded direcdy. 
Captain Cook anrived on his passage £rom the Cape> by the 

way of Dieman's Land and New Zealand, at Otaheitee in August 
1777* He lonnd tlic Spaniards had been there twice since his 

last Voyage; several of tliem even stay'd several months on the 
Island, and left some poultry and other domestik animals, but all 
of them males. Thus that supply of cattle and slicep which Cap- 
tain Couk brought over, was very welcome. Omiah also arrived 
in good health. 

Your bnve oonntrymen left that Island in December, and 
reached the coast of America which lies opposite to Kamtskatka 
about March 1778* There, a leak which the Resolution had sprung, 
obliged them to lye some tame in a Bay, from whence they 
stretdied along that coast to the northward. They had a full dis- 
covery of the streights between Sibiria and America, where both 
continents appeared very bare and flat, and the sea not very deep. 
They steered through this channel in 198*» longitude (from the 
Greenwich meridian as I suppose) and found the coast running at 
last to the North-cast, wlicu, under JO" 43' latitude, instcaxl of 
seeing their sanguine hopes of a new passage accomplished, they 
were stopt by insurmountable rocks of lee, and obliged to return, 
after having found Tery great reason to suppose the existence of • 
Continent, towards the Pole, which stops the Ice. Captain Cook» 
after having anchored at tike Island Unalashka, which he accounts 
192** 30' longit. and SS' 55' ]aL north, and whence he dates his 
letter, resolved to return to the South, to refresh his crew and to 
look for Islands \\hich he had reason to suppose lying to the East 
of the I. of Sandwich. He actually discovered some very luxu- 
riant Islands, in one of which, called in Captani Clark's letter 
O-why-hee, he lay in a Bay, Cara-ca-cossa, and had a friendly in- 
tareourae with the Islanders, who used to receiTe him with a kind 
.of worship nearly due to Divinity. He made sail from thence. 
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when by a sadden squall the Resolution sprung lier mizzen mast, 
which obliged him to return to the same Bay again. During the 
repair the lalanden grew more bold and tbievbh tlian ever, and at 
laat made off one of his Boats ; Ci^itain Cook tiiennpon- 
went on sboiewith his JJeatenant and ten or tweWe IbUowen ; 
when^ treating with the Chief, the impertinenoe of some Islanders 
gave him so much offence, lliat he fired on them* Instead of being 
frightened^ the whole assembly boldly attacked and killed him, 
with four of his men. The Lieutenant and remainder, partly 
wounded, hardly escaping to llieir long boat. Captain Clark, to 
whom the command devolved, not being able to take any material 
revenge, made off for Kamtskatka, where he arrived in March or 
April this year, aud sailed in June on new adventures towards the 
N.E, ddefly to ascertain the nmnberand aitiiatioinof our Alemisn 
and Fox laknds. I am sorry to give you so bad news ci that ce* 
lehrated and tmly great Navigator, who oertaiiily, more than any 
of his profesrion hdbre lum, is entitled to a monnment in West- 
minster Abbey, but whom every well wisher to knowleilge would 
have rather congratulated with a safe return in England. Captain 
Clark, I hope, at least will accomplish what (\'vptain Cook left un- 
finishM, and if he is not so happy to discover a pas^rnire to Hud- 
son's Bay, he will at least, by his maps and observations, impose 
silence to Mr, EngePs impudence, and justify the Russian Geo- 
graphers to Mr. EngePs party in England. The above mentioned 
longitude of the channel between Asia and America is certainly 
verynnfaTOurable to Mr. EngeFs supposition, and agrees tolerably 
with the Rosnan maps. 

I beg you wiU communicate a copy of this account to Mr. Psn- 
nant^ and let him know, that the papers and informations he 
wants, lye wind-bound at Sir James Harris's, and will be sent by 
the first messenger, together with my Book on Quadrupeds. His 
Genera Avium I received but last week, tho' the letters joined to 
the Book were of August 16th and 20th. To the contents of these 
Letters I will answer by the same messenger. 
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I bad not the least account whether the Ores I sent in Spring 
§m ttte Honoimble Charles GrariBc^ togetfaemifih your FlaQta, 
wera reoeivedy and vhadier fhey pimd i^graaable. I thoiikl be 
•CKtmncly if the Hononiable Gentleman voold give tbe 
CSotniab or Devonshire Ores he should be pleaaed to return, to 
yon, ni order to be joined to the tfainga yon maybe ao kmd to 
spare me.

Dear Sir, Bruxelles, March 26th, 1782. 

Nothing could possibly give mc a more sincere and heart-felt 
pleasure than the honour of hearing from you : it is I that have 
cause to boast every time I noetv« it. If Uie feu of importiinhig 
yon with trifles M not prevent me^ I ahonld certunly tronlileyoa 
oftener diiui I do. In my fetiremenl^ wliieh is greater linn ever 
•inoe Mr* Needhsm's deatii, wlist esn I lisve to oommnnicite that 
is worthy your notice ? My old and dear friend's health had rle- 
dined for a year and half before his death^ which happened De- 
cember the 30th, 1781. The decline of his memory and presence 
of mind was still more visible than that of his health. He died of 
a dropsy in his breast, in the 69th year of his age, being bom 
in London, Sept 10, 1713. His uprightness and goodness of 
heart were the sources of the greatest blemishes he had, 1 mean 
those of being too atdukm, and too easily the dope of the de- 
signing part of manlnnd. I Mt the aepoialion most sensibly. I 
was cbazged by our Aesdemy to give a short account of his life

The imperfect Collection which Mr. Butler presented to yoUj 
was not worthy your acceptance. 

I have been closely occupied, all this winter, in composing, by 
orders of Government^ dififorent Elementary Works destined 
for tiie Public Instruction in tlie Austrian Netherlands. The 
principal thereof is a TVeatise of Morality in all its parts, de> 
duced from the law ci Nature independcndy of all revealed 
Religion. 

I am, my dear Sir, in your debt this long time past for the 25 
copies of my Treatise on Rivers and Canals, which you sent me 
over. I charged Mr. Magellan, in his return to England last 
summer, to pay whatever was due. At his return hither, in the 
banning of October, he told me that you was out of town during 
his stay in London, but that he had been at M^ Nichols, Printer 
to the Royal Society, who said that you had discharged what was 
due to him. Mr. Msgellan has cbaiged himself anew^ by my 
desire, to pay you this debt. He laughed when I put the ^luestion 
to him, whether or no he was going to settle in I^ruxelleS) and bid 
me assure you that he was not, and that he should very soon pay 
yo'i his respects in London. I believe he intends setting oft' from 
hence m a few days, in company with the Aremberg family, who 
are upon t]ic point of making a tour to England : the Duke, 
blinded by an unlucky shot of Sir VVilham Gordon, his Dutchess, 
daughter to Count Lauragais, a most amiable person, and the 
Dutchess ]X>wager» of the Soveraign famUy of La Marck, esteemed 
the most aocompliriied lady of the Low-Countries, and heretcrfore 
the most beautiful; she is now on the Yeige of fifty> and hand- 
some still. 

Mr. Herscbel'a discoTcries interest all Europe. They cause as 
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niach wiuaiion on tiie Continent as with yon. So nnoooimon n 
genina cMinot hSl meeting with enconngement in ao pnbfidc 
apirited a ooontry as England. 

Mr* Mag^Jan came to me a few weeks ago, in great concern and 
Mixiety about a house near Norwich, struck by lightning, although 
armed with conductors. He is afraid Mr. Benjamin Wilson (against 
whom, as often as named, larj^e explosions of Portugnese fire are 
made) will druw fav ourable cx)nse(j[uences from it in £ftvour of 
blunt-ended conductors. 

We have much talk here of a Peace being at hand between 
Great Britain and France : I wish with all my heart it may be so. 
At the desire of Mr. Rts-Herbert, British Minister at tide Court, 
I have just got a French tnaiahtion of Dean Tneker^a Lettera On 
bono printed. In reading over the aheets aa they came from the 
press, I could not help being of the good Dean's opinion, vis* 
that there is nothing good to be gained for any of the contend- 
ing parties, whatever may be their success in the present unhappy 
contest. TTowever, the old Proverb is verified with us in tlie Low 
Countries, that it is a had wind tliat l>lows nobody rrood. The 
rupture with France, and above all with Holland, lias thrown such 
a How of Commerce into thiii Country as haa not been known for 
above a century past. All possible means are tddng to fix it 
there.

I was greatly pleased with Dr. Broussonet^ and much obliged to 
you, dear Sir, for procuring me his acquaintanre. 1 procured him 
the sight of all that merited his attention here, as far as it lay in 
my power ; and shall always do it with the e^reatest pleasure to 
every oue who comes witii a word from you. I brought Dr. 
Broussonet aoqa^nted with M. dm Bondean, • MtHubor of our 
Academy of Scienoesy and one of ovr ablest Natoralists. He b 
paitacolwly addicted to Ichthyology, and has formed a plan of 
examining all the European seas, and following all the coasta 
from Nova-Zembla into the Black-Sea, des^igning, painting, 
dissecting, and describing ever)' Fish, Marine-plant, Shell, hr. to 
be met with. Thi*? undertakini:; has been proposed here, but it is 
not the work of one Govenuneiit, an d still less of one Naturalist. 

The informations you have been so kind as to give me concern- 
ing Mr. Her&chel's improvements on the Telescope, and his 
Astnmonieal DiscoYeiies therewith, were both interesting and 
useful to me in the highest degree. I had the honour of reading 
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a Paper On the Progress of Nuimnd Scimeef » at an Extraordhiny 
Assembly of oar Academy tliia Smnmer, wbieh was bononred 
with the preaenoe of the Avcbdntcliess and Duke of Saxe-Tetdien, 
our GoTemor general, together with the Giand-Dnke and Qrand^ 
Dutchess of Rusata* In this Piece, which waa oomposed by order, 
expressly for the occasion, the different informations I had received 
from you, made one of llie most interesting parts. The provision 
which tlio King has made for Mr. Herachcl does honour both to 
His Majestv and the Nation. I expect great effects and dis- 
coverie^j, on the calcination of bodies^ from Mr. Parker's extras 
ovdinary Lena. 

We are beginning to print the Fouzth Volome of Memoira of 
our Academy. It containa some inveatigptiona of the kfee Mr. 
Needham oonoenung Bieetricity, and of mine on Aerial or Atmos- 
pheric Tides : besides which I have a great deal in it on the 
Natuial Hiatory, Culture, &c. of Flanders. I am going to give 
something on the Natural History of the Environs of Bnixelles. 
But of all these I shall take the Iiljcrty of writing to you iigaio. 
You will find in the same Volume st>mc interesting improvements 
in the Analysis of Animal and Vegetable substances, which throw 
a new light on the ceconomy of Nature in oiganixed bodies : they 
have been made by our Rrofeaaor of Chemistry Van Bockhante, 
and are ndl worth Dr. Frice'a method of msUng Gold by tiie 
Vomdet of prcgection* I read with astonishment the Doctor'a 
fungvlsr Paper on that aabjec^ and am persuaded that be had no 
Gold hot what he put in amongst bis materials; as was M. 
Sage's case, when he pretended, some yean ago^ to draw Gold 
from frfirden earth. 

The Chevalier Linnoeus called upon me a few weelcs ago; but 
he was in such a hurry to get back to Upsal. that I could not 
engage him to stay one single day in Bruxellcs. He was in 
raptures with London^ and as much disgusted wUh Paris, where 
the learned are too foil of tbnnadives and of contempt of otters^ 
to gain the esteem <rf those of otber Nalaona. They deqpis^ he 
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M.y^ Br. BroaMKHMt, tiidr own coontryman, beoaoie lie Turn Hw 
ill-taste to prefer London to Fftrit. 

I dioald eiteem it a luppy momart to iee London 
and nidi a littlo more leisure than tlie last time ; bat at present I 
can see no proepect of it. I know no greater pleasure on earth, 
than that of enjoying sometimes your fompnny, and that of your 
learned Society.

I j<nn with you most oordially in rejoicing at the ntom of 
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PBMe. I hope it inll be hafcu^ and that muiliiiid will'at lengthj 
as they call themidvas reaamiable creatnret, bava naaon and

For in my opinion there never WU u goad War, or a bad Peace. 

What vast additions to the conveniences and comforts of living

misery into thousands of lamiiies, and destroying the lives of so 
many thousands of working people who might have perfonn'd the 
useful labour. 

T nm pleas'd with the late astronomical discoveries made by our 
Society.

In letom 
I inclose for you two copies of the tmnsaetions at the last publae 
meeting of that Academy^ with the Questions they propose for 
solution, and the pnsminms anuezedy as incitements to Philoso- 
phicalindustry. 

The reason of the failure of my endeavours to obtain tlie sheets 
tliat are wanting to the completion of your set of the Russian 
Commentaries, was because what i^ called in typographioal ian-

Tb» land Letter ^^lich jaa honoured me with on Dei^. 29th, 
found me in a bad state of health, from ivfaich I have heen slowly 
recovering. All scientifical and litterary pursmts are here in an 
absolute stagnation. War and civil dissention occupy all minds 
and exclude aU other attention. The confusion was such that our 
Academy could not meet from the beginning of October to the end 
of January. We now assemble from time to time, but more to 
eonriderwhatisto be done to support the estabUshmr ]U, than to 
•ttwd to any new productions, if even any body enjoyed sufficient 
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liberty of minfl to employ himself on them. Till the middle of 
December, llic t-ouuln' was a scene of despotism, cruelty, and 
bloodshed, of wiacli Brussels had a principal share. From the 
moment the Austrian Troops and Government were driven out, 
dvil disscntion began, and u now risen to a very high pitch. 
The common enemy is still at our door, and yet all is in a flame 
between the Aristocratie and Democratic partia. The flrst innst 
on being governed by the States; the others inrist on having a 
National Assembly, Bke that <^ France, called to form a new go* 
Temment. Whatever ground there may be for this last pretension, 
I am persuaded that the execution of it at present would he the 
ruin of the country. We are not yet free, and are already squab- 
bimg who is to be master. I «?hould not be at all surprized to see 
the Austrians return and wash way the infamy of their liight from 
Brussels, in the blood of its inhabitants. 

We received only a few weeks ago the three last parts of the 
PkUomq^ietti DrmuaeiUmf, compleating to the end of 1789* I 
presented them to the Academy at the only meeting we have had 
since the Revolution^ and I am chaiged to retom its thanks and 
acknowledgments to the Royal Society for this mark of attention, 
which I beg you would present tn that illustrious bodv. 

In giving a new Edition of MiUei^ft Gardener's IHctionari/, I 
much wished to have th rown all the common obvious directions of 
cultivation, i^c. into one body for all such Plants as require the 
same method, and which are continually repeated in the work ; 
it wonld by this means have been shortened near one third, with- 
out losing any thi ng material of die original. Bnt Ibis wotdd have 
been a task which my leisure did not permit me to undertake. I 
am very glad to see that idea adopted by Professor Martyn in his 
intended new Edition of Miller, and that upon a much more 
compteat and extensive plan, which he is infinitely abler to 
execute than I should be. 

I envy Dr. Herschel's happiness in being wholly occupied in 

CAMD. SQC. 3 K 
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the pursuits of sciencfS lliider the protection of tin enlightened Hnd 
beneficent Sovereign. Our late Government, having only arhitrary 
power in ^^etv, declared itself openly against the Sciences for 
several years past. The great plan was to reduce the body of the 
people to two classes. Peasants and Sofdiers. Our new Govern- 
ment promises better, but it is too soon yet to feel the effects 
thereof, supposing it able to mtuntain itself. The Politicttl ^pi- 
demy wbieh now reigns in fbe greatest part of th(i eontiiiiiiit bf 
Europe absorbs all attention^ and is highly inimioal to Ihd pro- 
gress €i science. 

I am Sorry for poor Magellan's deplorable case : his iHiotui fift 
stood in great need of cool reflexion before the end of it. 

Along tHth the inestimable blessing of being in a free eoiintry, 
may you ever enjoy all that health and liappiness which I cease 
not to wish for you.

BraaaeUs> April 2dd, 1793. 

Dear and hen*'. Sir, 
I arrived here tlie 18th, and found every tiling quiet mu\ the 
minds of tlie people seemingly returned anew to llieir lawfull So- 
vereign, to whom alone they enn look up for a lasting protection 
against the enemy of mankind. W e had in England Iml a iaiiiL 
idea of what this Country has snfferd from the French invasion : 
their course wherever they came has been marked with rapine, 
derastadon, profiuiation, viohition, and all kinds of enormitieB and 
horrors. Their retreat before the Austrians was precipitate* and 
did not give them time to execute their cxcerahle intentions of 
plunder, but they have sworn to by waste the Country with fire 
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and sword at their return, which they flatter themselves with. 
They vented a particular rage at Bruges^ and in the Country about 
it, setting fire to houses as they went along, and firing after the 
unhappy people who fled before them. One of tikdr commanden 
hearing that the Britiah Troops were oonung agunat thetn, awove 
they would have the head of Hia Britaonie Majeaty ere three 
montha be paat. All theae circumstances I learnt on the spot, 
and was every where witness to the defacing of Anns and all other 
insignia of Nobility on public and private buildings. Some of 
our finest £klifices are mani^^led and dctn-Hflod by this more than 
Gothic rage. The Churches have been treated with peculiar 
spite. 

The Duke of York, with tlic British Troops from Holland, ar- 
rived at Bruges on the IGth, while I was theie^ amidit the 
ringing of bella and uniTeraal acclamation. The whole City waa 
iUutninated> and the troopa feaatedby the Buighera : the same had 
been done at Ghent the night before. Theae troopa were to have 
gone towards Dunkirk^ but turned off from Bruges to Gonrtray 
towards Lille. Seven or eight thousand Hollanders passed by 
Brussels last Sunday. The Austrians have invested Conde, and 
purpose taking it by famine, tlieir siege Artillery not being yet 
come up, and the town already in distress. This is the only en- 
terprise on the French territory we yet hear of. It is said tlial in- 
numerable swarms of i^asants are marching towards the frontier, 
it being so ordered by their tyrants under pain of death. The 
most violent Decrees are isaned out anew agunat the remaining 
Cleigy, whom I met with flying on all aidea. M . E^ditei, Marat, 
&e. are aaid to be aent Prisonera to Hie abbey. Gognet, Jourdan, 
and the most celebrated Assassuia, now command tlie Army under 
Dampierre^ who baa aucoeeded Dumouriez. 

As to my little concerns ; I found things in great confusion, 
but with less loss thun T had reason to expect, my best effects and 
partirularly my Library had been twice secreted in different places 
for greater security ; but in short they are saved by the care and 
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fidelity of my man, wliom I hare endeavoured to recompense for 
it as well as I can, and shall do more in time. 

I will send you over our 5tli Volume of Memoirs along with 
the Books for the Museum, snd siaSl be most happy to have oc- 
eeakms of testifying those sentiments of giatitade for «U your 
kindness to me, which time nor dbtance wfll ever eflbce. If any 
thing ooidd have diminished the effieet of tiie late catastrophe on 
my mind, it would IiaTC been the unboundi-d kindness whieh I 
was received with in my native country, for whose happiness in 
general, and that of my friends in particular, my prayers sliall be 
ofTered up as Iring as I live. 

Begging that my respectful connjliinents may he agreeuhle to 
the Ladies of your house, I remain with the dincercst respect and 
gratitude.

My spirits druup as 
often ai» I consider it, and reflect at the same time ou a Govenir 
ment unliinged, an exhausted TVeasury, and sbwk Allies ; and yet 
on the iiRte of this country depends that of Holland, and perhaps 
of Europe : the French know it* and therefore turn aU tihdr ttfforta 
against it. But I will buve done. 

I beg my best respects to Lady Banks and the other ladiea of 
your family. The moments I spent with you were happy com- 
pared to what I now feel. While life remains I shall feelingly 
remember your kind friendsliip, and that of so many others in 
my native country.

If ire 
look trithottf^ a ferocious linemy at our doora apparently didly 
gaining strength, instead of being exhausted, as was expected 
Irould I»ve been the case e'er now. We shall no doubt have tiiia 
Spring, in the Low Countries, one of the finest Annies that ever 
took the field, probably not less than two hundred thousaiul 
men, comprizing those in British pay. But if this army contents 
itself to keep on the defensive, ns it did a great part of the last 
Campaign, tiie French will attack it, and iiarrass it incessantly 
wilil freah bodiea of troops, perfectly indifferait how many of 
them are killed while they can force others to march and rq>kce 
them, till at laat the combined Army, however numeroua it be, 
must at last be eKhansted, aa it cannot be renewed aa the IVench 
do theln* Tia Ini this ground thai Uanton haa promiaed the 
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Conventioii that at laat fliey aliall overpower all the foroM of 
Eafope sent agunat them. Independent of this they have 
another means of auoeess in their hands. They hare plvndwed 
the Nation and the principal proprietors of the greatest part of 
their riches, and consequently must possess an immense quantity 
of specie. This is itscless to them within themselves, while they 
ran force their paper currency which serves for nil the purposes 
of specie. Now there is no doubt but one end to which they 
propose employii)i( a part of their immense plunder, is to corrupt 
the people, the Armies and the Cabinets of the rest of Europe. 
God grant that in this picture ct things I may be mistaken, and 
that all may turn out quite contrary to my gloomy fears : I shall 
be the first to rej<Hee at my eiror. Divine providence can pve 
quite a different turn to things, from what present appearances 
seem to threaten $ and it is in that providence alone that I fix my 
hopes ; and even in that point they are damped, as I see too 
little a change in men's minds and manners, to Imve any great 
confidence that they are seeking to avert the scourge held out 
against them. 

I ought to apologize to you, Sir, for troubhag you with my 
gloomy speculations ; but I know your kind friendship for me 
will excuse my laying my heart opm to you & exposing my fed- 
ings as they are. I do not feel for myself alone: I feel for 
Manlcmd, for Society, for Order. On the veige of Sixty, my 
remaining days cannot be many, and I have too many friends, and 
yourself, dear Sir, among the first of them, to doubt but I shall 
some where find a retreat. While the Government of the Low 
Countries hangs together, I have duties to fulfil which I cannot 
abanduit without ingratitude. The publick Education of the 
country is left to my direction with an entire confidence, and I do 
(and shall continue to do while tliere is room for it) all I can to 
stem the tide of Irreligion and Immorslity. If unhappily the 
time comes when this can be done no longer, I shall eertainly 
endeavour to get over to my Native Comitry, and throw myself 
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Upon iti iKMpHalitjr and genemritj for some quiet vetrealy where a 
Utdfl will serve me. In thit light» tiie kind and most friendly 
expressions which condode your letter^ are a balm to my too 

anxiou«? forebodings. 

It is a most sensible pleasure to me, that 1 had a few modern 
pieces perfectly useless to me, and wliich could be agreeable to 
Miss Banks. I sent her a few more by Doctor Webster, who 
was here lately with Lord and Lady Cholmondley ; & e'er long I 
hope to have the preient new year'a medal (it is not yet distri- 
bated) which I will send over by the first occasion. I beg my 
best respects to her^ and to Lady Banka> whose kindness I shall 
ever gratefiilly remember. 

It is natural to suppose that, ctrcnrastanced as we wte, all pro- 
gress in Science and Literature are at a stand ; men's minds are 
too much occupied with the threatning appearances of things, to 
be capable of any quiet and continued application.

The commotioiis on the Continent, and the extream irregularity 
of the Post which results from it, even in the interior of Germany, 
is doubtless the cause of the little correspondence Irom these

be moK fiiTiiiinlile to it. It would be tefiona lo inlMni yon ol 
what hat happened to ne, nnoe I had tiie honor of jow Letter 
of MarA 3d. Such ns our flight from Bnmela ia Jane to Rnre- 
mond, and in July to Dusseldorff and Keysenweert on the right 
hank of the Rhino, where wc remained till the French were on the 
oppoifite hank and threw their bomhs nrross. From thence I 
flexl t/> DrjirHlfcii and Munster, and finally took refusje here at 
Pader)K>rri; fur the sake of getting out of tlie line of the Arniieji 
for the irinter; for the AUied Armiea piaader and oommit 
exeenee that vie with all the IVencii can do. 

Mthia would haye been aapportable evO^ had not the Eahperor, 
hf whoae orders we left the Low Countries, thought proper to set 
ua adrift, hy a Decree of the 19th of August, without any provi- 
sion, or assigning any azilum to retire to. This liarsh step, 
viliicli extended without cxcciifion to all the members of the 
ticncrnment of the Low Couritries, from the Minister downwards 
to the last Clerk emphjycd, was liowever soon after corrected, hy 
putting UH on lialf-pay ; and thiii half-pay next year is to he 
redooed to one third for all thoee who hare leaa than 25 years of 
actual servioe, whieh ia the caae of nine tenths of tiioae employed 
in the aaid Govermnent. Such ia the lot aaatgoed to those who 
have abandoned all their p rop e r ty to follow the Soverdgn'a foi^ 
tones. 

I should not have hesitated on this occasion to have made iny 
way over to England, in consequence of the kind invitations of 
my many frimnls, among the first of wl ir li, dear Sir, I must ever 
rank yourself, Jiut at that time my iiealth was too bad to permit 
me to travel ; and when forced to it hy the approach of the 
Bnemyj I auflered so much from an irreguUur Gottl, as to deter 
roe fnmi undertaking any long journey 'till the depth of winter be 
over, unless forced to it by indispenBable necessity, which I hope 
will not be the case. 

In the mean time, as I have been so long deprived of hesring 
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from my best friends, a line from you, dear Sir, would be a lieart- 
felt coosoUtiun to me, such a one as 1 have fur this long while 
pMt been a almiger to. If after a disutroiu war, you thhilc His 
Ifojesty may atiU be engaged, through his Royal generosity, to 
make some pnmaon for me, as I was made to hope when last in 
England, I will oome oT«r in the Sipmg, with the hopes 
finding a quiet retreat, which at sixty years of age, and after passing 
tlie last ten of them amidst civil broils, insurrections, and inva- 
sions of a sava^ enemr, is become the most denirable tbi?^'/ nn 
earth. If on the contrary an application in the preseut circum- 
stances be judged improper, 1 shall seek &»oiae retreat in the 
Austrian TcrriLories, in tiiem I i»upposc we shall be constrained 
to spend the peaaaioiis aDotled ns; where the efaci^ess of living 
maj render mine sufficient for my wants. I have saved my 
manuseiiplsi, many of wUeh are ready for the press, but no part 
of my Libmy, from the general wreck. 

Paderbom and its environs are a most intcrestang ^pot for a 
Nattiralist. The whole Country between the town and the a<!- 
joining Mountains is a rock of schist, rorered vnth hut a few 
inches of clayey 5oiL The mountain*? are rich in Irtjn mitK , antl 
mineral spriags, among which tbos^e of I'yrmont hu<1 Sin<<-}iU:n 
are the most noted. But what is must remarkitble, are the innu- 
nierable springs, levenl of which are intemiittingy and the 
engulphing into snbtenraneons chann e ls the eopions waters that 
flow from them, after a few nnks coarse. These are whsi most 
prolmbly burst out again at the distance of «ix or eight miles 
farther, in the Emlwpring and Lippspring, principal ^^iurct's of 
the Rivers Embs and Lippe, and al^> at the bottom of a hill in 
tl'*' i?ndst of the t-r^n of Paderborrj, in ropi'j'js and noW-nt 
currents, as to form, wL' n united (m tljf y d'j jn -jij.;,'^ imt of the 
town . a ^eam of foitj ftJCt in lireadth, suid fj v<: or i»t& fe*,-! in dirfrtb, 
with the rapidity oi a tonent. In the qixarries *A teu^l, u-e 
imramcsable iminissiniis of shells, five or sijc species of which I 
have already eoUected aesr the town, the eoootry rooud abont 
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is equally ricli in Roman and Saxon aniiquiticfi. My exile passes 
in taking notes on these diiiercnt subjects ; and also in advancing 
tome works I hftins witli me for that purpose^ so that my time does 
not bang hea;v7 on my handa. Aa to poUticka, I (liink aa Btde of 
ihem aa poniUa.

Sir, 

Several years are now past since I had the honour of writing 
to you, and these have been spent in frequent changes of abode, 
and emUttieiiad irilh aevecal ierere fitia of aiekneaa; the fint 
being the conaeqiieneea of a cruel and diaastroua and the 
otheia of the anxietiea and hardsbipa which attended it The 
necessity of keeping out of the boundaries oocamoned by the 
enemy for the sake of enjoying my Pension, made me fly from 
Paderborn, from Bamberg, from Ratisbon, and in April In'^t from 
Lintz, tlic Capital of Upper Austria, wlien the armies approached 
to that place. Peace being at Inst concluded })etween the Emperor 
and the French, I may perhaps imd some place where to p.'iss tl»e 
remainder of my days in quiet : but tliis must bu in tlie Austrian 
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Dominions, as I cannot obtain leave to enjoy my Pension out of 
them, though repeatedly aollidted both by myself and friendii. 

Mr. Pknta I beHere inibiined you, Sir^ a year and a half ago, 
diat I had oolleoted between two and three hundred small German 
Coini, which I Miaa Banka will favour with a plaoe in her 
Collection : they are of litUe value indeed, but offer nearly a com- 
pleat set of all the copper and base silver Coins which are cur- 
rent in the different States of the Empire. Whenever I met with 
one ill ])r( tty good preservation, 1 put it aside, changing it if I 
found a better : so that they are the fairest I could tind among thou- 
sands. This was an i^eeable amusement to me in my exile. I 
have joined to them the Medals struck on several extraordinary 
oeeaaiona at Braaiella ; witli a oompleat Uat of ^a whole^ and 
diaU ba bappy to hear they are favoiirably aooqpited. The little 
Box whieb oontaana them is already at Berlin in Lord Elgin's 
banda, who has promised to send it over to yon by the first safe 
oonveyanoe* I have been long seeking for an occasion of send- 
ing it, but could find none hcfore I came, not long ago, to this 
capital of Rohemia, where I shall pass the winter at least. In 
the Box is a paper for tlie Uoval Society concerning Remains of 
Ancient Volcams which J obs( rred in the ntit/kbourhood of the 
City of LeuimeritZf where i resided last Summer ; and another 
for tiie Society of Antiquaries containing An AeeoutU qf the MeH^ 
giom €»ttM$kmmt* made hy EnffKeh Roman CaihoUeki on the Qm. 
ibmi ^ Europe s which I beg you will commnnicate to the 
respeelive Sodeties. In the packet of Medals I have taken the 
liberty to inclose a letter directed to Peter Cdghlan, Book^ ' ifer^ 
Duke Street, Qroevenor Square, containing some money lor Books 
and Magazines which he sent me a little while before my flight 
from the Low Countries, and which I iiavc had no occasion of 
conve3ring to him before. 1 b^ you will be so kind as to send it 
to him. 

The Emperor's peace with the French not only e-\cludes me 
from the Low Countries, where almost forty years abode bad babi» 
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tuatccl me, but it gives me great anxiety for the fate of my native 
Cuuntry. The French have long sought to detach Austria from 
England, and at last bave swsoeedcd. They will now bend tiieir 
whole force against OrMt Bntiun and Ifdand, whose safety in my 
opinion depends on preventing an invasion by mtmn of the vast 
superiority at Sea. If thereby they can be kept off for a year or 
two, it may be hc^d their means will be nearly exhausted^ and 
their furious enthusiasm dampt : it is at present risen to a pitch 
hardly to be stemmed wherever they penetrate. 

The late dreadful war on the continent seems to have put a 
stoji to scientifical and Utcrary pursuits; at least I have heard of 
nothing new in those jmrts of the Kiapire where I have resided. 
The chief pursuit is Natural History and forming Cabinets 
thereof. In the North of Germany, which has been much more 
quiet than the Southern parts, Chymistry flourishes by die kbour 
of M. M. Klaproth and Hennstadt at Berlin, and of Mr. Crell at 
Ilelmdadt. Mr, Zsch distingidshed himself in Astronomy at 
Gotlui, where I saw his splendid Obser\'atory lately constructed 
by the Duke. I saw an Electric Machine at Lintz whicli the Pro- 
fessor pretends is inferior to none in iMiropc for its force, except 
that in the Teylerian Museuru at liaerlem. Mr. Riese of Franc- 
fort has invented an inslrunicnt which foretells the fall of biiow, 
and which he calls a Chyonoscope, Mr. Iliudenburg Professor at 
Leipzig has invented a new method of Calcuhition which he calls 
Amtfytii Comim^oria, But all these, and many others are, I 
doubt no^ well known to yon by means of your extensive Corres- 
pondence. Prague has an andent and considerable University, an 
Astronomical Observatory under the direction of Professor Struad, 
and a Cabinet of Natural Historv, under the care of Professor 
Meissner. Little appears here on scientific subjects, and what 
does so is wholly in German. 

I shall take it as a j^igual favour, Sir, if you will he so kind as to 
inform me by a line that the litUe Box is cuuic safe to your hands, 
as I am much more interested for the nature of its contents than 
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for their value. If the Paper for tlie Royal Society is received 
with ttlisfactionj I will soon send you somelhing which I think 
mora interestang. In the mean time I lenudn most respectfully.

Much hon«i Sir, May 1798. 

Your kind Letter of January 2*' i^avc me much pleasure to find 
that the little Bnx with its contents were come safe to yt)ur haiuls, 
and lliat these last proved acceptable. Tlioiii^h far from my 
native Country, and thous^h apparently cxcliulcd by tlic cin um- 
stances 1 aui iu from ever seeing it again, ycl I have nulbtng 
more sincerely at heart than to express my gratitude to my friends 
in it by every means that oome within my power. Actuated by 
this sentiment I take the liberty of joining to this Letter a short 
Paper for the Royal Society, whicli I think contains some new 
Ideas, and if they be not very interesting they will at least occupy 
little of the time of that learned Body. 

Literary occupations, to which 1 have been habituated for the*?e 
fifty years past, are more tlian ever necessary to fill up my time, 
and to prevent it from hanging heavy ou ray hands, in a situatitwi 
not very ccjmfortablc. For this purpose 1 am continually occu- 
pied in putting the last hand to some eoosidembfe works which I 
had prepared many years ago, but which my employ ments at 
Bmssells did not permit me to do. I have now leisure enough for

it, and happy it is that I have sucii means of erapiopn:: itjv time; 
thoti^'h I have no prospect of giving the fruits of mj ftppiicatkMi 
to the Publick. 

We are here in full expectation of the war breaking out anew 
between the Emperor and Hm French. Bemadotte'a eztraymgant 
Gondaet and relnet from Vieiiiia aeem dearly deaigiied to Imag 
on a mptove; but on what principle of politidtt in the preeenft 

ctfcamstances nobody can conceive ; especially while die FrBDch 
are employing their principal force against You. However that 
be, the Troops are here all in motion. A regiment went off from 
Pra^e on Fryday last, nothcr on Sunday. nn<\ the departure of 
the Arch-Duke Charles from hence to conimarul tiie Army is 
already announced and preparation made for it. We are made to 
hope that there is a new Coalition against the French^ and that it 
will be on a more sincere footing than the late one. This seems 
obtain to every one^ that, unless the Sovereigns do viite and aet 
vigorously in conoert together i^ainst tiie oommon enemy, tfaey 
will each in their torn nndeigo the ftte of llie States in Ijom> 
bardy, of Rome, and of Smtserland. It is said that the King of 
Ftossia has promised to cover Bohemia, and the march of the 
Austrian troops out of it towards the Danube seems to make it 
probable. But if it shnuUl prove othenrise, nnd hostilities should 
really bej^iii anew, we exj)ect that this Kinucl nn wiU be the first 
the French will seek to enter ; and in that case I mnst fly anew, 
whither I know not. Amidst this unchcaring prospect, it is a 
real pleasure to me to think that the same circumstanoes will most 
probably free England ftom the attempts of the French to Invade 
it; wbtdi if it was e£bctaated» woold produce a hoirid aoen^ 
whatever might be the result of it. My anxiety on this subject 
has been uppermost in my muid for these six months past ; and, 
whatever hard<jhip the same circumstances that will free yon from 
the danger may bring on me, I shall still rejoice therein. 

I well know, dear Sir, that your time is very grc;itlr oecn] )i('d, 
and i will not trespass any longer upon it with my useless reason* 
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ing and. wacmUkM* I wiD onlf addy diat tin ccniiiniaiios of yonr 
fiittidalup is • ligitBl oonaoklaon to me in the decUne of life, and 
tbat^ 80 long as it ofaall hurt^ I ihall ever retain the wannest gra- 
titude for itr
